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IN  MEMORIAM 


C.  IRVING  FISHER,  M.D. 

Manager,  1914-1924 
Died  April  26,  1924 

Dr.  C.  Irving  Fisher  died  on  April  26,  1924,  the  day  after  his  seventy- 
seventh  birthday.  He  had  then  completed  thirty-two  years  of  continuous 
service  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  twenty-two  as  Superintendent  and 
ten  as  an  honored  member  of  its  Board  of  Managers.  He  was  appointed 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  in  1892.  He  resigned  as  Superintendent  in 
1914  and  was  then  elected  a member  of  its  Board  of  Managers,  and  so  con- 
tinued up  to  the  date  of  his  death.  During  all  this  long  period  he  endeared 
himself  to  his  associates  by  his  conscientious  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the 
Hospital  and  by  the  kindly  and  courteous  manner  in  which  he  performed 
his  manifold  duties.  He  belonged  to  the  generation  of  hospital  managers 
which  has  now  nearly  passed  away.  He  was  closely  associated  in  his  activi- 
ties and  in  his  sympathies  with  our  former  presidents,  John  Stewart  Kennedy 
and  Frederick  Sturges.  He  represented  in  a marked  degree  the  efficient 
hospital  superintendent  of  their  generation.  His  resignation  as  Superin- 
tendent was  entirely  voluntary  and  on  his  own  initiative.  He  had  reached 
the  age  of  retirement.  He  undoubtedly  recognized  the  changed  point  of 
view  with  regard  to  the  function  of  private  hospitals  and  their  relation  to 
medical  education,  which  was  then  beginning  to  assert  itself.  He  un- 
doubtedly wished  to  place  the  burden  of  responsibility  for  this  new  develop- 
ment on  other  shoulders.  But  he  was  not  unsympathetic  to  the  change. 

He  maintained  his  active  and  helpful  interest  in  the  Hospital  to  the  day 
of  his  death.  /Every  one  of  its  Managers  honored  him  and  held  him  in  high 
esteem.  Every  one  of  them  had  for  him  a strong  feeling  of  personal  regard. 
His  family  and  friends  have  our  sincere  sympathy  in  the  loss  in  which  we 
share.

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1924 


THE  year  1924  will  pass  into  the  history  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
as  the  period  during  which  were  initiated  steps  leading  directly  to  the 
final  accomplishment  of  our  share  in  the  Medical  Center  project. 

The  Board  of  Managers  fixed  $7,000,000  as  the  total  sum  to  be  expended 
on  the  ward  and  private  patient  facilities  of  the  new  hospital.  They  required 
that  the  plans  in  process  of  preparation  be  accommodated  to  that  figure 
without  the  sacrifice  of  essentials.  This  proved  a difficult  task  but  those 
charged  with  its  execution  have  succeeded.  We  will  have,  as  originally 
projected,  a hospital  with  an  initial  expandable  capacity  of  640  ward 
beds  and  125  private  beds.  It  will  be  adapted  to  further  additions. 
Much  time  has  been  spent  on  the  plans  by  the  Department  Heads  and 
members  of  their  staffs.  It  is  believed  that  the  maximum  satisfactory  re- 
sult has  been  produced  within  the  available  funds.  Throughout,  the 
central  idea  has  been  the  production  of  the  most  practical  work-shop  for 
the  treatment  of  the  patient  and  the  use  of  medical  education  and  research. 
Architectural  effect  has  been  subordinated  to  these  ends. 

Plans  for  the  new  School  of  Nursing  Hall  are  also  under  way  and  will  be 
hastened  to  completion  in  order  that  this  too  may  be  ready  for  occupancy 
when  the  Hospital  moves. 

In  February  the  Board  decided  to  undertake  to  raise  by  public  subscrip- 
tion $4,500,000  in  order  to  complete  the  building  fund.  A Campaign  Com- 
mittee was  organized  and  intensive  work  begun  in  the  Fall  with  the  aid  of  a 
Special  Gifts  Committee  on  which  many  prominent  citizens  consented  to 
serve.  To  them  the  Hospital  is  deeply  grateful.  We  have  traveled  one- 
third  of  the  way  to  our  goal,  and,  with  the  aid  of  a Women’s  Committee  to  be 
formed,  and  the  organization  of  the  Alumnae  of  the  School  of  Nursing  now 
in  progress,  the  remainder  of  the  task  will  be  expedited.  Miss  Maxwell’s 
return  from  abroad  as  a leader  in  the  Nurses’  Drive  was  an  inspiration  to 
ah. 
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Our  financial  plans  for  the  enlargement  have  been  stabilized  by  the  re- 
ceipt of  a satisfactory  offer  for  the  purchase  of  our  Park  Avenue  site,  includ- 
ing Florence  Nightingale  Hall.  This  offer  will  doubtless  be  accepted  before 
the  Annual  Report  is  published.  We  will  reserve  the  right  of  occupancy 
until  January  1,  1929,  a date  considerably  beyond  that  estimated  by  the 
builder  for  the  completion  of  our  new  quarters. 

In  December  the  steel  contract  was  let  and  the  excavation  contract  is 
now  about  to  be  placed.  The  actual  work  is  at  last  under  way  and  will  pro- 
ceed to  completion  with  the  whole-hearted  cooperation  of  the  entire  Hospital 
organization. 

The  New  York  State  Hospital  Commission  has  made  preliminary 
arrangements  with  the  Joint  Administrative  Board  for  the  location  of  the 
new  State  Psychiatric  Institute  and  Hospital  at  the  Medical  Center.  Affilia- 
tions with  other  special  hospitals  are  about  to  be  made. 

The  time  demanded  for  the  accomplishment  of  such  gratifying  progress 
toward  the  Medical  Center  goal  has  not  detracted  from  the  quality  or  quan- 
tity of  work  within  the  Hospital.  This  is  apparent  from  the  reports  of 
Department  Heads  appearing  herein.  They  are  entitled  to  the  greatest 
credit  for  the  success  which  has  marked  the  year.  Operation  has  been 
maintained  at  91%  of  capacity,  thus  equaling  the  high  mark  of  the  year 
1923.  Many  improvements  have  been  made.  Of  particular  interest  is  the 
introduction  in  the  Medical  Service  of  the  unit  system  of  patient  treatment, 
Out-Patient  Department  to  Ward  and  back  to  Out-Patient  Department 
for  Follow-up,  a system  which  has  heretofore  pertained  only  in  the  Surgical 
Service. 

The  Social  Service  Department  was  fortunate  in  acquiring  the  services 
of  Miss  Janet  Thornton  as  Director  to  fill  a vacancy  caused  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Miss  Patterson.  This  Department  has  grown  in  size  and  importance. 
The  helpful  cooperation  and  financial  support  of  the  Dispensary  Develop- 
ment Committee  has  been  of  the  utmost  assistance  in  its  development. 

Our  gratitude  for  financial  assistance  to  Special  Services  is  gladly  ac- 
knowledged to  the  Commonwealth  Fund;  to  the  Chemical  Foundation; 
the  Committee  on  Epilepsy  and  to  the  many  others  who  have  aided  the  ex- 
tension of  our  work. 

It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Dr.  C.  Irving 
Fisher,  a former  Superintendent,  a member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
throughout  his  long  and  useful  career,  one  of  the  best  friends  the  Hospital 
ever  had.

(1)  A gift  of  $10,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  and  assigns  to 
nominate,  from  time  to  time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge;  subject  to  the  following  qualifications: 

(a)  A donor  may  transfer  the  power  to  nominate  only  to  an  individual  who 
shall  be  acceptable  to  the  Hospital; 

(b)  A donor  being  an  association  or  a corporation  organized  for  profit  shall 
be  limited  to  not  to  exceed  ninety  days  of  occupancy  in  any  one  year; 

(c)  Any  such  proposed  gift  by  a church,  lodge  or  other  eleemosynary  organi- 
zation shall  not  be  governed  by  this  by-law  but  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits 
w'hen  offered. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  set  forth  in  (1)  above,  a gift  of  $15,000  shall 
entitle  the  donor,  his  successors  and  assigns,  to  nominate  from  time  to  time,  a patient 
to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  a one-bed  ward  room  of  the  proposed  new  Hospital 
free  from  charge.

Twenty-five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-six  persons  have  been 
benefited  by  the  Hospital  during  the  year.  The  departments  contributing 
this  service  and  the  number  treated  in  each  will  be  found  in  detail  in  the 
reports.  They  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

Patients  treated  in  the  Hospital  in  wards  or  private  rooms,  4,365  persons. 
Daily  average  231  patients  which  is  91%  of  the  total  hospital  capacity. 
Of  the  wTard  patients,  40.1%  were  treated  free  of  charge. 

There  wrere  1,729  wrard  patients  to  whom  allowances  or  reductions  in 
regular  Hospital  charges  were  made,  the  total  amount  of  which  was 
$83,080.66. 

There  were  treated  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  17,346  persons. 
Daily  average  visits  made  were  389. 

Visiting  nurses  cared  for  4,215  persons,  making  28,012  visits. 

In  the  Radiotherapy  Department,  3,380  treatments  w^ere  given  to  514 
patients. 

In  the  Roentgen  Ray  Department,  26,107  films  were  taken  of  10,775 
patients. 

In  the  Dental  Department,  9,728  visits  were  made  and  16,849  dental 
films  were  taken  of  2,225  patients. 

Certain  rearrangement  of  departments,  particularly  Social  Service,  has 
taken  place  this  past  year.  Miss  Elsie  Thayer  Patterson  resigned  as  Director 
of  the  Social  Service  Department  in  April.  Miss  Janet  Thornton  carried  on 
until  November  wdien  she  was  appointed  Director  to  succeed  Miss  Patter- 
son. Thanks  to  the  generous  cooperation  of  the  Dispensary  Development 
Committee,  this  Department  has  been  enlarged  and  more  intensive  work 
inaugurated. 

The  apartment  located  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  surgical  building  with 
entrance  on  Park  Avenue  and  formerly  occupied  by  the  engineer,  has  been 
divided  into  five  offices  and  three  examining  rooms  with  a comfortable  wait- 
ing-room. This  arrangement  permits  the  full-time  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff  to  see  private  patients,  without  encroaching  upon  hospital  and  teach- 
ing time. 

A new  Bucky  diaphragm  table  has  been  purchased  for  the  X-Ray  De- 
partment. A change  to  non-inflammable  films  has  been  made  in  order  to 
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conform  with  Fire  Department  regulations.  All  inflammable  films  desired 
for  reference  and  future  use  will  be  stored  for  the  present  in  a building  on 
Dr.  Darrach’s  place  at  Greenwich,  Conn. 

The  low  voltage  signal  light  system  combined  with  an  annunciator  has 
been  authorized  for  the  private  corridor.  The  old  high  voltage  system  is 
worn  out  and  obsolete. 

Painting  and  redecorating  of  the  Wards,  Corridors,  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, Accident  ward  and  Operating  rooms  has  been  completed.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  decorating  will  suffice  until  we  move  to  the  new  Hospital. 

A Henrici  washer,  duplicate  of  the  one  purchased  in  1923,  has  been  in- 
stalled in  the  laundry.  The  old  one  was  beyond  repair. 

A food  control  cost  system  has  been  completed  and  is  part  of  the  Account- 
ing Department.  Substantial  savings  are  already  evidenced  from  this 
method  of  control. 

The  Administrative  Staff  wishes  to  express  appreciation  of  the  loyal 
support  of  the  entire  Hospital  personnel  and  to  thank  the  friends  of  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  for  their  many  kindnesses.

METHOD  OF  FIGURING  COST  OF  DIFFERENT  BRANCHES  OF  SERVICE: 

The  method  In  use  at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  figuring  the  total  cost  of  caring  for  Ward  Patients.  Private  Room  Patients.  Out-Patient  Department  Patients  or  Patients  visited  in  their  homes  is  to  charge  each  branch  of  the  service 
with  salaries  and  wages  of  all  persons  employed  exclusively  in,  and  all  supplies  and  repairs  directly  chargeable  to  such  service,  and  to  prorate  the  other  operating  expenses  which  contribute  to  the  cost  of  the  different  branches  of  service 
‘nsuch  proportion  as  the  Superintendent  and  his  Assistants  may  consider  most  fair  after  careful  consideration  of  the  local  conditions,  which  are.  of  course,  subject  to  change  from  time  to  time.  In  determining  the  relative  proportion  of 
Administration  Expenses,  Professional  Care  of  Patients.  Housekeeping.  Kitchen,  etc.,  not  including  the  amounts  directly  chargeable  to  Out-Patient  Department  and  Visiting  Nursing,  the  percentage  charged  to  Ward  Patients  and  to  Pri- 
vate Patients  is  based  upon  the  number  of  day's  treatment  furnished  in  each  service,  modified  by  well-known  facts;  for  instance,  the  fact  that  a private  room  patient  requires  more  professional  care  than  necessary  if  he  were  looted 

In  a ward;  also,  the  important  fact  that  his  food  and  the  preparation  of  it  costs  very  much  more  than  that  of  the  ward  patient.  The  distribution  of  the  cost  of  General  House  and  Property  Expenses  among  the  different  branches  of  the 
service  is  based  upon  the  relative  cubic  contents  of  those  parts  of  the  buildings  occupied  by  each  of  the  five  services  mentioned.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE 
AND  VISITING  NURSING  DEPARTMENT 


December  31,  1924 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Social 
Service  and  Visiting  Nursing  Department. 

1924  has  been  a year  of  expansion  in  this  Service.  The  Tuberculosis  and 
Surgical  Follow-up  divisions  have  continued  and  strengthened  their  work. 
The  Ward  and  Medical  Follow-up  divisions  have  been  more  soundly  related 
to  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Services  of  the  Hospital,  as  part  of  the  general 
program  of  development.  The  staff  has  been  increased  to  do  more  for  both 
out-patients  and  in-patients. 

Tuberculosis  District.  The  Hospital  has  continued  its  contribution  to  the 
City  Health  Department  by  carrying  on  the  nursing  and  social  service 
among  the  families  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  Tuberculosis  District. 
This  work  has  been  done  for  many  years  by  two  nurses  from  our  department. 
They  arrange  sanitarium  care  for  the  sick;  help  to  keep  their  homes  intact 
for  their  return ; watch  over  the  health  of  those  exposed  to  hardships  due  to 
illness  in  the  family;  and  teach  in  clear  simple  ways  the  basic  physiologic 
laws  upon  which  all  health  depends. 

The  following  figures  are  some  measure  of  the  volume  and  character  of 
the  District  work  in  1924: 


Patients  treated  in  clinic 990 

Adults  649 

Children 341 

Families  under  care 231 

Patients  sent  to  sanitaria ft  60 

Nurses’  visits  to  homes 3,086 


The  Health  Class  for  children  met  34  times  during  the  year  and  graduated 
16.  In  addition  to  the  23  members  of  the  class,  81  other  children  from  the 
Tuberculosis  District  were  taken  for  three  weeks’  holiday  to  Hill-Top  Camp, 
which  Dr.  Carter  made  available  again  this  year. 

Katie  Geitz  continued  to  dispense  milk  to  the  families  recommended 
from  the  clinic,  and  to  supply  hot  lunches  in  her  kitchen  to  about  60  chil- 
dren of  the  Clinic  and  the  Roof  School. 

Social  Worker  in  the  Surgical  Follow-up  Clinic.  For  nine  years  the 
Surgical  Follow-up  Clinic  has  been  managed  by  a social  worker.  She  has 
assisted  in  completing  observation  and  treatment  of  former  ward  patients 
by  getting  acquainted  with  them  before  they  leave  the  Hospital;  informing 
them  about  the  plans  for  their  future  care;  making  them  feel  at  home  on 
their  return  to  the  follow-up  clinic;  and  acting  as  liaison  between  the  sur- 
geons and  those  patients  who  are  unable  to  return  to  the  clinic  or  whose 
interest  lags  before  restoration  to  health  is  achieved.  The  day  by  day 
understanding  and  attention  which  the  social  worker  has  been  able  to  give

these  patients  has  been  recognized  as  a definite  contribution  to  the  research 
carried  on  by  the  surgical  service  and  to  the  steady  improvement  and  con- 
servation of  health  of  these  patients. 

During  this  year  2,407  patients  have  been  under  care.  1,012  of  them 
came  for  their  first  visit  after  discharge.  919  were  closed.  Persistent  effort 
is  made  to  reach  those  patients  failing  to  return.  The  worker  accomplishes 
this  by  personal  letter,  telephone,  or  visit,  as  each  case  requires. 

The  relating  of  the  social  activities  of  this  clinic  to  the  other  work  of  the 
social  unit  of  the  Surgical  Service  will  be  one  of  the  main  undertakings  in 
the  program  for  the  coming  year. 

New  Alignment  in  Out-Patient  and  Ward  Service.  More  work  in  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  Wards  was  made  possible  early  in  the  year  by  add- 
ing three  members  to  the  staff.  The  practice  of  having  different  workers  for 
out-patients  and  for  in-patients,  however,  continued  until  October,  when 
the  realignment  projected  in  the  Auchincloss  plan  was  put  into  effect.  The 
carrying  out  of  this  plan  required  a system  by  which  each  worker  should  be 
enabled  to  care  for  the  same  patients  in  clinic  and  ward  and  back  again 
through  the  “follow-up”  period.  Pattern  for  the  system  had  been  made 
several  years  ago  when  the  surgeons  adopted  a program  of  continuous 
service  for  their  patients  through  the  Diagnostic  Clinic,  Wards,  and  Follow- 
up Clinic.  This  autumn  the  Medical  Service  reorganized  in  a similar  way. 
The  social  service  organization  now  in  effect  runs  parallel  to  that  of  these 
services.  For  example,  a social  worker  has  been  assigned  to  each  of  the  four 
medical  teams.  Each  of  these  workers  is  responsible  for  the  social  work  in 
one  ward  and  for  service  to  any  out-patient  treated  by  doctors  on  the  team 
to  which  she  is  assigned.  This  necessitates  the  presence  of  the  social  worker 
in  the  medical  Follow-up  Clinic  and  at  team  rounds. 

Closely  connected  with  this  assignment  to  teams  was  a change  in  the 
method  of  handling  patients  to  be  admitted  from  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment to  the  wards.  It  was  demonstrated  that  the  early  detection  of  social 
problems  in  the  case  of  patients  admitted  for  ward  care  proved  of  benefit  to 
the  patient,  facilitated  the  task  of  the  social  worker,  and  also  assisted  the 
Admitting  Office  in  making  decisions  concerning  Hospital  charges.  The 
best  time  to  talk  over  admission  problems  with  the  patient  or  his  relatives 
is  at  the  time  when  ward  care  is  first  advised  by  the  doctor.  For  this  reason, 
the  social  worker  assigned  to  each  team  or  Service  is  on  duty  in  the  out- 
patient department  with  the  doctors,  and  all  patients  to  be  admitted  to  the 
ward  are  referred  to  her  so  that  she  may  talk  over  with  them  any  arrange- 
ments which  they  must  make  before  admission,  and  can  assist  them  when 
necessary. 

The  discontinuing  of  the  Cardiac  Clinic  in  March,  1924,  and  the  distri- 
bution of  the  cases  among  the  doctors  in  the  general  clinics  made  necessary 
a similar  distribution  to  the  social  workers. 

The  unit  form  of  organization  is  proving  to  be  well  suited  to  social  service 
in  the  hospital,  the  essential  concern  of  which  is  with  the  personal  relation- 
ships and  environing  influences,  which  do  not  change  as  the  patient  pro- 
gresses from  one  hospital  experience  to  another. 
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Social  Recording.  Binding  the  social  record  with  the  medical  in  one  unit 
was  begun  early  in  the  year.  This  is  a further  step  in  the  integration  of 
social  and  medical  work.  We  are  endeavoring  to  make  the  recording  of 
social  data  more  complete  so  that  the  relationship  of  such  data  to  the 
patient’s  health  problem  may  appear.  A special  study  of  social  terminology 
for  this  purpose  is  projected  in  the  coming  year. 

Teaching.  Teaching  has  continued  during  1924  as  during  the  previous 
20  years  of  the  department.  Six  students  from  the  School  of  Nursing  have 
been  given  two  months  each  of  practice  in  visiting  nursing  in  the  district 
about  the  Hospital.  Each  student  nurse  fits  into  place  in  the  unit  of  service 
to  patients;  her  notes  become  part  of  the  hospital  record  which  is  open  to  her 
for  study,  and  she  helps  to  work  out,  under  direction  of  the  physician  in 
charge,  the  plan  for  complete  treatment.  During  the  year,  also,  teaching 
has  been  extended  to  include  practice  for  students  of  hospital  social  work. 
In  January,  1924,  the  first  student  from  the  New  York  School  of  Social 
Work  was  admitted.  Three  students  from  this  school  have  finished  their 
training  here.  Five  are  at  present  under  supervision.  In  undertaking  this 
form  of  teaching  the  department  is  contributing  from  its  own  experience 
to  the  equipment  of  a much-needed  supply  of  recruits  to  the  field  of  social 
work  in  hospitals.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  report  of  the  Department  of  Occupational  Therapy  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1924,  is  herewith  submitted: 

The  Department  has  kept  five  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  the  Hospital’s 
patients  happily  occupied  and  has  completed  approximately  eight  hundred 
and  fifty  articles.  Of  the  patients  treated,  several  have  been  patients  who 
have  returned  to  the  Hospital  for  further  treatment  and  have  requested 
occupational  therapy.  An  increasing  number  of  long-time  patients  has 
been  cared  for  and  several  of  these  have  become  so  proficient  in  a craft  that 
they  have  been  enabled  to  help  support  themselves  until  such  time  as  they 
have  become  well  enough  to  resume  their  vocations.  In  two  incurable  cases 
the  Department  has  provided  the  patients  with  a good  working  knowledge 
of  several  different  crafts  in  order  that  a variety  of  occupations  might  help 
the  patients  through  the  trying  days. 

Frequent  requests  are  received  for  further  instruction  in  crafts  after  the 
patients  are  discharged  from  the  Hospital  and  it  would  seem  that  some 
systematic  work  of  this  kind  for  home-bound  patients,  like  the  work  of  the 
visiting  nurses,  would  meet  a really  big  need.  Several  patients  have 
arranged  with  the  Department  to  fill  orders  for  the  Department  for  articles 
such  as  they  learned  to  make  while  patients  in  the  Hospital,  the  Depart- 
ment supplying  the  materials  and  compensating  the  patients  for  their  work. 

After  having  replenished  a depleted  stock  of  tools  and  other  supplies  the 
Department  was  able  to  put  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  into  the 
Hospital  Fund. 

The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  Occupational  Therapy  Exhibition 
and  Sale  at  the  Park  Avenue  Street  Fair  held  in  May  was  participated  in 
by  the  Occupational  Therapy  Departments  of  a number  of  State,  County, 
City  and  Private  Institutions,  including  our  own.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  from  the 
Medical  Service: 

Changing  about  does  not  always  represent  progress.  Certain  develop- 
ments, however,  have  occurred  on  the  Medical  Service  in  the  year  just  past 
which  we  believe  to  be  desirable.  Encouraged  by  the  experience  on  Wards 
IX  and  VII  mentioned  in  the  last  year’s  report,  the  professional  staff  has 
been  organized  on  what  we  may  call  the  “ team  ” basis  in  order  to  coordinate 
the  ward  and  out-patient  work  of  the  Hospital.  By  this  plan  the  entire 
staff  is  divided  into  four  teams  with  the  several  special  interests  adequately 
represented.  A team  has  charge  of  one  ward  and  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment assumes  its  proportionate  part  of  the  work,  such  as  the  care  of  old 
cases,  new  cases,  follow-up  cases  and  teaching.  At  the  head  of  each  team  is 
a senior  visiting  physician  who  is  responsible  for  the  deportment  of  his 
group.  It  is  possible  now  to  assign  a younger  physician  to  routine  work 
of  the  ward  while  the  senior  man  may  devote  his  time  to  the  more  important 
work  on  his  ward — difficult  diagnostic  problems,  very  ill  cases,  cases  of 
special  interest.  Once  a week  the  entire  team  meets  for  rounds  on  their 
respective  wards  and  once  a week  they  are  together  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  By  this  plan  a continuous  and  uniform  policy  governs  the 
professional  work  of  the  Hospital.  I believe  this  type  of  organization  is 
very  important  in  removing  the  discontinuity  which  has  so  long  existed 
between  ward  and  out-patient  service  and,  what  is  more  necessary,  provides 
the  same  quality  of  work  in  the  dispensary  as  in  the  wards. 

A very  important  asset  in  the  improvement  of  the  medical  work  of  the 
Hospital  under  this  regime  is  the  reorganization  of  the  Social  Service.  A 
social  service  worker  is  assigned  to  each  team  and  works  closely  and  har- 
moniously with  it  to  provide  the  best  possible  care  for  the  patient. 

During  the  year  the  Misses  Cheney  have  contributed  $6,500  to  the  work 
of  the  Constitutional  Clinic.  To  carry  on  this  work  $5,000  a year  for  three 
years  has  been  provided  by  Joseph  S.  Stevens,  $500  a year  for  three  years 
by  Joseph  R.  Swan,  $1,000  by  Mrs.  James  Greenway,  $500  by  Mr.  Richard 
Garlick,  $500  by  Mrs.  Edward  W.  Sparrow,  and  $1,000  by  Mrs.  L.  D. 
Ricketts.  The  Commonwealth  Fund  is  giving  $7,500  for  the  coming  year. 

The  work  in  epilepsy  has  continued  as  formerly,  supported  through  funds 
amounting  to  $3,000,  supplied  by  a Committee  on  Epilepsy.  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Willard  Straight  has  made  possible  an  extension  of  Dr.  Dochez’s  work  on 
scarlet  fever  by  a gift  of  $5,000.  An  intensive  study  of  the  common  cold 
is  being  undertaken  as  the  result  of  a promise  of  $5,000  yearly  for  five  years 
from  the  Chemical  Foundation. 

Few  changes  in  the  staff  have  occurred.  Doctors  Herbert  F.  Jackson, 
Alfred  Polgar  and  Paul  Sheldon  have  been  added  to  the  Medical  Staff. 
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Dr.  Armistead  Crump,  who  for  many  years  has  had  charge  of  the  Gastro- 
intestinal Clinic  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  has  been  appointed 
Assistant  Consultant  in  Medicine. 

The  publications  from  the  Medical  Service  during  the  year  numbered 
twenty-three. 

The  Janeway  Library  contains  7,830  volumes  besides  many  monographs, 
pamphlets  and  reprints.  190  volumes  and  90  monographs  and  pamphlets 
were  added  during  the  past  year.  One  new  journal  has  been  added. 

Work  connected  with  the  building  plans,  the  determination  of  new 
policies,  the  several  problems  in  reorganization,  beside  the  daily  routine, 
have  demanded  of  the  staff  time,  patience  and  concentrated  effort,  which 
have  been  cheerfully  given.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  annual  report  of  the  Roentgen  Ray  Department  seems 
to  be  a dull  record  of  ever  increasing  numbers  of  patients  handled  and  films 
exposed.  That  of  1924  is  no  exception.  During  the  past  year  there  were 
10,775  patient-visits  to  the  Roentgenographic  Department.  In  the  ex- 
amination of  these  patients  26,107  films  were  used. 

Ever  since  the  adaptation  of  films  to  the  roentgenographic  work,  a nitro- 
cellulose base  has  been  used  in  their  manufacture.  These  films  when  heated 
to  a certain  temperature  give  off  a gas  which  is  very  explosive.  The  fire 
hazard  became  so  great  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  New  York  Fire  Depart- 
ment rather  radical  measures  were  necessary.  The  number  of  films  actually 
in  the  Department  would  have  to  be  limited  to  a quantity  below  that  re- 
quired for  the  daily  routine  work  and  fire-proof,  specially-constructed  vaults 
would  have  to  be  made,  entirely  separate  from  the  Hospital  buildings.  The 
former  was  obviously  impossible  and  the  latter  inadvisable  in  view  of  the 
expected  move  to  the  new  Hospital.  The  manufacturers  put  on  the  market 
a non-explosive  film  which  we  began  to  use  as  soon  as  they  were  available. 
This  film  is  made  from  an  acetate  base  and  although  it  burns  slowly — much 
less  rapidly,  in  fact,  than  newspaper — it  does  not  give  off  an  explosive  gas 
and  is  considered  safe  in  any  quantity  by  the  Fire  Department.  It  is  at 
present  more  expensive  than  the  nitrate  film  but  is  nevertheless  the  logical 
solution  of  the  problem.  The  old  films  already  on  hand  will  be  stored 
temporarily  outside  of  the  city  until  we  get  into  the  new  Hospital  when  it 
probably  will  be  possible  to  make  them  available  for  daily  use. 

Dr.  Charles  C.  McCoy,  the  first  Resident  Physician  to  the  Roentgen  Ray 
Department,  requested  and  received  the  appointment  for  a second  year. 
During  the  past  year  our  experience  has  confirmed  that  of  other  hospitals 
and  has  emphasized  the  value  of  having  such  a position  on  the  Hospital  Staff. 

Dr.  J.  Bentley  Squier  has  designed  a new  combination  cystoscopic  and 
roentgenographic  table  which  includes  a flat  bucky  diaphragm.  We  have 
had  one  of  these  tables  on  trial  for  a few  days  and  after  some  slight  altera- 
tions are  made  we  expect  to  have  one  for  continuous  use  in  the  department. 

During  the  year  1924,  3,380  treatments  were  given  to  514  patients.  This 
is  1 ,330  treatments  and  122  patients  more  than  the  figures  for  the  preceding 
year.  The  Radiotherapy  Department  has  been  so  hard  pressed  at  times 
that  it  was  necessary  to  take  some  steps  to  cut  down  the  amount  of  work. 
Further  development  of  this  department  will  not  be  possible  until  more 
space  and  equipment  are  made  available. 

Miss  Virginia  Lancaster,  of  Columbia,  S.  C.,  who  has  served  the  Hospital 
most  efficiently  as  radiotherapy  technician  for  the  past  two  and  one-half 
years,  has  resigned.  Miss  Kathryn  Terriberry,  a graduate  of  the  Presby- 
terian Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  is  now  preparing  herself  for  this  work 
and  will  carry  it  on  when  Miss  Lancaster  leaves  in  the  near  future.

To  the  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Surgical 
Service. 

The  advantages  of  a flexible  plan  of  clinical  organization  such  as  is  now  in 
operation  are  already  apparent  on  the  Surgical  Service.  We  feel  that  the 
experience  of  the  past  four  years  will  avoid  possible  mistakes  in  the  new 
Hospital.  By  providing  examining  facilities  for  the  clinical  men  in  the 
Private  Pavilion  and  small  study  rooms  near  the  Wards  and  laboratories, 
the  right  men  interested  in  Academic  Medicine  will  be  enabled  to  concen- 
trate their  time  and  efforts  to  the  Hospital. 

A considerable  time  has  been  spent  by  the  staff  in  studying  the  plans  for 
the  new  Hospital.  The  conferences  with  the  Medical  group,  the  Nursing 
staff,  and  the  Administration  have  in  the  past  three  months  straightened 
out  many  of  the  difficulties  of  the  past  and  enabled  the  Surgical  Staff  to 
place  before  the  architect  and  the  expediting  committee  of  the  Joint  Board 
our  needs  and  our  ideas  for  the  new  Hospital. 

During  the  past  summer  two  of  our  staff  went  abroad  to  study  problems 
in  their  work.  Dr.  Penfield  spent  part  of  the  spring  and  all  of  the  summer 
in  studying  in  the  Cajal  Institute  in  Madrid.  He  worked  with  Rio  Hortega 
in  special  histological  methods  as  applied  to  the  study  of  the  central  nervous 
system.  As  a result  of  his  studies  he  is  being  asked  to  train  workers  from 
other  clinics  in  this  field  of  neurological  research. 

Dr.  Hanford  who  has  been  for  some  years  interested  in  tuberculosis 
amenable  to  surgical  therapy,  went  to  Switzerland  to  study  heliotherapy  as 
practiced  in  Rollier’s  Clinic  in  Leysin.  His  impression  that  heliotherapy  in 
many  cases  should  be  preceded  or  combined  with  surgical  removal  of  the 
tuberculous  focus  was  strengthened  by  his  study  in  Rollier’s  Clinic. 

Dr.  Auchincloss  has  been  studying  the  methods  of  chemical  removal  of 
recurrences  of  malignant  new  growths.  His  study  with  Dr.  Stout  of  the  sec- 
tions of  chemically  removed  tissue  may  help  materially  in  dealing  with  this 
unfortunate  and  neglected  group  of  patients. 

Dr.  St.  John  is  studying  the  results  in  our  clinic  of  the  surgery  of  the 
stomach  from  the  standpoint  of  ulcer  therapy.  Diseases  of  the  spleen  are 
being  studied  by  members  of  the  Clinical  and  Pathological  groups. 

We  have  been  interested  with  Dr.  Jobling  in  studying  the  effect  of  certain 
dyes  in  the  bacteriology  of  the  large  intestine  in  patients  having  to  have 
artificial  openings  made  in  this  part  of  the  alimentary  tract  for  intestinal 
obstruction.  This  work  promises  to  give  the  surgical  department  valuable 
information  as  well  as  the  pathological  and  bacteriological  departments  in 
their  phases  of  the  study. 

Dr.  Clarke  and  Dr.  Stout  have  been  making  use  of  our  valuable  Follow-up 
results  in  a review  of  the  many  case  histories  of  patients  operated  upon  for 
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malignant  disease.  These  studies  are  discussed  from  time  to  time  at  our 
Surgical  Staff  Conferences  and  have  been  reported  at  Surgical  meetings  in 
and  outside  of  New  York. 

The  Follow-up  continues  to  be  our  most  valuable  asset  in  keeping  our 
staff  aware  of  good  and  bad  results,  and  prognosis  to  be  valid,  must  be  based 
upon  follow-up  results.  During  the  past  year  we  were  able,  as  a result  of 
the  intelligent  and  enthusiastic  work  of  the  staff  and  social  service  worker  to 
obtain  information  on  94  per  cent  of  our  surgical  cases. 

We  are  feeling  more  and  more  the  need  of  a member  of  the  Psychiatry 
Department,  experienced  in  the  treatment  of  anxiety  neuroses  to  work  in  our 
Consultation  Clinic.  Our  Follow-up  results  have  shown  that  this  type  of 
patient  should  be  studied  and  treated  by  such  a consultant  who  can  devote 
his  time  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  where  these  patients  are  first  seen. 
We  hope  this  work  can  be  started  during  the  coming  year.

Gentlemen — I present  herewith  the  report  of  the  Pathological  Department 
of  the  hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

Pathological  conferences  for  the  staff  have  been  held  weekly  from  October 
to  June  along  the  same  plans  as  in  previous  years.  The  attendance  is  in- 
creasing in  a very  gratifying  manner.  Weekly  clinical-pathological  confer- 
ences for  the  fourth  year  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons have  been  conducted  as  in  the  past. 

Effective  July  1,  1924,  Dr.  Beryl  H.  Paige  was  appointed  Assistant  Resi- 
dent Pathologist,  succeeding  Dr.  Mark  Butler.  Dr.  Robert  Chobot  has 
been  a volunteer  worker  in  the  laboratory  for  the  past  six  months,  and 
Major  P.  E.  McNabb  of  the  U.  S.  M.  C.,  has  also  been  a volunteer  assistant 
since  October,  1924.  Dr.  W.  V.  Cone  has  been  pursuing  studies  in  connec- 
tion with  pernicious  anemia  and  also  has  been  assisting  Dr.  Wilder  G.  Pen- 
field  in  the  examination  of  material  from  the  central  nervous  system.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  activities  of 
the  Dental  Service  for  the  year  1924. 

There  have  been  no  important  changes  in  the  personnel  of  our  staff  and 
the  various  departments  of  the  service  have  functioned  well  throughout  the 
year. 

While  there  is  slight  shrinkage  in  the  volume  of  work  accomplished  this 
is  in  part  due  to  the  discontinuation  of  the  Tuesday  night  dental  clinic, 
which  was  conducted  to  care  for  cardiac  patients  referred  to  us  from  the 
evening  cardiac  clinic  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  now  discontinued, 
and  partly  due  to  a slack  period  in  the  dispensary. 

The  Dental  X-Ray  work,  as  in  the  past,  has  been  most  satisfactory  and 
shows  a slight  increase  in  volume. 

The  Tuesday  night  pyorrhea  clinic,  which  was  established  in  November, 
1923,  recorded  454  treatments  during  the  thirteen  months  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1924,  with  two  dentists  in  attendance. 

Recently  an  entirely  new  equipment  of  pyorrhea  instruments  has  been 
acquired  and  a third  clinician  has  been  added  to  the  staff. 

The  present  outlook  in  this  work  indicates  that  a second  evening  clinic, 
may  be  needed  during  the  year. 

The  Oral  Surgery  clinic  has  continued  its  successful  work  throughout  the 
year,  being  open  three  half-days  a week  and  every  session  is  filled  to  capacity. 

The  Dental  hygienists  pursuing  their  routine  work  in  both  wards  and 
clinic  are  rendering  valuable  assistance  in  the  actual  cleaning  of  teeth  and 
personal  instruction  to  patients  concerning  the  importance  of  oral  cleanli- 
ness. 

The  appended  statistics  indicate  the  volume  of  work  accomplished  by  the 
Dental  Service  during  the  year  of  1924.

The  past  year  has  been  an  eventful,  busy  one  for  the  School  of  Nursing. 
Nine  hundred  and  twenty-two  announcements  in  response  to  inquiries  con- 
cerning the  school,  were  sent  out  during  1924.  Fifty-eight  students  were 
received  into  the  School. 

The  Night  Director,  Margaret  Conrad,  ’20,  B.A.  Mount  Holyoke,  ’17, 
resigned  in  July,  1924,  to  accept  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  the 
Holyoke  City  Hospital,  Holyoke,  Mass.  Margaret  Eliot,  ’21,  accepted  the 
position  vacated  by  Miss  Conrad. 

The  Educational  Director,  Georgia  A.  Morrison,  T3,  resigned  in  No- 
vember, 1924,  on  receiving  the  appointment  of  Director  of  the  School  of 
Nursing  at  the  Rochester  General  Hospital,  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Winifred 
Kaltenbach,  ’20,  B.A.,  Smith,  ’09,  Head  Nurse  on  the  Children’s  Ward  was 
appointed  to  succeed  Miss  Morrison.  Anne  Ashe,  ’24,  received  the  appoint- 
ment vacated  by  Miss  Kaltenbach. 

Nellie  Estey,  ’20,  recently  returned  from  Constantinople,  has  accepted 
the  position  of  Head  Nurse  in  the  Dispensary. 

In  August,  1924,  Dr.  Robert  F.  Loeb  resigned  as  School  Physician  and 
Dr.  Franklin  McC.  Hanger,  Jr.,  was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 

The  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  Class  of  1924  were  held  on  May  8, 
1924,  in  the  Madison  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church.  The  address  to  the 
graduating  class  was  delivered  by  Dr.  George  Alexander,  D.D.,  Minister  of 
the  Old  First  Presbyterian  Church.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Out-Patient  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

The  figures  of  the  statistical  report  very  closely  parallel  those  of  the 
previous  year.  They  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  space  devoted  to  the 
Out-Patient  activities  has  nearly  reached  its  maximum  capacity,  for  while 
some  clinics  have  a larger  attendance,  others  have  contracted;  all  available 
space  has  been  occupied  to  its  full  physical  capacity.  The  total  number  of 
patient  visits  to  all  the  clinics  and  the  Emergency  Ward  was  104,786. 
Added  to  this  we  have  cared  for  5,402  medical  and  surgical  follow-up  visits, 
making  a grand  total  of  110,188  visits.  The  total  number  of  persons  who 
came  to  us  for  medical  and  surgical  relief  and  were  admitted  for  care  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  was  17,364.  These  individuals  made  62,315  visits 
to  the  surgical  clinics  and  42,471  visits  to  the  medical  clinics.  The  patient 
visits  for  each  general  service,  the  number  of  individuals,  and  the  average 
number  of  visits  per  patient  for  the  year  are  as  follows:

The  earnings  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  show  a gain  of  $9,409  over 
the  previous  year.  Fee  remission  has  been  very  carefully  managed  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  coincident  with  the  increase  in  income  we  have 
treated  about  4%  more  free  patients  than  during  1923. 

Among  the  more  important  alterations  and  changes  made  during  the 
year  may  be  mentioned  the  following: 

The  Children’s  Clinics  were  moved  from  the  main  floor  to  the  mezzanine 
balcony  where  they  have  more  space  and  the  waiting  children  are  segregated, 
thus  relieving  confusion  in  the  main  waiting-room.  The  entire  balcony  was 
remodeled  and  repainted. 

The  surgical  and  medical  follow-up  clinics  were  transferred  from  the 
rooms  adjoining  the  Unit  Record  Room  to  the  Out-Patient  Department 
and  have  taken  over  the  rooms  vacated  by  moving  the  Children’s  Clinic  to 
the  balcony.  The  rooms  assigned  to  surgical  follow-up  were  painted  and 
altered  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  service. 

The  medical  follow-up  clinic  has  added  space  and  due  to  the  team  system 
has  increased  the  attendance  for  this  service  during  the  last  three  months  to 
nearly  double  that  of  the  previous  year  during  the  same  period. 

The  small  emergency  clinical  laboratory  was  shifted  to  new  quarters  on 
the  balcony  and  during  the  year  7,605  specimens  and  other  examinations 
were  made  for  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
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All  of  the  rooms  of  the  annex  including  the  Operating  Room  were  reno- 
vated and  repainted  during  the  early  fall. 

The  Social  Service  Department  which  was  formerly  housed  on  the 
balcony  was  moved  into  the  hospital  proper.  The  coming  of  the  unit  or 
team  system  and  reorganization  has  necessitated  larger  quarters.  The  tying 
up  of  the  Social  Service  work  of  the  Wards  and  Out-Patient  Department 
more  closely  (while  removing  the  departmental  executive  activities  outside 
the  Out-Patient  Department)  has,  through  the  increased  personnel  and  new 
arrangement  of  duties,  given  us  increased  social  contact  with  our  patient 
and  the  community.  The  conduction  of  the  patient  through  the  final  stages 
of  admission  by  a social  worker  now  marks  the  transfer  of  an  Out-Patient 
Department  patient  to  the  Wards  and  establishes  his  first  hospital  contact. 

Following  the  usual  annual  custom  the  Out-Patient  Department  gave  its 
waiting  and  clinic  rooms  for  a Christmas  party  conducted  by  the  Social 
Service  Department,  on  December  23rd.  Judging  from  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  children,  the  party  was  a huge  success  and  well  worth  the  effort  expended 
on  it  by  the  personnel  and  friends  of  the  hospital. 

The  installation  of  the  team  arrangement  has  affected  the  routine  of  ad- 
mitting of  medical  cases  in  that  we  have  now  one  Admitting  Physician  for 
each  team  or  four  in  all  instead  of  one  for  the  entire  clinic.  They  admit  in 
rotation  and  make  the  burden  fall  less  heavily  on  any  one  man. 

The  Pyorrhea  Clinic  is  now  firmly  established  and  we  hope  during  the 
coming  year  to  much  extend  this  service. 

The  Cardiac  and  Gastro-Intestinal  Clinics  were  discontinued  with  the 
organization  of  teams  and  their  work  thrown  into  the  general  medical  clinics. 

The  Dispensary  Committee  of  the  National  League  of  Nursing  Education 
has  selected  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  an  intensive  study  of  the  re- 
lation of  nursing  education  to  the  dispensary.  The  report  of  this  study, 
which  is  now  in  progress  will  be  used  in  the  development  of  a tentative 
program  for  nursing  and  instruction  to  be  recommended  to  dispensaries  in 
general. 

A study  is  now  in  progress  looking  toward  an  evaluation  of  the  appoint- 
ment system  after  nearly  two  years  of  successful  operation. 

The  Emergency  Ward  shows  an  increased  number  of  patient  visits  over 
the  previous  year  There  have  been  no  essential  changes  in  this  Depart- 
ment. We  extend  our  welcome  to  Miss  McClive  who  has  assumed  the  super- 
vision of  this  service  following  the  resignation  of  Miss  Price. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  for  the  support,  interest  and 
loyalty  of  the  entire  Out-Patient  Department  Staff  and  of  the  volunteers 
who  have  been  especially  helpful  this  year.  May  we  also  take  this  occasion 
to  thank  the  other  departments  of  the  hospital  for  their  ready  cooperation.

Gentlemen — The  outstanding  feature  of  the  medical  department  of  the 
Out-Patient  Department  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  introduction  of 
the  team  system.  The  medical  department  of  the  Hospital  is  now  divided 
into  four  teams,  each  member  belonging  to  one  of  these  teams.  Each  team 
has  charge  of  one  of  the  medical  Wards.  Each  Ward  has  a follow-up  day 
for  discharged  cases,  held  once  a week  in  the  0.  P.  D.  On  this  day  the  entire 
team  for  that  Ward  is  present  in  the  O.  P.  D.  In  like  manner  certain  mem- 
bers of  each  team  under  an  appointed  leader  are  on  duty  in  the  O.  P.  D.  for 
routine  work.  They  work  in  the  Men’s  or  Women’s  room  according  to 
whether  the  Ward  to  which  they  belong  is  male  or  female.  Cases  which 
they  examine  in  the  O.  P.D.  if  admitted  to  the  Ward  are  sent  to  the  Ward 
to  which  the  man  who  examined  the  case  is  attached.  Thus  there  is  con- 
tinuity of  treatment  for  the  patient  who  is  seen  by  the  same  group  in  the 
Ward,  in  the  follow-up  and  in  the  O.  P.  D. 

Another  item  of  interest  is  a change  in  the  teaching  policy.  Instead  of 
assigning  old  cases  to  the  students  for  examination  of  abnormal  physical 
signs,  we  now  use  them  for  taking  histories  and  examining  new  patients. 
In  this  way  more  new  cases  are  admitted,  and  as  there  is  an  instructor 
assigned  to  each  pair  of  students  more  men  are  used  for  teaching  than 
heretofore. 

There  has  been  no  radical  change  in  the  Surgical  Clinics  except  the  in- 
clusion of  the  Surgical  Follow-up  reported  by  the  Director  of  Surgery. 

The  Surgical  Diagnostic  Clinic  seems  to  have  fully  justified  its  establish- 
ment in  that  it  avoids  many  unnecessary  admissions  to  the  Wards,  saves 
patient  and  Hospital  days  spent  in  Wards  for  work-up,  renders  consultation 
service  to  the  other  clinics  and  is  an  important  adjunct.  It  actually  admits 
about  30%  of  the  total  surgical  Ward  patients.  It  also  prepares  for  admis- 
sion a certain  surplus,  part  of  which  is  lost  while  on  the  Hospital  waiting 
list.  This  waste  may  be  cut  down  through  the  improved  facilities  now 
offered  by  the  Social  Service  Department. 

The  ultra  violet  therapy  clinic  has  in  its  first  year  treated  2,552  patients, 
of  whom  about  30%  were  Ward  cases.  The  Staff  have  expressed  their 
approval  of  this  service  as  the  increasing  demands  for  it  show.  The  number 
of  cases  referred  is  greater  than  can  be  treated  with  one  lamp.  A second 
lamp  has  been  promised,  to  be  installed  in  January. 

The  Surgical  Staff  feel  profound  appreciation  for  the  splendid  assistance 
rendered  by  the  aides  and  nurses  without  which  it  would  be  quite  impossible 
for  the  small  surgical  personnel  to  handle  the  volume  of  work  it  now  does.

HOSPITAL  IN  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  tenth  annual  report  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  of  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

By  far  the  most  important  event  of  the  year  was  our  being  asked  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  to  actively  take  part  in  the  Hospital  Building  Fund 
Campaign,  and  may  I take  this  opportunity  to  express  to  you,  on  behalf  of 
the  Association,  our  sincere  appreciation  to  thus  be  included  in  one  of  the 
most  important  projects  ever  undertaken  by  the  Hospital.  It  was  decided 
at  our  special  meeting  held  in  December  to  make  our  goal  one  million  dollars, 
the  sum  necessary  to  build  the  new  School  of  Nursing,  and  were  told  at  this 
time  that  our  initial  gift  would  be  the  amount  of  money  obtained  from  the 
sale  of  the  present  Florence  Nightingale  Hall.  The  organization  of  the 
Nurses  Building  Fund  Campaign  is  complete  at  this  time  and  it  is  our  hope 
and  aim  to  make  each  alumna  and  graduate  of  the  School  a working  member, 
thus  assuring  us  of  attaining  our  goal  and  furthermore  creating  a spirit  of 
loyalty  toward  the  School  which  only  an  undertaking  of  this  kind  can  make. 

Miss  Ruth  Draper  gave  us,  in  November,  the  kind  of  delightful  enter- 
tainment that  only  she  can  give,  it  having  been  her  desire  for  some  time  to 
do  this  for  Miss  Maxwell  and  the  School  in  memory  of  her  early  recollections 
of  the  Hospital. 

Plans  for  the  final  settlement  of  the  Pension  Fund  are  under  way,  this 
next  year  being  the  last  of  a five-year  tentative  arrangement.  Of  the  thirteen 
members  eligible  for  the  pension  ten  have  received  it. 

We  have  lost  through  death  three  loyal  members  of  the  Association: 

Miss  Jennie  R.  Oliver,  1897— died  December,  1923. 

Miss  Edith  Findlayson,  1905 — died  December,  1924. 

Miss  Marie  McLean,  1909 — died  spring  of  1924. 

Our  present  membership  is  six  hundred  and  fifty-seven. 

It  is  probably  unnecessary  to  state  that  with  one  accord  we  turned  to 
Miss  Maxwell  when  we  contemplated  the  forthcoming  campaign  and  in 
response  to  a rather  urgent  cable,  she  immediately  gave  up  the  delight  of  a 
winter  in  southern  France  and  Italy  and  took  passage  on  the  first  boat 
sailing  after  the  receipt  of  the  cablegram,  arriving  a few  days  before  Christ- 
mas, and  we  all  know  that  with  her  leadership  the  drive  can  have  but  one 
outcome. 

May  I,  as  President  of  the  Association,  thank  you  for  your  assistance  and 
cooperation  at  all  times  and  urge  you  to  call  upon  us  for  any  help  we  may  be 
capable  of  giving  you.

CHARTER 


AN  ACT 

To  Found  a Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York 
Passed  February  28,  1868 — Chapter  15 


The  People  of  the  Stale  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Morris  K. 
Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named,  shall  constitute 
a body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  conduct  a Hospital  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  “The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York.” 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested  in  and 
managed  by  a Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28,  1868,  increased  to 
thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in  the  following  section. 

Section  3.  James  Brown,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  William  A.  Booth,  Aaron  B.  Bel- 
knap, William  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  Winthrop  S.  Gilman, 
Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah,  Morris  K. 
Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnson,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  William  Paton,  Thomas 

C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thomas  U.  Smith,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D.,  John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M. 
Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  William  M.  Vermilye,  Washington  R.  Vermilye, 
A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two  in  number,  shall  constitute  a 
part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty-two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M. 
Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church;  the  Rev.  William  Adams, 

D. D.,  as  Minister  of  the  Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church;  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Pro- 
testant Dutch  Church,  and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors 
in  office  for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said  Board 
shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two  three,  and  four  years  thereafter,  so  that  eight  Man- 
agers shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  annually,  by  ballot,  to  hold  their 
seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may 
occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such  agents,  assistants, 
and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  said  Corporation. 
Among  these  shall  be  included  a Superintendent  and  a Chaplain  or  both  a Superin- 
tendent and  a Chaplain;  but  these  positions  shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 
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Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any  special  meet- 
ing; but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven  shall  be  a quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  is  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise,  or 
otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  said  Hospital 
all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  possessed,  in  so  far  as  the 
same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which 
said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be  subject  to 
the  provisions,  restrictions  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3rd  Title  of  the  18th  Chap- 
ter of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I 

TITLE 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  “The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

ARTICLE  II 

OBJECT 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and  management  of  an 
Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick 
or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color.  The  public  religious  ser- 
vices in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presby- 
terian or  Reformed  Church. 

ARTICLE  III 

THE  SOCIETY 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be  approved 
by  a majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a stated  meeting, 
and  who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a previous  stated  meeting  by  a Standing 
Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV 

ENDOWED  BEDS 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle  the  donor 
to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of  patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  here- 
after, prescribed  by  said  Board. 

Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the  amount  paid 
therefor  shall  be  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities  until  the  privilege  may 
lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise. 

ARTICLE  V 

PROPERTY 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of 
the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  donor  or 
testator. 

ARTICLE  VI 

GOVERNMENT 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a Board  of  thirty-six 
Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight  each;  and 
the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three  and  four  years  thereafter,  so  that  Eight  Man- 
agers shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annually,  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for 
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four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Managers,  the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Min- 
ister of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the 
Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being  shall  be  added  as  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  a 
Vice-President,  a Treasurer,  a Corresponding  Secretary  and  a Recording  Secretary, 
who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  from  their  own  number, 
and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The  said  Officers  and  Managers,  together, 
shall  form  a Board,  to  be  denominated  the  “ Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,”  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  hold- 
ing any  special  meeting;  but  seven  shall  be  a quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  authorized  to 
execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of  the  Society.  To 
it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institution;  authority  to  make  By- 
Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacancies  in 
their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of  the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants  and 
attendants,  and  generally  to  transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each 
month  excepting  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September,  and  may  hold  adjourned 
meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent, or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  written 
requisition  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  but  when  special  meetings  are 
called,  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall 
be  notified  to  the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting;  and  no  other 
subject  shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

ANNUAL  MEETING 

A meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such  day  after 
the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  year  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this 
meeting;  to  present  to  the  members  a report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  years; 
to  exhibit  a statement  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society;  and  also  to  give  infor- 
mation of  any  matters  relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest 
or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of 
managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire.  These  eight  members,  together 
with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes,  and  the  four  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year  and  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on 
the  appointed  day,  a special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose;  and  shall  be  adopted  only  on  a 
concurrence  of  a majority  of  the  members  present,  but  the  affirmative  vote  must  not 
be  less  than  eleven.

BY-LAWS 


OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

I — Rules  and  Regulations 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  incon- 
sistent with  these  By-Laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  a majority  of  those  present. 

II — President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall  appoint  all 
special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  He  shall  also  be  ex-oficio,  a 
member  of  all  committees. 

Ill — Vice-President 

In  the  event  of  a vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his  absence  or  in- 
ability to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-President.  Should 
he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a President  pro-tem  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

IV — Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  papers  and  documents 
relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  other  than  such  as  are  mentioned  in 
By-Law  V.,  of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  ac- 
count in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He  shall  cause 
to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts,  expenditures,  and 
financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all  suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys  without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

V — Safe  Keeping  of  Securities 

All  bonds,  stocks  and  other  invested  securities  and  evidences  of  value,  shall  be 
deposited  for  safe  keeping  with  a trust  company  approved  by  the  Board  to  be  held 
in  the  name  of  the  Hospital  and  subject  to  the  joint  written  order  of  the  Treasurer 
and  a member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  of  two 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  all  cash  collections  being  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  Treasurer  as  elsewhere  provided. 

VI — Secretary 

The  Secretary  shall  be  the  Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretary  and  shall 
keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such 
records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain  to  the  office  of  Treasurer.  He  shall  also  be  ex- 
officio  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  said  Com- 
mittee. He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  least 
two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify  members  of  their  appointment  on  Com- 
mittees, and  generally  perform  such  duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 
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He  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  of  the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend  to  its  publication. 

VII — Committees 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in  their  Board, 
the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  members,  a Dispensary 
Committee  of  five  members,  a School  of  Nursing  Committee  of  three  or  more  members, 
a House  Committee  of  three  or  more  members,  a Finance  Committee  of  five  mem- 
bers, of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one,  a Committee  on  Nominations  of  five  mem- 
bers, of  which  the  Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  mem- 
bers. The  members  appointed  on  these  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year 
from  the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint  two  of  its  members  for 
each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  Inspecting  Committee.  If  any  Man- 
ager thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to  attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some  other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

VIII — Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  eight  Managers  chosen  as  provided 
in  By-Law  VII,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving  as  the  Inspecting 
Committee,  and  the  members  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  School  of  Nursing  and 
House  Committees. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month 
and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by  the  Chairman  or 
two  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  orders  and  establish  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  better  carrying  into  effect  the  object 
of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with  those 
established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection  and  discharge  of  patients 
shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

4.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assistants,  or 
any  other  officer  or  employee  shall  neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  Super- 
intendent, the  Superintendent  may  suspend  the  offender,  and  he  shall  at  once  report 
his  action  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property  within 
the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is  observed  in  the 
administration  of  all  its  affairs,  having  due  regard  to  the  welfare  of  its  beneficiaries. 
It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Superintendent;  and  authorize  such 
repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw 
drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  therefor;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay-rolls  and 
supplies,  shall  not  exceed  $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor;  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee;  and  shall 
be  a sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 
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IX — Out-Patient  Department  Committee 

The  Out-Patient  Department  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers.  It  shall 
have  the  general  care  and  oversight  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  shall  meet 
on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month. 

X — School  of  Nursing  Committee 

The  School  of  Nursing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  or  more  Managers,  who 
shall  have  the  general  care  and  oversight  of  the  School  of  Nursing. 

XI — House  Committee 

The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  or  more  Managers,  and  shall  direct 
and  control  the  purchasing  of  all  food,  fuel,  equipment  and  repair  supplies,  and  have 
general  supervision  of  the  equipment,  maintenance  and  repair  of  real  estate  and 
buildings. 

XII — Finance  Committee 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom  shall 
be  the  Treasurer.  Three  shall- constitute  a quorum. 

2.  They  shall  have  authority  in  their  discretion  to  sell  bonds,  stock  and  other 
invested  securities  and  evidence  of  value  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  invest  and  re- 
invest the  proceeds  (together  with  any  other  funds  of  the  Society  available  for  invest- 
ment) in  such  securities  as  they  deem  wise. 

XIII — Nominating  Committee 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom  the 
Secretary  shall  be  one.  Three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers  they  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  the  name  of  a Life  Member  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  to  them  shall 
be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for  such  position  or  for  Life  Member- 
ship; but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall  be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with  unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  referred  to 
this  Committee.  The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  considered  by  the  Com- 
mittee shall  be  by  them  reported  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

XIV —  Inspecting  Committee 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings,  visit  the 
wards,  sendee  rooms,  and  laboratories  and  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and 
order  of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds. 

2.  They  shall  enter  their  report  in  a book,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 

XV —  Auditing  Committee 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  shortly  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  examine 
and  check  the  bonds,  stocks,  mortgages  or  other  securities  or  evidences  of  value 
owned  by  the  Hospital  and  shall  also  have  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  Super- 
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intendent  for  the  last  fiscal  year  examined  and  checked  by  certified  public  account- 
ants. The  Committee  shall  thereafter  report  to  the  Board  the  result  of  such 
accounting  with  its  recommendations. 

XVI — Medical  Board  and  the  Medical,  Surgical  and  Laboratory  Service 

1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually — 

(a)  A Director  of  the  Surgical  Service,  a Director  of  the  Medical  Service, and  a 
Director  of  the  Pathological  Service;  these  shall  together  constitute  the  Medical  Board. 

(b)  As  many  Visiting  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  Associate  Visiting  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital  may  require,  a Visiting  Physician  to 
the  Roentgen  Ray  Department,  a Visiting  Bacteriologist,  a Visiting  Chemist,  an 
Out-Patient  Department  Staff,  and  such  other  department  chiefs  and  assistants  as 
the  various  services  of  the  Hospital  may  require. 

(c)  As  many  Assistant  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  special  Consulting  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital  may  require. 

(d)  A House  Staff,  consisting  of  as  many  members  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital 
may  require,  and  at  such  times  and  for  such  terms  of  service  as  shall  seem  best  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

( e ) A Register  of  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

2.  These  appointments  shall  be  made  at  some  time  prior  to  July  1st  in  each 
year.  The  appointees  unless  a different  term  be  fixed  by  the  Board  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  and  thereafter  until  further  action  of  the  Board. 


XVII — Executive  Staff 

The  Board  ot  Managers  shall  appoint  a Superintendent  and  such  Assistants  as 
the  Board  may  deem  necessary  for  the  service  of  the  Hospital,  whose  services  shall 
continue  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  such 
Assistants  as  may  be  necessary  for  such  service,  and  such  appointees  shall  hold  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

XVIII — Endowed  Beds 

1.  A gift  of  $10,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  and  assigns  to 
nominate,  from  time  to  time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge;  subject  to  the  following  qualifications: 

(a)  A donor  may  transfer  the  power  to  nominate  only  to  an  individual  who  shall 
be  acceptable  to  the  Hospital; 

( b ) A donor  being  an  association  or  a corporation  organized  for  profit  shall  be 
limited  to  not  to  exceed  ninety  days  of  occupancy  in  any  one  year; 

( c ) Any  such  proposed  gift  by  a church,  lodge  or  other  eleemosynary  organization 
shall  not  be  governed  by  this  By-Law  but  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits  when  offered. 

2.  Subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  set  forth  in  (1)  above,  a gift  of  $15,000  shall 
entitle  the  donor,  his  successors  and  assigns,  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a patient 
to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  a one-bed  ward  room  of  the  proposed  new  hospital  free 
of  charge.

By-Laws 


3.  A gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during  life,  to  nominate  from  time  to 
time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common  wards  of  the  Hospital  free 
of  charge.  If  the  donor  be  a corporation  or  association  the  privilege  to  nominate  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years  unless  the  privilege  be  extended  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
but  shall  in  no  event  continue  for  a greater  period  than  twenty-five  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation  being  the  donor  of  a $5,000  bed  may  increase  their 
donation  to  $10,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become  henceforth  entitled  to  the  privi- 
lege that  attaches  to  an  original  donation  of  that  amount. 

5.  All  endowed  bed  privileges  are  subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  govern- 
ing the  admission,  treatment  and  discharge  of  patients. 

6.  Contributions  to  the  endowment  fund  of  free  beds,  as  above  provided  for, 
may  be  made  by  instalments,  when  the  donor  shall,  in  writing,  so  notify  the  Treasurer 
at  the  time  of  each  payment.  So  long  as  the  instalments  so  paid  in  shall  not  equal  the 
sums  required  under  the  preceding  sections,  the  amount  received  shall  constitute  a 
portion  of  the  general  endowment  fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  current  expenses  of  the  Hospital,  and  no  privileges  shall  accrue  to  the 
donor. 

7.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  in  their  discretion  to  make,  under 
special  and  exceptional  circumstances,  such  other  arrangements  (temporary  or  perma- 
nent) as  to  endowed  beds  as  they  may  deem  best  calculated  to  promote  the  objects 
for  which  the  Hospital  was  established  and  is  now  being  maintained. 

8.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  beds  free  of 
charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  prescribe,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  also  affix  the 
seal  of  the  Corporation. 


XIX — Appropriations  of  Money 

Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Section  5 of  By-Law  VIII,  and  Section  2 of 
By-Law  XII,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer 
by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meeting,  and  be  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary,  or  Secretary  pro  tem.,  and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient 
voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

XX — Complaints,  Suspensions  or  Discharges 

If  any  officer,  physician  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his  office, 
or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital,  or  refuse 
or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  may  submit  against  him  a complaint  in  writing,  at  a meeting 
duly  called,  and  thereupon  a notice  of  the  said  complaint  shall  be  given  to  the  person 
complained  of,  and  a time  shall  be  appointed  (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of 
said  notice)  for  the  person  complained  of  to  make  his  defense  before  the  Board  of 
Managers;  and  the  Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard 
the  defense  of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence  and 
approbation  of  a majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  discharge  the  officer, 
physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 
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By-Laws 


XXI — Order  of  Business 
The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  necessary, 
and  approved. 

4.  Treasurer’s  Reports. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committee  shall  be  called  for,  and  action  taken  thereon. 

6.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  New  business. 


XXII — Alterations  or  Additions 

Any  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose.  It  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an 
affirmative  vote  of  a majority  of  those  present.  A copy  of  any  proposed  amendment 
shall  be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Board  at  least  three  days  prior  to  the  next 
meeting.

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RULES  AS  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 


1.  All  ward  patients  are  required  to  pay  $3.00  per  day  for  board  or  such  smaller 
sums  as  may  be  determined  by  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  of  which  the  Managers 
shall  be  the  sole  judges.  Patients  from  New  York  City  (Manhattan  and  Bronx),  who 
are  unable  to  pay  are  admitted  free.  Patients  from  out  of  town  will  not  usually  be 
admitted  free  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  patients  recommended  for  admission 
by  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  or  by  any  of  the  Directors  of  the  Service. 

2.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accident  or  serious  illness  will  be  admitted  at 
any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  Other  patients  should  apply  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment for  treatment  or  admission  to  the  Hospital. 

3.  Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recommendation  of 
any  Manager,  after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  a member  of  the  House  Staff 
or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Surgeon  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  readily  communicable  disease  shall  be  admitted, 
nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the  Hospital;  nor  shall  any 
patient  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be  incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symp- 
toms which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  are  capable  of 
being  relieved.  There  shall  be  no  uterine  nor  vaginal  examination  made  except  in  the 
presence  of  a nurse. 

5.  No  patient  suffering  from  erysipelas  shall  be  admitted  to  either  the  Medical  or 
Surgical  Division  of  the  Hospital. 

6.  There  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  beds. 

7.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  some  reputable  physician,  stating  the  nature  and  probable 
duration  of  the  disease. 
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RULES  FOR  VISITORS 


1.  Visitors  are  allowed  in  the  Wards  for  Adults,  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday 
and  Saturday,  from  1 to  2 p.  m.;  Tuesday  and  Friday  from  6 to  8 p.  m.;  and  Sunday 
from  1 to  3 P.  M.  Visitors  may  not  come  at  any  other  time,  unless  under  exceptional 
circumstances. 

2.  No  more  than  two  Visitors  will  he  admitted  to  see  any  Patient  on  one  Day. 

3.  Only  fruit,  jelly  and  ice  cream  may  be  brought  for  patients.  Such  packages 
must  be  left  with  the  door  clerk,  and,  if  approved  by  the  Physician,  will  be  sent  to 
the  Patients. 

4.  In  the  Children’s  Ward,  parents  only  are  allowed.  No  other  relatives,  children 
or  friends  are  permitted  in  this  Ward.  Parents  are  allowed  on  Tuesday  evening 
from  6 to  7 p.  m.,  Sunday  from  2 to  3 P.  m.,  and  may  remain  one  half  hour  only. 
No  packages  of  any  kind  may  be  carried  to  the  Children’s  Ward. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hospital; 
must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends;  must  not  stop  or  loiter  in  the 
halls,  offices,  or  on  the  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building  promptly  at  the  end  of 
visiting  hours. 

Any  violations  of  these  rules  may  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from  the 
premises.

THE  year  1925  has  been  one  of  labor  and  progress.  The  primary  Hospi- 
tal task — the  care  of  the  sick — has  been  performed.  The  professional 
staff  has  pursued  the  solution  of  problems  of  medical  science,  a labor  de- 
manded by  the  public  welfare  since  the  prevention  of  disease  is  even  more 
important  than  the  alleviation  of  the  sufferings  of  those  already  afflicted. 
Medical  research  and  medical  education  are  handmaidens  of  the  body  poli- 
tic. No  hospital  can  adequately  perform  its  duties  without  providing  for 
their  accommodation  and  well-being.  The  reports  of  department  heads, 
found  on  subsequent  pages,  are  the  accounting  of  a stewardship  of  public 
service.  They  are  commended  to  the  perusal  of  the  reader. 

It  is  natural  that  much  time  and  energy  should  have  gone  into  paving 
the  roadway  leading  to  the  accomplishment  of  a health  center  in  the  City  of 
New  York.  Imagination  plays  a striking  part  in  human  affairs.  Imagina- 
tion conceived  the  Medical  Center  and  has  beaconed  the  way  through  mani- 
fold difficulties  to  a point  where  the  new  site  offers  visual  evidence  of  what 
is  there  to  materialize.  The  steel  frame  of  the  new  Hospital  is  practically 
completed,  concrete  floors  have  been  poured,  the  Harkness  Pavilion  is  en- 
closed in  brick  and  the  steel  structure  of  the  School  is  well  under  way.  Exca- 
vations for  the  School  of  Nursing  residence  have  been  undertaken  and  the 
tunnel  which  will  connect  that  with  the  main  Hospital  building  is  partially 
completed.  The  General  Out-Patient  Department  or  Vanderbilt  Clinic 
Building  is  designed  and  the  excavation  therefor  begun.  Under  an  arrange- 
ment made  with  Columbia  University  the  Hospital  building  will  accom- 
modate both  the  Presbyterian  and  the  Sloane  Hospital  for  Women.  Con- 
tracts have  been  completed  with  the  Babies  Hospital  and  the  Neurological 
Institute  providing  for  their  removal  to  the  Center,  and  deeds  of  property 
to  be  occupied  by  these  institutions  have  been  executed  and  delivered. 
Their  building  plans  are  now  being  developed.  Drawings  for  the  new  State 
Psychiatric  Institute  and  Hospital,  to  rise  on  Riverside  Drive,  have  pro- 
gressed to  a point  where  building  operations  are  expected  to  be  shortly 
undertaken. 

During  the  year,  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  three  ward  stories 
were  added  to  the  original  Hospital  plans.  We  unanimously  held  it  a duty 
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to  build  for  the  future.  The  accommodation  of  such  additional  floors  to  the 
temporary  housing  of  personnel  offered  a method  of  securing  the  area  by  the 
use  of  endowment  with,  at  most,  a moderate  curtailment  of  income. 

The  campaign  for  the  necessary  $4,500,000  to  complete  our  Building 
Fund,  initiated  in  the  Fall  of  1924,  had,  by  the  end  of  that  year,  resulted  in 
the  raising  of  one-third  of  the  necessary  amount.  The  efforts  expended 
during  the  year  1925  have  brought  the  total  up  to  slightly  over  $4,000,000, 
leaving,  under  our  original  estimates,  a little  less  than  $500,000  to  obtain. 
In  the  meanwhile,  however,  building  costs  have  advanced  and  construction 
cannot  be  satisfactorily  completed  without  the  expenditure  of  an  additional 
sum.  The  Hospital  must  provide  this.  Hence  the  pressing  importance  of 
attaining  the  $4,500,000  goal.  That  it  will  be  won  we  do  not  doubt. 

During  the  year  friends  and  relatives  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  Kennedy  Tod 
have  most  generously  arranged  to  make  available  to  the  Hospital  the  estate 
owned  by  him  at  Sound  Beach,  Connecticut.  This  highly  important  aquisi- 
tion  will  expedite  the  solution  of  the  convalescent  problem,  a very  real  one 
with  which  the  Medical  Center  must  concern  itself.  The  site  is  ideal  for  the 
development  of  recreational  and  other  facilities.  It  is  thirty-five  miles  from 
New  York  and  comprises  about  117  acres  situated  on  a peninsula  jutting 
into  Long  Island  Sound.  It  is  partially  wooded  and  affords  an  admirable 
sand  bathing  beach.  At  a later  date  the  Hospital  hopes  to  justify  the  confi- 
dence of  the  contributors  by  raising  a fund  to  enable  the  adequate  develop- 
ment of  the  property  for  the  purpose  to  which  it  is  so  admirably  adapted.

(1)  A gift  of  $10,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  and  assigns  to 
nominate,  from  time  to  time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge;  subject  to  the  following  qualifications: 

(a)  A donor  may  transfer  the  power  to  nominate  only  to  an  individual  who 
shall  be  acceptable  to  the  Hospital; 

(b)  A donor  being  an  association  or  a corporation  organized  for  profit  shall 
be  limited  to  not  to  exceed  ninety  days  of  occupancy  in  any  one  year; 

(c)  Any  such  proposed  gift  by  a church,  lodge  or  other  eleemosynary  organi- 
zation shall  not  be  governed  by  this  by-law  but  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits 
when  offered. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  set  forth  in  (1)  above,  a gift  of  $15,000  shall 
entitle  the  donor,  his  successors  and  assigns,  to  nominate  from  time  to  time,  a patient 
to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  a one-bed  ward  room  of  the  proposed  new  Hospital 
free  from  charge.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  Fifty-seventh  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  is  herewith  presented. 

Twenty-eight  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-seven  persons  have 
been  benefited  by  the  Hospital  during  the  year.  The  departments  con- 
tributing this  service  and  the  number  treated  in  each  will  be  found  in  detail 
in  the  reports.  It  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

Patients  treated  in  the  Hospital  in  wards  or  private  rooms,  4,322  persons. 
Daily  average  227  patients  which  is  89%  of  the  total  hospital  capacity.  Of 
the  ward  patients,  46.0%  were  treated  free  of  charge. 

There  were  2,345  ward  patients  to  whom  allowances  or  reductions  in 
regular  Hospital  charges  were  made,  the  total  amount  of  which  was 
$120,039.36. 

There  were  treated  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  18,283  persons. 
Daily  average  visits  made  were  406. 

Visiting  nurses  cared  for  6,151  persons,  making  27,685  visits. 

In  the  Radiotherapy  Department,  4,524  treatments  were  given  to  607 
patients. 

In  the  Roentgen  Ray  Department,  27,105  films  were  taken  of  10,842 
patients. 

In  the  Dental  Department,  10,316  visits  were  made  and  16,873  dental 
films  were  taken  of  2,343  patients. 

New  laundry  equipment,  consisting  of  one  Henrici  washer  and  two  new 
presses,  has  been  installed. 

New  viewing  boxes  have  been  purchased  and  a rearrangement  of  the 
X-Ray  Department  has  been  made  giving  more  space  for  this  work. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Dr.  Squier,  a new  Wappler  Cystoscopic 
X-Ray  Table  has  been  installed. 

Dr.  Alvan  L.  Barach  has  perfected  an  oxygen  chamber  for  the  treatment 
of  pneumonia  cases.  The  cost  of  this  chamber  has  been  borne  by  special 
donation. 

All  of  the  above-mentioned  equipment  can  be  moved  to  the  new  Medical 
Center. 

The  Katie  Geitz  Kitchen,  in  existence  for  twenty  years,  has  been  dis- 
continued owing  to  the  sale  of  the  East  River  Homes  property.  The  Social 
Service  Department  has  arranged  for  continuing  the  supply  of  milk  which 
the  Katie  Geitz  Kitchen  furnished  to  the  tuberculosis  families  in  the 
neighborhood. 

A rearrangement  was  made  of  the  Surgical  Pathological  Laboratory, 
which  permitted  the  installation  of  a Neurocytology  Laboratory  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Penfield. 

The  entrance  to  the  Janeway  Library  has  been  changed  and  the  Library 
rearranged  permitting  of  greater  space  and  more  quietness  within  the 
Library  room. 

During  the  past  year  the  Accounting  Department  has  carried  on  under 
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the  budget  system  in  a manner  permitting  of  a more  accurate  and  compre- 
hensive budget  being  set  up  for  the  year  1926.  It  is  hoped  that  the  coming 
year  will  still  enlarge  the  possibilities  of  better  and  more  complete  analysis 
of  costs  and  operating  figures. 

During  the  year,  a Dental  Interne  has  been  added  to  our  Staff,  thus 
replacing  two  part-time  dentists. 

A Pathological  Interne,  for  which  there  has  been  evident  need  for  several 
years,  has  been  added. 

Miss  Mabel  Davies,  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent,  resigned  on 
October  1st  to  accept  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  the  Beekman  Street 
Hospital,  and  Miss  Margaret  McCurdie  has  been  appointed  in  her  place. 

Loyal  support  has  been  given  by  the  entire  Hospital  personnel  and  the 
Administration  office  wishes  to  thank  the  entire  Staff  and  the  many  friends 
of  the  Hospital  for  their  continued  interest.

METHOD  OF  FIGURING  COST  OF  DIFFERENT  BRANCHES  OF  SERVICE 

The  method  in  use  at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  figuring  the  total  cost  of  caring  for  Ward  Patients,  Private  Room  Patients,  Out-Patient  Department  Patients  or  Patients  visited  In  their  homes  is  to  charge  each  branch  of  the 
service  with  salaries  and  wages  of  all  persons  employed  exclusively  in.  and  all  supplies  and  repairs  directly  chargeable  to  such  sendee,  and  to  prorate  the  other  operating  expenses  which  contribute  to  the  cost  of  the  different  branches 
of  sendee  in  such  proportion  as  the  Superintendent  and  his  Assistants  may  consider  most  fair  after  careful  consideration  of  the  local  conditions,  which  are.  of  course,  subject  to  change  from  time  to  time.  In  determining  the  relative 
Proportion  of  Administration  Expenses,  Professional  Care  of  Patients.  Housekeeping.  Kitchen,  etc.,  not  including  the  amounts  directly  chargeable  to  Out-Patient  Department  and  Visiting  Nursing,  the  percentage  charged  to  Ward 
ratients  and  to  Private  Room  Patients  is  based  upon  the  number  of  days'  treatment  furnished  in  each  service,  modified  by  well-known  facts;  for  instance,  the  fact  that  a private  room  patient  requires  more  professional  care  than 
necessary  if  he  were  located  in  a ward;  also,  the  important  fact  that  his  food  and  the  preparation  of  it  costs  very  much  more  than  that  of  the  ward  patient.  The  distribution  of  the  cost  of  General  House  and  Property  Expenses  among 
the  different  branches  of  the  service  is  based  upon  the  relative  cubic  contents  of  those  parts  of  the  buildings  occupied  by  each  of  the  five  services  mentioned.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE 
AND  VISITING  NURSING  DEPARTMENT 


December  31,  1925 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Social 
Service  and  Visiting  Nursing  Department. 

In  the  last  annual  report  the  Hospital’s  plans  for  the  enlargement  and 
extension  of  the  Social  Service  during  1925  were  indicated.  In  the  present 
report  we  wish  to  show  how  these  plans  developed,  and  again  to  indicate 
the  undertakings  proposed  for  1926.  By  setting  these  projects  in  the  broad 
framework  prepared  by  the  Medical  Board  for  the  Hospital  in  1922,  it  is 
possible  to  give  some  notion  of  the  extent  and  rate  of  growth  from  year  to 
year.  The  Medical  Board  was  interested  to  bring  about  a more  thorough 
study  and  handling  of  the  social  aspects  of  medical  work:  “To  teach  and 
practise  and  do  research  in  Medicine  completely,  it  is  becoming  more  and 
more  evident  that  teaching,  practising  and  doing  research  in  Social  Work 
must  be  included.”  The  immediate  object  was  to  encourage  the  building 
up  of  two  or  three  units  of  social  service,  well  integrated  with  the  medical 
work,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  plan  that  “only  as  much  of 
the  plan  need  be  put  into  effect  as  may  be  advisable  and  feasible.” 

During  1924  and  1925  the  main  task  for  the  Department  has  been  build- 
ing up  the  staff  and  getting  into  action. 

Admission  of  Patients.  The  method  of  introducing  the  team  worker  to 
the  patient  at  the  time  he  is  signed  in  for  admission  to  the  ward  has  worked 
successfully  and  can  be  still  further  developed.  We  propose  to  put  more 
systematic  effort  into  helping  patients  arrange  their  affairs  to  enter  the 
Hospital  when  the  physicians  recommend,  believing  it  possible  to  reduce 
the  number  of  instances  where  the  physician’s  program  is  unnecessarily 
interrupted  through  lack  of  resourcefulness  and  courage  in  the  patient  or 
those  about  him.  Record  is  made  by  the  social  worker  of  the  patient’s 
resources  and  obligations  and  is  available  for  use  in  the  Hospital’s  financial 
arrangement  with  the  patient.  We  have  not,  however,  fulfilled  one  of  the 
original  purposes  contemplated  in  the  association  of  social  workers  with  the 
Admission  Unit  for  clinics  and  wards,  which  was  to  provide  sufficient  in- 
formation for  equitable  assessment  of  rates,  based  on  knowledge  of  the 
patient’s  own  resources  and  of  those  able  to  help  him,  taking  into  considera- 
tion as  far  as  possible  the  length  of  stay  and  the  prognosed  medical  outcome. 
The  need  for  this  service  will  be  greatly  increased  in  the  Medical  Center, 
with  the  larger  intake  of  patients  there,  and  the  diversification  of  medical 
problems.  We  urge  that  fuller  study  and  experiment  in  the  whole  broad 
problem  of  hospital  admission  be  undertaken  during  the  year  by  all  the 
professional  and  administrative  services  involved. 

Medical  and  Surgical  Units.  The  scheme  of  alignment  of  out-patient 
and  ward  service  by  units  has  proved  as  satisfactory  as  its  warmest  advocates 
predicted.  The  organization  of  the  medical  division  into  five  units, — four 
general,  and  the  children’s — makes  an  excellent  arrangement  for  the  inte- 
gration of  social  service  with  this  division.  On  the  other  hand  the  incomplete 
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carrying-out  of  this  scheme  in  the  Out-Patient  has  been  a handicap.  The 
main  defect  is  the  separation  of  members  of  the  team.  The  social  worker 
finds  her  doctors  located  in  several  different  rooms;  also  the  limited  space  in 
these  rooms  does  not  permit  her  to  remain  in  the  vicinity  of  the  doctors, 
whom  she  serves.  Our  experience  in  the  Children’s  and  Tuberculosis 
Divisions,  as  well  as  that  of  other  hospitals,  shows  that  the  social  worker’s 
major  field  is  in  the  Out-Patient  and  the  community  extensions  of  the 
Hospital  that  largely  play  through  the  Out-Patient;  for  it  is  in  the  out- 
patient phase  generally  that  the  bulk  of  diagnostic  work  is  accomplished, 
preventive  measures  taught,  the  supervision  of  the  convalescent  period  and 
the  prolonged  effort  to  conserve  the  powers  of  the  handicapped  are  carried  on. 
Yet  it  is  not  to  be  thought  that  the  defects  in  arrangement  of  Out-Patient 
quarters  is  excuse  for  our  not  giving  more  and  better  service  in  1926,  than 
we  knew  how  to  give  in  1924  and  1925.  We  have  learned  much  duiing  these 
years. 

In  medical  follow-up  the  workers  are  now  comfortably  established  with 
their  respective  teams  inside  the  clinic.  In  surgical  follow-up  likewise  easy 
access  to  patient  and  doctor  is  provided  for.  In  surgical  follow-up  much 
thought  has  been  given  to  cooperative  relationships  between  the  clinic 
management,  already  established  there,  and  the  other  social  work  of  the 
surgical  division.  While  the  principle  of  division  of  labor,  so  that  con- 
tinuity of  service  by  the  same  surgeon  and  social  worker  shall  be  insured  to 
the  patient,  has  been  accepted,  in  practice  the  principle  has  not  been  adhered 
to  with  the  uniformity  maintained  by  the  surgeons  in  caring  for  their  own 
patients  or  by  the  present  medical  teams.  Definite  plans  for  improving  this 
alignment  are  being  tried  by  the  clinic  executive,  whose  long  experience  and 
wise  guidance  of  patients  in  surgical  follow-up  have  given  the  background 
needed  to  test  out  and  safeguard  new  experiments.  The  importance  of 
such  cooperation  between  clinic  management  and  social  workers  will  become 
greater  in  the  Medical  Center  where  many  types  of  clinics  will  be  assembled. 

Pediatric  Unit.  In  January,  1925,  the  Board  of  Managers  approved  the 
addition  of  a social  worker  to  the  Pediatric  Unit  and  a worker  with  special 
training  in  children’s  nursing  and  in  social  work  was  secured  in  April  of  the 
same  year.  From  the  start  the  integration  of  social  with  medical  work  of 
both  clinic  and  ward  was  provided  for,  according  to  the  scheme  laid  down  as 
ideal  for  all  units.  This  worker  has  her  place  inside  the  clinic  in  close  proxi- 
mity to  her  physician;  she  comes  in  contact  with  all  the  patients  at  their 
very  entrance  to  the  clinic;  she  is  always  in  close  cooperation  with  nurse  and 
clinic  aide;  she  is  constantly  in  touch  with  the  head  nurse  and  the  medical 
staff  in  the  Children’s  Ward;  she  is  present  during  visiting  hours  and  comes 
to  know  the  parents;  she  visits  in  the  homes  to  assist  in  securing  under- 
standing care  when  the  children  are  discharged,  or  to  study  them  in  their 
ordinary  environment;  and  she  is  in  communication  with  convalescent  homes, 
visiting  nursing,  and  other  agencies,  as  well  as  school  and  recreation  centers. 
Thus,  through  her,  the  physician  is  enabled  to  know  the  setting  and  in- 
fluences about  the  child  and  through  her  likewise  he  can  extend  his  care  of 
the  child  and  the  teaching  of  health  into  the  home. 

Convalescence.  Continuous  study  is  being  made  of  convalescent  and 
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other  institutional  resources  in  the  after-care  of  patients.  Not  only  wider 
knowledge  of  existing  facilities,  but  more  intelligent  use  of  them  must  be 
cultivated.  Some  of  the  items  now  being  studied  in  this  connection  are  the 
implications  of  the  medical  diagnosis  and  plan  in  terms  of  work  capacity, 
family  life,  economic  sufficiency,  etc.;  the  cultural  background  and  character 
of  the  patient;  special  idiosyncracies,  such  as  food  habits,  religious  customs; 
discovering  facilities  for  the  cases  whose  regimen  calls  for  special  therapies; 
giving  the  directors  of  convalescent  institutions  more  insight  into  the 
patient’s  medical-social  problems  as  well  as  his  character,  cultural  back- 
ground, and  idiosyncracies;  and  giving  to  the  patient  himself  an  under- 
standing of  his  period  of  convalescence  so  that  he  may  participate  more 
fully  in  his  recovery. 

A study  of  1,196  patients  discharged  from  two  medical  and  two  surgical 
wards  during  a ten-month  period  showed  that  about  69%  of  patients  need 
convalescent  care  on  discharge  from  the  Hospital  ward;  9%  refused  this; 
24%  arranged  it  for  themselves;  for  18%  care  is  not  available,  because  of  the 
nature  of  the  disease  or  the  requirements  of  treatment;  for  18%  care  is 
arranged  by  the  Hospital.  In  all,  the  department  sent  away  in  1925  some 
600  patients,  including  62  to  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  and  104  children  to 
our  own  Hill  Top  Camp  on  Dr.  Herbert  S.  Carter’s  estate.  In  33  instances 
unusual  resources  were  created  to  meet  the  peculiar  need.  This  meant  either 
assembling  special  resources  in  the  patient’s  home,  or  placing  the  patient 
to  board  where  his  individual  difficulties  could  be  met. 

Research.  In  the  past  twenty  years  of  hospital  social  service  in  this 
country  it  has  been  amply  demonstrated  that  a wise  and  thrifty  use  of  the 
service  is  of  value,  but  its  exact  function  in  the  hospital  has  not  been  defined 
and  one  of  the  major  objectives  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital’s  undei  taking 
is  to  define  and  clarify  by  study  and  experiment  the  place  of  social  service  in 
medical  practice.  With  such  a project  in  mind,  as  outlined  in  the  last  annual 
report,  cultivation  of  the  research  attitude  has  been  kept  in  the  foreground. 
What  makes  one  convalescent  experience  successful  and  another  not?  What 
knowledge  of  a patient’s  character  and  situation  help  in  steering  him  through 
his  clinical  experience,  and  what  routines  and  clerical  devices  can  be  de- 
scribed and  taught  to  promote  safe  and  orderly  management  of  clinic 
patients?  Much  hard  work  has  gone  into  learning  to  compose  social  history, 
to  acquire  the  habit  of  reporting  our  findings  in  writing.  Looking  back  over 
the  year  some  improvement  is  observed,  but  we  still  are  only  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  severe  discipline  for  this  task.  A measurable  accomplishment  in 
research  has  been  the  drafting  of  a system  of  terminology  for  classification 
and  indexing  of  social  conditions.  Obviously,  progress  in  naming  any  social 
disability  depends  on  the  worker’s  genuine  understanding  of  the  task  and 
skill  in  analysis.  Research  is  grounded  in  progressively  better  preparation 
and  actual  accomplishment.  Although  the  start  has  been  made  in  con- 
structing a pattern  for  social  systems,  analogous  to  the  systems  described 
in  the  Lambert  classification  of  diseases,  one  hopes  to  keep  pushing  back  of 
simple  descriptions  of  deviations  in  personality  and  environment  to  the 
expression  of  the  etiological  factors  themselves.  No  single  diagnosis  will, 
one  fancies,  ever  be  possible,  but  it  is  within  reach  to  name  more  and  more 
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shrewdly  those  characteristics  syndromes  of  social  pathology’  already  dimly 
familiar.  It  does  not  so  much  matter  what  arbitrary  classification  is  used, 
so  long  as  recognized  concepts  are  expressed  in  so  definite  a way  that  the 
conditions  may  again  be  identified.  The  association  of  Gastric  Ulcer, 
Dietary  Imbalance,  Irregular  Meal-hours,  Shut-in  Personality,  Estrangement 
from  Kin  and  Homelessness  may  or  may  not  suggest  a picture,  but  such 
groupings  accumulated  do  offer  material  for  social  analysis,  and  isolate 
from  the  whole  horizon  of  life  the  possible  objectives  of  social  work.  As 
more  of  this  comes  to  take  shape  and  more  exact  terminology  is  found  the 
social  component  in  medicine  will  be  more  generally  understood. 

Teaching.  As  heretofore,  the  Department  has  given  practice  and  in- 
struction in  visiting  nursing  in  two-month  periods  to  six  students  of  the 
Training  School.  It  has  this  year  also  given  supervised  field  work  to  thirteen 
students  of  the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work. 

An  important  result  of  the  year’s  work  with  students  is  the  progress 
made  in  our  understanding  of  the  problems  of  teaching.  A not  less  im- 
portant result  is  the  by-product  of  improved  service  to  patients  through 
the  more  careful  preparation  of  work  required  for  teaching. 

By  an  informal  arrangement  with  the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work 
a member  of  their  faculty  has  met  with  our  staff  workers  at  regular  intervals 
throughout  the  year  to  assist  with  the  selection  of  study  material  for 
students,  and  to  discuss  the  students’  needs  and  the  scope  and  variety  of 
tasks  possible  and  advisable  to  give  them.  We  are  seeking  in  this  way,  and 
by  more  and  more  careful  observation  of  student  development,  measured 
against  the  job  to  be  done,  to  clarify  in  our  own  minds  the  objectives  in 
training  for  hospital  social  work. 

Students  have  taken  part  in  staff  meetings  in  discussion  both  of  cases 
and  of  department  organization.  They  have  also  contributed  not  a little 
to  our  research,  in  particular  by  sharing  in  analysis  of  case  material  and  in 
testing  classification  schemes  and  terms. 

For  the  coming  year  a more  definite  teaching  program  is  proposed,  in- 
volving closer  affiliations  than  ever  before  with  two  teaching  organizations, 
namely,  Henry  Street  Settlement  Visiting  Nurse  Service  and  the  New  York 
School  of  Social  Work.  Under  the  proposed  arrangement  Henry  Street  will 
take  over  entirely  the  training  of  students  in  visiting  nuising  and  leave  to 
this  department  the  teaching  of  social  service  only.  The  affiliation  with  the 
New  York  School  of  Social  Work  will  become  more  formal  and  this  depart- 
ment will  continue  to  take  their  students  for  field  work.  We  shall  probably 
assign  a member  of  the  staff  to  special  direction  of  teaching.  Details  of  the 
two  developments  are  now  under  discussion.  Carrying  out  of  the  proposals 
should,  we  believe,  strengthen  the  Hospital’s  teaching  service. 

Volume  of  Work.  In  this  year  of  growth  and  organization  careful 
measurement  of  work  has  not  been  attempted.  The  broad  concept  of  the 
Auchincloss  Plan  anticipates  that  the  social  aspect  of  all  patients  given 
medical  care  by  the  Hospital  will  be  considered.  This  is  obviously  an 
undertaking  of  great  magnitude.  During  1925  the  Department  gave  atten- 
tion to  about  50%  of  all  patients  admitted  for  bed  care.  Some  40% — 
patients  in  private  rooms,  certain  endowed  beds  and  other  special  circum- 
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stances — were  not  referred  for  attention.  There  remains,  however,  a rough 
10%  of  ward  admissions,  which  we  hope  to  reach  in  the  coming  year. 

In  the  Out-Patient,  as  a whole,  the  proportion  of  patients  served  is  much 
lower — estimated  10  to  12  per  cent.  The  Tuberculosis  workers  had  dealings 
with  all  the  patients  of  the  Clinic.  Since  April  likewise  the  Children’s 
worker  has  had  some  contact,  though  often  very  slight,  with  every  child 
and  parent  registered  in  the  Clinic.  It  was  a deliberate  decision  of  the 
Social  Service  Committee  that  the  Department  should  give  first  attention 
to  the  ward  patients,  but  it  is  our  hope  that  our  service  for  out-patients  will 
increase  as  we  develop  strength  to  carry  the  program. 

The  total  number  of  patients  interviewed  during  1925  was  6,151.  To 
3,958  of  these  the  service  rendered  was  slight,  perhaps  information  about 
employment  agencies  or  other  resources;  and  in  some  cases  it  consisted  of 
no  more  than  a single  interview  to  determine  that  no  service  was  needed. 
Fuller  study  and  care  was  given  to  2,193  cases,  these  being  followed  through 
to  some  conclusion.  Of  this  latter  group  1,456  were  closed  (66.4%)  and 
598  were  carried  forward.  The  figures  on  page  53,  showing  the  number  of 
interviews,  conferences,  etc.,  are  but  a faint  index  of  the  character  of  the 
work,  the  accomplishment,  or  the  effort  expended. 

May  we  say  here  in  closing,  that  such  progress  as  has  been  made  in 
integrating  Social  Service  with  the  whole  work  of  the  Hospital  is  the  product 
of  the  cordial  collaboration  with  us  of  all  the  other  services  of  the  Hospital 
under  the  sympathetic  direction  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Managers.

Gentlemen — The  report  of  the  Department  of  Occupational  Therapy  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  is  herewith  submitted: 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  in  the  eight  adult  wards  which  has  been 
carried  forward  as  usual  throughout  the  year,  the  Department  has  been  en- 
gaged upon  the  experiment  of  doing  some  Occupation  work  in  the  Children’s 
Ward.  To  this  end  a part  time  assistant  instructor  was  added  to  our  quota 
raising  it  to  three.  Miss  Laura  Peasley  came  to  the  Department  in  January, 
but  because  of  illness  resigned  in  March  and  the  position  was  filled  by  Miss 
Ellen  Knutzen.  Regular  work  went  forward  in  the  Children’s  Ward  until 
the  summer  vacation  period  and  it  was  decided  that  the  Department  would 
continue  work  on  the  Children’s  Ward  as  a part  of  its  daily  routine.  The 
children  enjoyed  the  work,  those  who  remained  for  three  weeks  or  more 
showing  marked  progress  in  the  quality  of  their  work,  which  was  planned  to 
be  progressively  educational  in  character.  Articles  made  included  woven 
paper  mats,  baskets  and  cornucopias,  colored  paper  pin-wheels,  raffia  wound 
picture  frames  and  needle  books,  small  reed  baskets  of  various  designs, 
cross-stitch  embroidery,  and  community  problems  in  cardboard  construc- 
tion and  coloring. 

The  year  also  provided  another  interesting  experiment  for  us,  namely, 
that  of  endeavoring  to  keep  within  the  assigned  budget.  Although  we  made 
every  effort  to  be  economical  in  the  use  of  our  materials,  and  although  we 
became  increasingly  economical  as  the  year  progressed,  we  found  that  we 
could  not  treat  as  large  a number  of  patients  as  in  previous  years  without 
greatly  increasing  our  expense  for  materials  over  the  budget  allowance.  This 
resulted  in  slowing  up  our  work  and  in  our  giving  less  attention  than  formerly 
to  short  term  cases.  We  managed,  however,  to  turn  back  to  the  Hospital 
at  the  close  of  the  year  one  hundred  dollars.  We  are  very  glad  that  our  bud- 
get is  to  be  somewhat  increased  for  the  coming  year,  and  that  what  moneys 
we  take  in  will  be  applied  to  our  expenses  as  this  gives  us  an  added  incen- 
tive to  do  much  more  and  much  better  work. 

The  Department  has  been  especially  interested  this  year  in  assisting 
one  of  our  young  school-boy  patients,  a diabetic,  to  meet  the  expense  of  in- 
sulin through  the  sale  of  articles  he  learned  to  make  during  his  term  as  a 
patient  in  the  Hospital. 

In  September  the  Department  suffered  a regrettable  loss  in  the  resigna- 
tion of  Miss  Elsie  Gunner,  who  had  been  with  us  for  almost  four  years.  In 
October  Miss  Knutzen  resigned  and  in  December  Miss  Natalie  Williams  and 
Miss  Nancy  Lathrop  took  over  the  work  of  Miss  Gunner  and  Miss  Knutzen 
and  so  the  Department  once  more  has  its  full  quota  and  work  on  the  Chil- 
dren’s Ward  has  been  resumed. 

The  Occupation  Therapy  Department  wishes  to  thank  Mrs.  Clarence  E. 
Meleny  for  her  donation,  Mrs.  Jacobi  for  her  donation  of  glass  and  frames, 
Miss  Amy  for  her  donation  of  paints  and  Mr.  Bush  for  his  donation  of 
photographs  for  coloring.  The  Department  also  wishes  to  express  its  appre- 
ciation of  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  all  the  other  departments  of  the 
Hospital.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

December  31,  1925 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  from  the 
Medical  Service. 

Further  experience  in  conducting  the  work  of  the  Medical  Service  with 
the  staff  organized  on  the  “team”  plan  as  described  in  last  year’s  report  is 
most  encouraging.  To  facilitate  the  operation  of  the  dispensary  in  the  dis- 
charge of  its  professional  and  teaching  duties  a committee  has  been  formed 
comprising  the  several  team  captains,  with  Dr.  Lamb  as  their  chairman. 
This  committee  is  functioning  in  an  excellent  and  most  efficient  manner,  so 
that  the  work  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  proceeds  smoothly. 

Since  the  Hospital  facilities  for  special  work  have  been  for  some  time 
completely  utilized,  it  is  not  possible  to  report  expansion  in  any  field  of  ac- 
tivity. Special  clinics  continue,  with  intensive  work  in  metabolic  diseases, 
cardiac  diseases,  asthma,  and  allergic  phenomena,  nephritis,  gastrointes- 
tinal diseases  and  upper  respiratory  infections.  Among  the  several  subjects 
under  investigation  may  be  mentioned  the  study  of  the  influenza  bacillus; 
the  search  for  the  cause  of  the  common  cold;  the  purification  of  asthma 
antigens;  the  physio-chemical  conditions  determining  certain  immune  re- 
actions; the  development  of  a serum  for  the  treatment  of  erysipelas;  chemical 
studies  in  pneumonia;  a study  of  the  value  of  oxygen  in  pneumonia  and  car- 
diac diseases,  together  with  the  construction  of  a simple,  inexpensive  and 
efficient  method  of  oxygen  administration;  the  study  of  the  effect  of  diabetes 
in  the  growth  of  children  before  and  after  the  introduction  of  insulin;  the 
study  of  the  physical  chemistry  of  the  blood  in  respiratory  diseases  in  an 
effort  to  bring  relief  to  individuals  with  this  distressing  affliction;  a search  for 
chemical  compounds  that  may  safely  be  used  as  food  substitutes  in  diabetes; 
physical  and  chemical  studies  in  nephritis  and  epilepsy;  extension  of  the 
method  of  studying  the  constitution  of  the  individual;  the  treatment  of 
rheumatic  carditis  with  the  Roentgen  ray;  all  of  which  are  problems  of  clini- 
cal importance. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Paul  Govaerts,  from  Brussels,  has  spent  several 
months  studying  the  organization  of  the  service  in  its  clinical,  teaching  and 
research  activities.  Dr.  George  Khayat,  from  Beirut,  has  visited  the  clinic 
as  a special  student  of  diseases  of  the  heart  and  lungs,  and  also  observing  the 
organization  of  the  teaching  and  research. 

Dr.  Robert  McGraw  has  been  added  to  the  staff  as  an  Assistant  Phy- 
sician. 

The  work  in  epilepsy  has  continued  as  formerly,  supported  through  funds 
supplied  by  the  Committee  on  Epilepsy.  The  study  of  the  common  cold 
has  been  continued  under  the  fund  supplied  by  the  Chemical  Foundation, 
and  the  work  of  the  Constitution  Clinic  has  been  carried  on  by  means  of 
contributions  of  the  Misses  Cheney,  and  funds  provided  from  various  other 
sources. 

The  publications  from  the  Medical  Service  during  the  year  numbered  16. 

Forty-two  new  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  Janeway  Library,  and 
subscriptions  to  116  journals  have  been  carried.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROENTGEN  RAY  DEPARTMENT 

December  31,  1925 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — A number  of  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Roentgen  Ray 
Department  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year.  Dr.  C.  C.  McCoy,  the 
first  Resident  Physician  to  the  Department,  left  in  January  to  take  charge 
of  the  X-ray  work  at  Lakeside  Hospital,  Cleveland.  His  place  was  taken  by 
Dr.  Joseph  C.  Bell,  Assistant  Resident  on  the  Medical  Service  and  former 
Medical  House  Officer.  On  October  1st,  Dr.  Bell  went  to  Louisville,  Ky., 
to  be  associated  in  the  practice  of  Roentgenology  with  Dr.  D.  Y.  Keith.  Dr. 
H.  N.  Mawhinney  of  Pittsburgh  is  now  our  Resident  Physician. 

Miss  Kate  Morton,  who  has  been  head  technician  for  two  and  a half 
years,  is  now  in  the  X-ray  Department  of  the  Cottage  Hospital,  Santa  Bar- 
bara, California.  Her  position  was  taken  by  Miss  Piper.  Miss  Alice 
McCausland,  a graduate  of  the  Nurses  Training  School  of  the  Leland  Stan- 
ford Hospital,  San  Francisco,  came  to  us  as  technician  from  the  X-Ray 
Department  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 

The  space  allotted  to  the  Roentgen  Ray  Department  has  been  increased, 
for  which  we  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Hospital  administration. 
The  room  used  for  the  preparation  of  surgical  supplies  has  been  fitted  up  as 
an  interpretation  and  filing  room.  Two  steel  viewing  cabinets  illuminated 
by  Cooper-Hewitt  tubes  have  been  installed.  More  steel  filing  cabinets  for 
films  and  the  addition  of  a second  filing  clerk  to  the  staff  have  helped  to  make 
the  “library”  part  of  the  work  more  efficient. 

In  the  room  formerly  used  for  interpretation  two  dressing  rooms  and  wait- 
ing space  for  private  patients  have  been  provided.  Much  needed  dressing 
cubicles  for  dispensary  patients  have  been  constructed  in  the  room  formerly 
used  as  an  office.  Needless  to  say,  these  changes  are  greatly  appreciated. 

Our  records  show  10,842  patient-visits  during  1925.  In  making  the 
examinations,  27,105  films  were  used. 

In  the  Radiotherapy  Department,  4,524  treatments  were  given  to  607 
patients  which  represents  an  increase  in  work  only  a little  less  than  that  re- 
ported last  year.

To  the  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Surgical 
Service. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  our  conviction  that  certain  groups  of  pa- 
tients should  be  studied  by  both  physicians  and  surgeons  in  a combined 
clinic.  Because  of  limited  space,  complicated  and  conflicting  schedules  and 
hours,  it  has  hitherto  not  been  practical  nor  feasible  to  do  so.  But  this  year 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  report  definite  progress  along  these  lines  as  a result  of 
cooperation  between  the  medical  and  surgical  staffs  in  three  lines  of  work. 
It  has  been  arranged  to  have  patients  with  thyroid  disturbances,  referred  for 
consultation  from  the  morning  surgical  clinic  and  the  afternoon  medical 
clinic,  studied  by  a group  of  medical  and  surgical  attendings  interested  in 
thyroid  disease;  to  have  patients  with  gastro-intestinal  diseases  referred  to 
another  group  of  physicians  and  surgeons.  Follow-up  patients  that  have  been 
given  either  medical  or  surgical  therapy  will  appear  before  the  consultant 
group. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  Dr.  McGraw  from  the  Department  of 
Psychiatry  is  now  working  three  days  a week  in  the  Surgical  Clinic  as  a con- 
sultant in  cases  having  functional  disturbances  or  anxiety  neuroses.  Un- 
necessary operation  is  avoided  in  some  of  these  patients.  Others  where 
definite  organic  disease  is  complicated  with  neuroses  are  helped  by  Dr. 
McGraw  to  readjust  themselves  to  their  life  environment  which  had  hitherto 
been  a difficult  or  an  impossible  one. 

Dr.  Meleney  has  joined  our  staff  during  the  past  year  after  a period  of 
several  years  of  teaching  surgery  in  the  Peking  Union  Medical  School.  His 
training  and  interest  in  Bacteriology  makes  him  a valuable  link  between  the 
Bacteriology  Laboratory  and  the  Surgical  Service.  This  is  illustrated  by  a 
piece  of  investigation  on  his  part,  shortly  after  joining  the  staff,  in  a case  of 
severe  streptococcus  wound  infection  which  he  demonstrated  was  due  defi- 
nitely to  a streptococcus  throat  infection  in  one  of  the  operating  team.  More 
complete  nose  masking  immediately  checked  any  recurrence  of  this  type  of 
wound  infection. 

As  a result  of  Dr.  Penfield’s  studies  in  the  Cajal  Institute  in  Madrid  in 
1924,  and  the  generosity  of  a friend  of  the  Hospital,  the  Laboratory  of  Neu- 
rocytology has  been  equipped  on  the  floor  below  the  laboratory  of  Surgical 
Pathology  and  is  now  actively  used  in  the  study  of  the  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  treated  surgically.  Dr.  Cone,  one  of  the  Fellows  of  the  National  Re- 
search Council,  has  joined  our  staff  and  is  working  with  Drs.  Elsberg  and 
Penfield  in  the  problems  of  neuro  surgery. 

We  have  been  actively  engaged  in  studying  the  needed  changes  in  the 
operating  room  both  from  the  standpoint  of  our  present  schedule  and  that  of 
the  contemplated  organization  in  the  new  building.  The  cooperation  of  the 
Training  School  has  helped  greatly  in  carrying  out  this  study  and  the  Ad- 
ministration has  aided  us  whole-heartedly  in  this  matter. 

During  the  past  summer  the  Surgical  Director  visited  surgical  clinics  in 
Italy,  Austria,  Switzerland,  France  and  England.  Observations  made  dur- 
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ing  this  time  have  been  applied  with  the  help  of  the  Surgical  Staff  to  our  own 
present  and  future  problems. 

The  Follow-Up  Clinic  continues  its  high  standard  of  efficiency  both  in 
teaching  the  staff  its  mistakes  and  successes  and  in  convincing  the  patients 
that  the  Hospital  has  a genuine  interest  in  their  future  course  and  welfare.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I beg  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Laboratory  of 
Pathology  for  the  year  of  1925. 

The  activities  of  the  laboratory  have  been  carried  on  as  in  the  past.  The 
teaching  of  the  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  has  been 
conducted  as  heretofore. 

The  weekly  conferences  in  pathology  for  the  staff  of  the  hospital  have 
been  held  from  October  to  June.  One  exercise  each  month  has  been  devoted 
to  the  demonstration  of  material  from  the  laboratory  of  Surgical  Pathology 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  William  C.  Clark.  The  plan  of  grouping  the  cases 
presented  has  proven  most  instructive  and  beneficial.  These  demonstrations 
are  consistently  well  attended.  Notices  of  the  conferences  with  the  program 
are  sent  to  those  of  the  alumni  of  the  staff  desiring  them. 

It  is  a source  of  satisfaction  that  there  is  a renewed  interest  in  pathology 
as  evidenced  by  the  many  requests  to  do  volunteer  work  in  the  laboratory; 
owing  to  the  limited  space  it  is  impossible  to  accommodate  all  of  those 
applying.  Dr.  Jerome  A.  Marks,  Dr.  Mary  Eleston  and  Dr.  W.  J.  Spring 
weie  volunteer  assistants  for  periods  of  two  to  six  months.  Dr.  Ralph  W. 
Nauss  is  pursuing  some  special  studies  in  Hodgkin’s  disease. 

Dr.  Beryl  H.  Paige  has  continued  as  Assistant  Resident  Pathologist. 

For  several  years  there  has  been  evident  need  for  an  interne  in  Pathology. 
This  need  has  been  especially  acute  inasmuch  as  none  of  the  staff  has  resided 
in  the  hospital.  In  October,  arrangements  were  made  whereby  accommo- 
dations were  available  for  an  interne.  Dr.  W.  J.  Spring  filled  the  position 
until  January  first,  when  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  leave  to  begin  an 
interneship  in  another  hospital.  Dr.  Carnes  Weeks  was  appointed  interne 
for  the  period  from  January  to  July,  1926. 

During  the  year  there  were  299  deaths  and  117  autopsies  were  performed, 
a percentage  of  39.1.  This  percentage,  approximately,  has  obtained  for  the 
past  five  years  as  will  be  noted  from  Table  I.  The  percentage  of  autopsies 
on  medical  cases  was  42.0,  on  surgical  cases,  34.2.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  DENTAL  SERVICE 


December  31,  1925 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I am  pleased  to  present  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the 
Dental  Service  for  the  year  of  1925. 

The  various  departments  in  this  service  have  been  functioning  success- 
fully throughout  the  year,  and  with  one  exception  no  radical  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  policies  or  procedure.  The  exception  refers  to  the  dropping 
of  two  ward  dentists  who  have  been  replaced  by  taking  on  a dental  interne. 

While  this  plan  was  in  the  nature  of  an  experiment  I am  glad  to  state 
that  it  has  worked  out  satisfactorily.  The  dental  interne  being  in  the 
hospital  all  day  has  been  able  to  cover  the  ward  work  thoroughly  and  also 
to  assist  in  operative  dentistry  and  oral  surgery  as  well.  Incidentally  a 
material  financial  saving  has  been  effected. 

In  Oral  Surgery  a substantial  gain  is  shown  in  both  the  number  of  per- 
sons treated  and  in  the  number  of  visits. 

In  Operative  Dentistry  there  is  an  increase  of  the  number  of  persons 
treated,  but  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  visits. 

In  Oral  Prophylaxis  there  is  a substantial  increase  in  both  the  number 
of  persons  seen  and  the  number  of  treatments  administered. 

The  X-Ray  Department  continues  to  be  an  important  feature  of  our 
work  and  during  the  year  2,343  patients  were  seen  and  16,873  films  were 
made,  showing  the  largest  volume  of  work  ever  accomplished  in  this  de- 
partment. 

The  Pyorrhea  Clinic  which  is  operative  one  evening  each  week,  except 
during  the  summer,  treated  37  cases  and  recorded  346  treatments. 

Two  lectures  were  given  to  the  pupils  in  the  Nurses  Training  School, 
one  on  tooth  development  and  one  on  the  importance  of  oral  hygiene  in 
health  and  disease. 

There  have  been  no  additions  to  the  equipment,  but  some  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  lighting  system  which  have  proved  beneficial. 

The  statistics  which  follow  indicate  the  volume  of  work  accomplished 
by  the  Dental  Service  during  the  year  1925.

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  thirty-third  annual  report 
of  the  School  of  Nursing  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

The  past  year  has  been  another  eventful  year  for  the  School  of  Nursing. 
1,068  announcements  in  response  to  inquiries  concerning  the  School  were 
sent  out  in  1925.  Fifty-eight  students  were  received  into  the  school  and 
sixty-two  graduated.  During  the  spring  an  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  among 
the  students  delayed  the  instruction,  but  fortunately  it  was  not  a severe 
type  and  no  complications  resulted.  The  graduating  class  of  1925  was  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  School.  As  they  finished  their  time  and  left  it 
was  difficult  to  fill  their  places  immediately.  As  a consequence  we  did  not 
have  our  usual  number  of  students  for  the  wards  at  times,  and  this  meant 
extra  responsibility  for  those  who  were  here.  The  students,  however,  went 
on  ten-hour  duty  a day  and  cooperated  in  every  way  possible. 

Miss  Eva  M.  Bean,  ’22  A.B.,  resigned  as  Assistant  Instructor  to  accept 
the  position  of  Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  Maine  General 
Hospital,  Portland,  Maine.  Doris  Rykert,  ’23  B.S.,  accepted  the  position 
vacated  by  Miss  Bean. 

Margaret  Eliot,  ’21,  was  transferred  from  Night  Director  to  Head  Nurse 
of  the  Women’s  Medical.  Lucille  M.  Miller,  ’22,  accepted  the  position  of 
Night  Director. 

The  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  Class  of  1925  were  held  on  May  7, 
1925,  in  the  Madison  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  address  to  the 
graduating  class  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Lewis  Perry,  Headmaster  of  Exeter.

REPORT  OF  THE  OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 


December  31,  1925 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Out-Patient  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

Although  our  figures  of  last  year  seemed  to  indicate  that  the  Out- 
Patient  activities  had  reached  a maximum  capacity  and  that  all  available 
space  was  used  to  its  physical  limits,  we  have  again  this  year  had  an  in- 
creased attendance. 

The  total  number  of  patient  visits  to  all  of  the  clinics  and  the  Emergency 
Ward,  exclusive  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Follow-Up  was  110,407.  This 
was  an  increase  of  5,621.  In  addition  to  this  there  were  5,460  medical  and 
surgical  follow-up  visits  which  made  a grand  total  of  115,867.  The  total 
number  of  persons  who  came  under  our  care  outside  of  the  follow-up  clinics 
was  18,282  as  against  17,364  the  previous  year. 

The  patient  visits  of  each  general  service,  the  number  of  individuals  and 
the  average  number  of  visits  per  patient  for  the  year  are  as  follows:

The  earnings  of  the  Out-Patient  Department 

show  a 

gain  over  the 

previous  year.  This  is  accounted  for  in  two  ways:  first,  we  have  had  an 
increased  attendance  of  about  five  per  cent,  and  second,  due  to  the  fact 
that  all  cases  of  fee  remission  have  been  carefully  tickled  and  no  patients 
are  allowed  to  carry  an  indefinite  free  card.  Their  cards  are  checked  at  set 
intervals  according  to  the  individual  case  and  in  this  way  injustice  avoided 
both  to  the  individual  and  the  institution. 

During  the  year  the  Surgical  Clinics  have  added  to  their  professional 
staff  and  have  shown  a very  much  increased  attendance  in  practically  all 
departments. 

The  Surgical  Diagnostic  Clinic  has  added  to  their  facilities  clinics  in 
Urology,  Neuro-Surgery  and  Surgical  Psychiatry. 

The  medical  teams,  as  mentioned  in  the  Chief  of  Clinic’s  report  show  an 
increased  number  of  individuals  cared  for  in  Men’s  and  Women’s  Medical 
Clinics  over  the  previous  year.  This  is  attributed  to  an  increased  number  of 
new  cases  admitted  daily,  which  was  made  possible  by  the  team  organization. 

Due  to  the  assignment  of  an  increased  number  of  social  workers  to  the 
teams  and  out-patient  service,  there  has  been  a large  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  referred  to  Social  Service  during  the  year. 

A daily  report  was  inaugurated  during  the  fall.  This  shows  what  the 
average  daily  attendance  per  clinic  should  be  as  placed  against  actual 
attendance,  the  number  of  new  cases,  deferred  appointment  dates,  admis- 
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sion  to  the  hospital,  etc.,  and  has  served  to  bring  the  Chiefs  of  Clinic  and 
others  responsible  for  the  care  of  patients  into  closer  touch  with  conditions 
and  has  helped  to  keep  them  up  to  a higher  standard  of  service. 

The  Emergency  Ward  cared  for  an  increased  volume  of  patients  during 
the  past  year  as  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  statistical  report.  Much  of 
the  routine  between  the  Accident  Ward  and  the  Out-Patient  Department 
has  been  simplified  and  is  working  very  smoothly. 

The  annual  Christmas  Paity  which  is  given  every  year  to  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  children  under  the  care  of  Social  Service  was  held  as 
usual.  Due  to  the  energy  and  resourcefulness  of  the  Christmas  Committee 
under  Mrs.  Louis  Noel,  the  children  had  an  exceptionally  joyous  Christmas 
party.  We  wish  to  extend  thanks  to  the  people  in  the  neighborhood,  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  others  who  assisted  financially  and  through  gifts  to 
help  make  their  Christmas  season  one  of  enjoyment  for  these  children. 

During  the  winter  season,  we  have  had  the  help  of  from  twelve  to  fifteen 
volunteer  aides,  who  are  definitely  assigned  to  regular  clinics  and  have  been 
very  constant  in  their  attendance.  We  wish  to  thank  these  young  women 
and  express  our  appreciation  for  the  help  they  have  given  the  Hospital. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  for  the  support,  interest  and 
loyalty  of  the  entire  Out-Patient  Department  Staff.  May  we  also  take  this 
occasion  to  thank  the  other  departments  of  the  hospital  for  their  ready 
cooperation?

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — During  the  past  year  the  Medical  O.  P.  D.  has  continued 
to  progress  along  the  lines  laid  down  last  year.  The  team  system  is  working 
smoothly.  The  continuity  of  service  thus  provided  has  been  of  considerable 
benefit  both  to  patients  and  to  physicians. 

The  medical  administration  of  the  medical  O.  P.  D.  has  been  placed 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  a committee,  composed  of  the  heads  of  the  various 
teams.  The  chairman  of  the  committee  acts  as  Chief  of  Clinic.  The  various 
questions  relating  to  teaching  and  the  medical  work  in  the  O.  P.  D.  are 
discussed  and  decided  by  this  committee.  The  broader  policies  of  the 
Medical  O.  P.  D.  are  decided  by  a supervisory  committee  of  which  Dr. 
Albert  Lamb  is  the  head.  The  chief  of  the  clinic  and  one  other  member  of 
the  executive  committee  are  members.  This  system  is  arranged  to  relieve 
the  Professor  of  Medicine  of  unimportant  executive  details  and  create  more 
esprit  in  the  members  of  the  teams. 

The  medical  work  of  the  0.  P.  D.  has  been  maintained  at  its  usual  high 
level.  The  small  space  and  difficult  geographical  arrangement  prevent 
the  development  of  the  general  O.  P.  D.,  prevent  the  establishment  of  new 
Special  departments  and  seriously  handicap  the  existing  ones.  The  Chil- 
dren’s department  has  shown  improved  character  of  work  as  well  as  atten- 
dance during  the  past  year. 

As  may  be  seen  by  a glance  at  the  statistics,  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  total  number  of  individual  patients  seen,  although  the  total  number 
of  visits  to  the  O.  P.  D.  has  been  decreased. 

The  cooperation  of  Social  Service  in  the  Out-Patient  work  is  more  in- 
tensive and  is  playing  an  increasing  part  in  the  successful  adaptation  of  our 
patients  to  their  environment. 

An  increased  number  of  visits  to  the  Surgical  Clinics  has  fortunately 
been  more  than  compensated  by  an  increase  in  the  personnel.  This  increase 
not  only  lightens  the  burden  on  each  Attending  but  permits  of  more  instruc- 
tion to  the  surgical  internes  which  should  result  in  an  improvement  of  the 
Emergency  Ward  service.  It  also  obviates  delay  in  the  treatment  of 
patients  during  the  teaching  period  which  heretofore  has  been  unavoidable. 

The  Fracture  Group  feel  that  considerable  advantage  has  resulted  from 
the  arrangement  whereby  emergency  x-rays  are  taken  by  the  interne  in  the 
Emergency  Ward  nights  and  holidays  when  the  X-Ray  Department  is  closed. 

The  Surgical  Diagnostic  Clinic  has  been  expanded  by  the  inclusion  of 
more  consultants.  Two  additional  would  make  it  independent  of  other 
institutions.  This  clinic’s  outstanding  problem,  however,  is  the  loss  of 
patients  due  to  the  delay  between  the  completion  of  a work-up  and  admission 
to  the  wards.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION 

OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING  OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN 
HOSPITAL  IN  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK 

December  31,  1925 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  eleventh  annual  report 
of  the  Alumnae  Association  of  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

It  is  with  genuine  pleasure  we  tell  you  of  what  we  consider  our  great 
achievement,  that  of  completing  our  drive  for  the  million  dollar  fund  for  the 
new  Nurses’  Residence.  Much  of  the  credit  is  due  Miss  Maxwell  who 
worked  unceasingly  until  the  entire  sum  was  obtained.  The  gift  of  $250,000 
from  Mrs.  Stephen  V.  Harkness  had  a double  significance,  for  it  not  only 
brought  the  campaign  to  a close  but  it  also  made  available  the  gift  of 
$25,000  from  Mrs.  Edward  S.  Harkness  which  was  contingent  upon  reaching 
the  goal. 

In  view  of  the  much  discussed  question  as  to  the  increase  in  salary  for 
nurses  doing  special  nursing  both  in  and  out  of  the  hospital,  the  Association 
with  the  approval  of  your  Board,  took  the  following  action  at  the  November 
Quarterly  Meeting.  For  twelve-hour  duty  $8.00  is  to  be  the  rate  and 
$10.00  for  twenty-four-hour  duty  out  of  the  hospital.  The  rate  to  be  paid 
for  twelve-hour  duty  in  the  hospital  is  $7.00  with  the  privilege  of  shortening 
the  day  to  eleven  hours  whenever  the  conditions  are  favorable  for  so  doing. 

The  meetings  of  the  School  of  Nursing  Committee  which  I,  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  Association,  have  been  attending  since  October,  have  been 
intensely  interesting  and  helpful  and  I feel  sure  this  contact  between  your 
Committee  and  the  Alumnae  will  prove  very  beneficial. 

The  Pension  Fund  is  paying  $300  a year  to  eleven  members.  There  are 
thirteen  eligible  members  but  two,  not  needing  it,  have  returned  theirs  to 
the  Fund.

CHARTER 


AN  ACT 

To  Found  a Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York 
Passed  February  28,  1868 — Chapter  15 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Morris  K. 
Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named,  shall  constitute 
a body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  conduct  a Hospital  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  "The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York.” 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested  in  and 
managed  by  a Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28,  1868,  increased  to 
thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in  the  following  section. 

Section  3.  James  Brown,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  William  A.  Booth,  Aaron  B.  Bel- 
knap, William  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  Winthrop  S.  Gilman, 
Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah,  Morris  K. 
Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnson,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  William  Paton,  Thomas 

C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thomas  U.  Smith,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D.,  John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M. 
Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  William  M.  Vermilye,  Washington  R.  Vermilye, 
A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two  in  number,  shall  constitute  a 
part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty-two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M. 
Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church;  the  Rev.  William  Adams, 

D. D.,  as  Minister  of  the  Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church;  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Pro- 
testant Dutch  Church,  and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors 
in  office  for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said  Board 
shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two  three,  and  four  years  thereafter,  so  that  eight  Man- 
agers shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  annually,  by  ballot,  to  hold  their 
seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may 
occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such  agents,  assistants, 
and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  said  Corporation 
Among  these  shall  be  included  a Superintendent  and  a Chaplain  or  both  a Superin- 
tendent and  a Chaplain;  but  these  positions  shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 
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Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any  special  meet- 
ing; but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven  shall  be  a quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  is  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise,  or 
otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  said  Hospital 
all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  possessed,  in  so  far  as  the 
same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which 
said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be  subject  to 
the  provisions,  restrictions  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3rd  Title  of  the  18th  Chap- 
ter of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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ARTICLE  I 

TITLE 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  “The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York.” 

ARTICLE  II 

OBJECT 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and  management  of  an 
Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick 
or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color.  The  public  religious  ser- 
vices in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presby- 
terian or  Reformed  Church. 

ARTICLE  III 

THE  SOCIETY 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be  approved 
by  a majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a stated  meeting, 
and  who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a previous  stated  meeting  by  a Standing 
Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV 

ENDOWED  BEDS 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle  the  donor 
to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of  patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  here- 
after, prescribed  by  said  Board. 

Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the  amount  paid 
therefor  shall  be  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities  until  the  privilege  may 
lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise. 

ARTICLE  V 

PROPERTY 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of 
the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  donor  or 
testator. 

ARTICLE  VI 

GOVERNMENT 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a Board  of  thirty-six 
Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight  each;  and 
the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three  and  four  years  thereafter,  so  that  Eight  Man- 
agers shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annually,  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for 
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four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Managers,  the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Min- 
ister of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the 
Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being  shall  be  added  as  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  a 
Vice-President,  a Treasurer,  a Corresponding  Secretary  and  a Recording  Secretary, 
who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  from  their  own  number, 
and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The  said  Officers  and  Managers,  together, 
shall  form  a Board,  to  be  denominated  the  “ Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,”  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  hold- 
ing any  special  meeting;  but  seven  shall  be  a quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  authorized  to 
execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of  the  Society.  To 
it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institution;  authority  to  make  By- 
Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacancies  in 
their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of  the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants  and 
attendants,  and  generally  to  transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each 
month  excepting  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September,  and  may  hold  adjourned 
meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent, or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  written 
requisition  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  but  when  special  meetings  are 
called,  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall 
be  notified  to  the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting;  and  no  other 
subject  shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

ANNUAL  MEETING 

A meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such  day  after 
the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  year  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this 
meeting;  to  present  to  the  members  a report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  years; 
to  exhibit  a statement  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society;  and  also  to  give  infor- 
mation of  any  matters  relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest 
or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of 
managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire.  These  eight  members,  together 
with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes,  and  the  four  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year  and  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on 
the  appointed  day,  a special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose;  and  shall  be  adopted  only  on  a 
concurrence  of  a majority  of  the  members  present,  but  the  affirmative  vote  must  not 
be  less  than  eleven. 
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OF|THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

I — Rules  and  Regulations 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  man 
agement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  incon- 
sistent with  these  By-Laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  a majority  of  those  present. 

II — President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall  appoint  all 
special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  He  shall  also  be  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees. 

1 1 1 — Vice-President 

In  the  event  of  a vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his  absence  or  in- 
ability to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-President.  Should 
he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a President  pro-tem  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

IV — Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  papers  and  documents 
relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  other  than  such  as  are  mentioned  in 
By-Law  V.,  of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  ac- 
count in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He  shall  cause 
to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts,  expenditures,  and 
financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all  suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys  without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

V — Safe  Keeping  of  Securities 

All  bonds,  stocks  and  other  invested  securities  and  evidences  of  value,  shall  be 
deposited  for  safe  keeping  with  a trust  company  approved  by  the  Board  to  be  held 
in  the  name  of  the  Hospital  and  subject  to  the  joint  written  order  of  the  Treasurer 
and  a member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  of  two 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  all  cash  collections  being  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  Treasurer  as  elsewhere  provided. 

VI — Secretary 

The  Secretary  shall  be  the  Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretary  and  shall 
keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such 
records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain  to  the  office  of  Treasurer.  He  shall  also  be  ex- 
officio  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  said  Com- 
mittee. He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  least 
two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify  members  of  their  appointment  on  Com- 
mittees, and  generally  perform  such  duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 
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He  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  of  the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend  to  its  publication. 

VII — Committees 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in  their  Board, 
the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  members,  a Dispensary 
Committee  of  five  members,  a School  of  Nursing  Committee  of  three  or  more  members, 
a House  Committee  of  three  or  more  members,  a Finance  Committee  of  five  mem- 
bers, of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one,  a Committee  on  Nominations  of  five  mem- 
bers, of  which  the  Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  mem- 
bers. The  members  appointed  on  these  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year 
from  the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint  two  of  its  members  for 
each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  Inspecting  Committee.  If  any  Man- 
ager thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to  attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some  other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

VIII — Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  eight  Managers  chosen  as  provided 
in  By-Law  VII,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving  as  the  Inspecting 
Committee,  and  the  members  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  School  of  Nursing  and 
House  Committees. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month 
and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by  the  Chairman  or 
two  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  orders  and  establish  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  better  carrying  into  effect  the  object 
of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with  those 
established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection  and  discharge  of  patients 
shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

4.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assistants,  or 
any  other  officer  or  employee  shall  neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  Super- 
intendent, the  Superintendent  may  suspend  the  offender,  and  he  shall  at  once  report 
his  action  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property  within 
the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is  observed  in  the 
administration  of  all  its  affairs,  having  due  regard  to  the  welfare  of  its  beneficiaries. 
It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Superintendent;  and  authorize  such 
repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw 
drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  therefor;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay-rolls  and 
supplies,  shall  not  exceed  $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor;  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee;  and  shall 
be  a sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 
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IX — Out-Patient  Department  Committee 

The  Out-Patient  Department  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers.  It  shall 
have  the  general  care  and  oversight  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  shall  meet 
on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month. 

X — School  of  Nursing  Committee 

The  School  of  Nursing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  or  more  Managers,  who 
shall  have  the  general  care  and  oversight  of  the  School  of  Nursing. 

XI — House  Committee 

The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  or  more  Managers,  and  shall  direct 
and  control  the  purchasing  of  all  food,  fuel,  equipment  and  repair  supplies,  and  have 
general  supervision  of  the  equipment,  maintenance  and  repair  of  real  estate  and 
buildings. 

XII — Finance  Committee 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom  shall 
be  the  Treasurer.  Three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

2.  They  shall  have  authority  in  their  discretion  to  sell  bonds,  stock  and  other 
invested  securities  and  evidence  of  value  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  invest  and  re- 
invest the  proceeds  (together  with  any  other  funds  of  the  Society  available  for  invest- 
ment) in  such  securities  as  they  deem  wise. 

XIII —  Nominating  Committee 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom  the 
Secretary  shall  be  one.  Three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers  they  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  the  name  of  a Life  Member  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  to  them  shall 
be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for  such  position  or  for  Life  Member- 
ship; but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall  be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with  unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  referred  to 
this  Committee.  The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  considered  by  the  Com- 
mittee shall  be  by  them  reported  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

XIV —  Inspecting  Committee 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings,  visit  the 
wards,  service  rooms,  and  laboratories  and  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and 
order  of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds. 

2.  They  shall  enter  their  report  in  a book,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 

XV — Auditing  Committee 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  shortly  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  examine 
and  check  the  bonds,  stocks,  mortgages  or  other  securities  or  evidences  of  value 
owned  by  the  Hospital  and  shall  also  have  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  Super- 
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intendent  for  the  last  fiscal  year  examined  and  checked  by  certified  public  account- 
ants. The  Committee  shall  thereafter  report  to  the  Board  the  result  of  such 
accounting  with  its  recommendations. 

XVI — Medical  Board  and  the  Medical,  Surgical  and  Laboratory  Service 

1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually — 

(а)  A Director  of  the  Surgical  Service,  a Director  of  the  Medical  Service,  and  a 
Director  of  the  Pathological  Service ; these  shall  together  constitute  the  Medical  Board. 

(б)  As  many  Visiting  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  Associate  Visiting  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital  may  require,  a Visiting  Physician  to 
the  Roentgen  Ray  Department,  a Visiting  Bacteriologist,  a Visiting  Chemist,  an 
Out-Patient  Department  Staff,  and  such  other  department  chiefs  and  assistants  as 
the  various  services  of  the  Hospital  may  require. 

(c)  As  many  Assistant  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  special  Consulting  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital  may  require. 

( d ) A House  Staff,  consisting  of  as  many  members  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital 
may  require,  and  at  such  times  and  for  such  terms  of  service  as  shall  seem  best  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

(e)  A Register  of  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

2.  These  appointments  shall  be  made  at  some  time  prior  to  July  1st  in  each 
year.  The  appointees  unless  a different  term  be  fixed  by  the  Board  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  and  thereafter  until  further  action  of  the  Board. 

XVII — Executive  Staff 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a Superintendent  and  such  Assistants  as 
the  Board  may  deem  necessary  for  the  service  of  the  Hospital,  whose  services  shall 
continue  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  such 
Assistants  as  may  be  necessary  for  such  service,  and  such  appointees  shall  hold  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

XVIII — Endowed  Beds 

1.  A gift  of  $10,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  and  assigns  to 
nominate,  from  time  to  time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge;  subject  to  the  following  qualifications: 

(a)  A donor  may  transfer  the  power  to  nominate  only  to  an  individual  who  shall 
be  acceptable  to  the  Hospital; 

(b)  A donor  being  an  association  or  a corporation  organized  for  profit  shall  be 
limited  to  not  to  exceed  ninety  days  of  occupancy  in  any  one  year; 

(c)  Any  such  proposed  gift  by  a church,  lodge  or  other  eleemosynary  organization 
shall  not  be  governed  by  this  By-Law  but  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits  when  offered. 

2.  Subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  set  forth  in  (1)  above,  a gift  of  $15,000  shall 
entitle  the  donor,  his  successors  and  assigns,  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a patient 
to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  a one-bed  ward  room  of  the  proposed  new  hospital  free 
of  charge. 
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3.  A gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during  life,  to  nominate  from  time  to 
time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common  wards  of  the  Hospital  free 
of  charge.  If  the  donor  be  a corporation  or  association  the  privilege  to  nominate  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years  unless  the  privilege  be  extended  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
but  shall  in  no  event  continue  for  a greater  period  than  twenty-five  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation  being  the  donor  of  a $5,000  bed  may  increase  their 
donation  to  $10,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become  henceforth  entitled  to  the  privi- 
lege that  attaches  to  an  orieinal  donation  of  that  amount. 

5.  All  endowed  bed  privileges  are  subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  govern- 
ing the  admission,  treatment  and  discharge  of  patients. 

6.  Contributions  to  the  endowment  fund  of  free  beds,  as  above  provided  for, 
may  be  made  by  instalments,  when  the  donor  shall,  in  writing,  so  notify  the  Treasurer 
at  the  time  of  each  payment.  So  long  as  the  instalments  so  paid  in  shall  not  equal  the 
sums  required  under  the  preceding  sections,  the  amount  received  shall  constitute  a 
portion  of  the  general  endowment  fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  current  expenses  of  the  Hospital,  and  no  privileges  shall  accrue  to  the 
donor. 

7.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  in  their  discretion  to  make,  under 
special  and  exceptional  circumstances,  such  other  arrangements  (temporary  or  perma- 
nent) as  to  endowed  beds  as  they  may  deem  best  calculated  to  promote  the  objects 
for  which  the  Hospital  was  established  and  is  now  being  maintained. 

8.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  beds  free  of 
charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  prescribe,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  also  affix  the 
seal  of  the  Corporation. 

XIX — Appropriations  of  Money 

Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Section  5 of  By-Law  VIII,  and  Section  2 of 
By-Law  XII,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer 
by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meeting,  and  be  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary,  or  Secretary  pro  tern,  and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient 
voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

XX — Complaints,  Suspensions  or  Discharges 

If  any  officer,  physician  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his  office, 
or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital,  or  refuse 
or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  may  submit  against  him  a complaint  in  writing,  at  a meeting 
duly  called,  and  thereupon  a notice  of  the  said  complaint  shall  be  given  to  the  person 
complained  of,  and  a time  shall  be  appointed  (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of 
said  notice)  for  the  person  complained  of  to  make  his  defense  before  the  Board  of 
Managers;  and  the  Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard 
the  defense  of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence  and 
approbation  of  a majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  discharge  the  officer, 
physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 
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XXI — Order  of  Business 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  necessary 
and  approved. 

4.  Treasurer’s  Reports. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committee  shall  be  called  for,  and  action  taken  thereon. 

6.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  New  business. 

XXII — Alterations  or  Additions 

Any  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose.  It  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an 
affirmative  vote  of  a majority  of  those  present.  A copy  of  any  proposed  amendment 
shall  be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Board  at  least  three  days  prior  to  the  next 
meeting.

RULES  AS  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 

1.  All  ward  patients  are  required  to  pay  $3.00  per  day  for  board  or  such  smaller 
sums  as  may  be  determined  by  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  of  which  the  Managers 
shall  be  the  sole  judges.  Patients  from  New  York  City  (Manhattan  and  Bronx),  who 
are  unable  to  pay  are  admitted  free.  Patients  from  out  of  town  will  not  usually  be 
admitted  free  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  patients  recommended  for  admission 
by  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  or  by  any  of  the  Directors  of  the  Service. 

2.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accident  or  serious  illness  will  be  admitted  at 
any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  Other  patients  should  apply  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment for  treatment  or  admission  to  the  Hospital. 

3.  Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recommendation  of 
any  Manager,  after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  a member  of  the  House  Staff 
or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Surgeon  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  readily  communicable  disease  shall  be  admitted, 
nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the  Hospital;  nor  shall  any 
patient  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be  incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symp- 
toms which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  are  capable  of 
being  relieved.  There  shall  be  no  uterine  nor  vaginal  examination  made  except  in  the 
presence  of  a nurse. 

5.  No  patient  suffering  from  erysipelas  shall  be  admitted  to  either  the  Medical  or 
Surgical  Division  of  the  Hospital. 

6.  There  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  beds. 

7.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  some  reputable  physician,  stating  the  nature  and  probable 
duration  of  the  disease.

RULES  FOR  VISITORS 


1.  Visitors  are  allowed  in  the  Wards  for  Adults,  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday 
and  Saturday,  from  1 to  2 p.  m.;  Tuesday  and  Friday  from  6 to  8 p.  m.;  and  Sunday 
from  1 to  3 p.  m.  Visitors  may  not  come  at  any  other  time,  unless  under  exceptional 
circumstances. 

2.  No  more  than  two  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  see  any  Patient  on  one  Day. 

3.  Only  fruit,  jelly  and  ice  cream  may  be  brought  for  patients.  Such  packages 
must  be  left  with  the  door  clerk,  and,  if  approved  by  the  Physician,  will  be  sent  to 
the  Patients. 

4.  In  the  Children’s  Ward,  parents  only  are  allowed.  No  other  relatives,  children 
or  friends  are  permitted  in  this  Ward.  Parents  are  allowed  on  Tuesday  evening 
from  6 to  7 p.  m.,  Sunday  from  2 to  3 p.  m.,  and  may  remain  one  half  hour  only. 
No  packages  of  any  kind  may  be  carried  to  the  Children’s  Ward. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hospital; 
must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends;  must  not  stop  or  loiter  in  the 
halls,  offices,  or  on  the  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building  promptly  at  the  end  of 
visiting  hours. 

Any  violations  of  these  rules  may  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from  the 
premises.

IT  IS  impossible  to  condense  within  the  brief  space  allotted  to  the  Presi- 
dent’s introductory  remarks  that  wealth  of  important  and  interesting 
detail  which  makes  up  the  annual  history  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital.  We 
leave  it,  therefore,  to  the  Department  Heads  to  tell  the  story  of  the  daily 
struggle  against  disease  and  the  efforts  to  advance  the  public  health  through 
Preventive  Medicine.  Their  summaries,  found  on  subsequent  pages,  are  the 
essence  of  this  Annual  Report. 

A teaching  hospital  is  an  outstanding  unit  in  community  life.  Its  activi- 
ties are  not  confined  within  its  walls.  They  touch  the  mainsprings  of  the 
social  organization.  The  layman  is  apt  to  conceive  the  hospital’s  function 
in  relation  only  to  its  bed-patients.  That  is  truly  a most  important  work, 
but  properly  evaluated,  by  no  means  its  only  great  contribution  to  the  com- 
munity. We  must  look  to  Preventive  Medicine,  in  the  broadest  sense  of  that 
term,  for  a test  of  the  ultimate  social  value  of  the  hospital. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  or  Clinic  yields  the  most  patent  example  of 
hospital  activities  directed  toward  preserving  the  economic  status  of  the  in- 
dividual. This  type  of  Preventive  Medicine  is  growing  enormously  in  im- 
portance. Its  endeavor  is  to  keep  the  patient  out  of  a hospital  bed  except 
where  the  ultimate  diagnosis  discloses  the  real  necessity  of  such  treatment. 
Obviously,  if  the  sufferer  can  be  restored  to  health  while  still  an  ambulatory 
case,  he  is  best  served  and  so  is  the  community  for  the  economic  waste  of  a 
complete  removal  from  social  usefulness  has  been  avoided. 

The  Social  Service  Department  is  another  important  adjunct  to  Preven- 
tive Medicine  as  well  as  a necessary  link  in  the  care  of  patients  within  the 
walls.  Through  this  department,  contact  is  maintained  between  professional 
treatment  at  the  hospital  and  the  environment  of  the  patient  as  a member  of 
the  social  body.  It  advises  the  doctor  in  charge  of  background  and  environ- 
mental conditions  which  directly  bear  upon  the  condition  of  the  patient  and 
indirectly  upon  the  treatment  to  be  accorded  him.  Furthermore,  it  is  the 
province  of  Social  Service  to  see  that  the  patient  is  relieved  as  far  as  possible 
from  the  anxieties  attendant  upon  a family  whose  welfare  is  unprovided  for 
while  its  head  is  in  confinement.  This  is  done  by  establishing  contacts  with 
other  organizations  which  are  devoted  to  social  aid  and  in  some  cases  by 
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the  actual  application  of  such  aid.  Other  activities  of  Social  Service  are 
many.  It  is  intended  here  only  to  emphasize  the  growing  importance  of  this  i 
branch  of  work  in  the  modern  hospital. 

Another  community  service  performed  by  the  Hospital  is  the  training  of 
nurses,  who,  through  their  administrations  to  the  sick,  and  particularly  in 
public  health  nursing  and  teaching,  contribute  directly  to  the  prevention  of 
disease.  The  operation  of  a successful  School  of  Nursing  is  an  educational 
enterprise  of  high  import.  The  degree  and  kind  of  training  to  be  given  in 
the  sciences  may  still  be  considered  moot.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  proper 
tendency  should  be  toward  equipping  the  graduate  to  undertake  any  field  of 
work  which  may  interest  her,  whether  it  be  hospital  nursing,  private  nursing, 
public  health  nursing  or  education.  It  is  the  aim  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospi- 
tal to  proceed  along  sane  lines  in  the  development  of  the  educational  and 
practical  side  of  training  and  at  the  same  time  to  prepare,  through  university 
alliance,  to  add  the  higher  courses  as  post-graduate  work  or  otherwise.  Thus 
will  the  graduate  be  enabled  to  take  the  place  she  chooses  in  the  world  of 
nursing. 

There  are  many  problems  of  nursing  care  within  the  hospital  which  are  re- 
ceiving attention.  Group  nursing  will  be  utilized  in  the  private  pavilion.  It 
has  been  successful  elsewhere  and  the  resulting  economy  to  the  nursing  pro- 
fession and  to  the  patient  are  obvious.  Ward-maid  service  has  been  extended, 
relieving  the  pupil  nurse  from  unnecessary  tasks  of  a menial  nature.  Addi- 
tions have  been  made  to  the  teaching  staff  of  the  school,  enabling  instruction 
on  the  wards  with  undivided  attention,  a result  impossible  when  the  head 
ward-nurse,  as  formerly,  must  find  time  for  such  instruction  amid  her  mani- 
fold duties  to  patients.  And  finally  a study  is  being  conducted  to  determine 
what  improvements  in  the  curriculum  can  be  made. 

The  operation  of  a Department  of  Nutrition  affords  an  opportunity  of 
bringing  to  the  home  much  medical  instruction  in  the  art  of  preserving  health 
through  a proper  understanding  of  the  meaning  of  diet.  The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  is  extending  this  work  at  the  point  of  greatest  community  service, 
that  is  in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  To  the  Department  of  Nutrition 
falls  not  only  the  preparation  of  special  diets  but  the  determination  of  the 
food  values  to  be  daily  served  to  other  patients  and  to  the  large  hospital 
staff.  The  services  of  the  dietitian  run  through  the  entire  kitchen  depart- 
ment and  are  to  be  extended  to  the  serving  pantries  connected  with  the 
wards.  In  addition  a class  of  student  dietitians  is  under  instruction  afford- 
ing a constant  spur  to  the  maintenance  of  educational  standards. 

The  Department  of  Occupational  Therapy  deals  with  problems  of  inac- 
tion resulting  from  hospital  confinement.  As  an  aid  to  convalesence  this 
work  is  most  important.  Further  it  distinctly  helps  to  maintain  the  individ- 
ual as  a useful  member  of  the  community,  ready,  upon  discharge,  to  assume 
social  duties  without  the  handicap  incident  to  complete  stagnation  of  mental 
alertness. 

Doubtless  the  greatest  contribution  to  Preventive  Medicine  made  by  a 
teaching  hospital  is  found  in  the  furnishing  of  clinical  and  laboratory  facilities 
to  the  professional  staff.  Medical  practice,  research  and  education  are  hand- 
maidens linked  in  a common  task,  the  securing  of  the  public  health.  No  one 
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of  them  can  succeed  without  the  assistance  of  the  others.  Together  they 
seek  not  only  the  alleviation  but  also  the  prevention  of  human  suffering.  To 
their  common  effort  resulting  in  the  application  of  an  aggregate  of  brains  to  a 
given  problem,  the  world  must  look  for  the  great  medical  discoveries  of  the 
future  which  may  make  the  world  a safer  and  a better  place  in  which  to  live. 

No  hospital  can  fully  perform  its  duty  to  the  community  without  em- 
phasis upon  the  problem  of  convalescent  care.  After  completion  of  hospital 
days  many  patients  require  rest  and  attention  which  cannot  be  obtained  at 
home.  As  reported  last  year  the  Presbyterian  has  acquired  a splendid  site 
for  a convalescent  home  through  the  generosity  of  friends.  We  regret  that 
the  heavy  financial  task  of  completing  the  new  hospital  has  left  us  no  oppor- 
tunity for  the  development  of  the  site.  That  is  an  obligation  and  a privilege 
necessarily  postponed  for  the  immediate  present. 

We  have  given  but  the  briefest  outline  of  the  numberless  activities  of 
the  modern  teaching  hospital.  It  may  serve  to  direct  attention  to  the  most 
productive  and  fascinating  of  community  problems.  The  conduct  of  such  a 
hospital  is  an  adventure  into  the  realm  of  human  action  and  reaction  which 
reaches  the  very  foundation  of  the  social  body.  It  deals  with  things  pertain- 
ing to  the  physical  and  mental  well-being  of  man  and  his  preservation  as  an 
efficient  and  economic  unit  in  the  body  social. 

At  this  juncture  no  report  could  be  complete  without  some  reference  to 
progress  at  the  Medical  Center.  In  the  new  building  there  nearing  comple- 
tion are  encompassed  the  aspirations  of  the  present  Presbyterian  Hospital. 
We  are  earnestly  striving  to  create  the  physical  surroundings  that  will  best 
lend  themselves  to  a consummation  of  our  highest  aim — the  promotion  of 
public  health  through  adequate  medical  guidance.  The  devotion  of  the 
lives  of  servitors  in  this  cause — doctors,  nurses,  social  workers,  dietitians  and 
administrative  staff — under  the  inspirational  guidance  of  a great  university, 
cannot  but  produce  results  of  far-reaching  importance  to  the  community. 

In  the  early  months  of  1928  we  will  abandon  the  home  of  warm  associa- 
tions of  more  than  half  a century  and  take  up  our  new  abode  on  Washington 
Heights.  Heart  strings  will  be  wrenched,  but  we  face  our  new  and  enlarged 
opportunities  with  a confidence  wrought  of  obstacles  overcome  and  a firm 
belief  in  the  future.  We  bespeak  the  continued  interest  and  support  of  old 
and  tried  friends.  We  would  not,  if  we  could,  replace  them. 

To  the  many  such  friends  who  have  so  notably  assisted  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  during  the  past  year  we  acknowledge  sincere  gratitude.

ENDOWED  BEDS 

(1)  A gift  of  $10,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  and  assigns  to 
nominate,  from  time  to  time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge;  subject  to  the  following  qualifications: 

(а)  A donor  may  transfer  the  power  to  nominate  only  to  an  individual  who 
shall  be  acceptable  to  the  Hospital; 

(б)  A donor  being  an  association  or  a corporation  organized  for  profit  shall 
be  limited  to  not  to  exceed  ninety  days  of  occupancy  in  any  one  year; 

(c)  Any  such  proposed  gift  by  a church,  lodge  or  other  eleemosynary  organi- 
zation shall  not  be  governed  by  this  by-law  but  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits 
when  offered. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  set  forth  in  (1)  above,  a gift  of  $15,000  shall 
entitle  the  donor,  his  successors  and  assigns,  to  nominate  from  time  to  time,  a patient 
to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  a one-bed  ward  room  of  the  proposed  new  Hospital 
free  of  charge.

Twenty-nine  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ten  persons  have  been  bene- 
fited by  the  Hospital  during  the  year.  The  departments  contributing  this 
service  and  the  number  treated  in  each  will  be  found  in  detail  in  the  reports. 
It  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

Patients  treated  in  the  Hospital  in  wards  or  private  rooms,  4,402  persons. 
Daily  average  224  patients  which  is  89%  of  the  total  hospital  capacity.  Of 
the  ward  patients,  42.2%  were  treated  free  of  charge. 

There  were  2,121  ward  patients  to  whom  allowances  or  reductions  in  regu- 
lar Hospital  charges  were  made,  the  total  amount  of  which  was  $113,694.69. 

There  were  treated  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  11,687  persons. 
Daily  average  visits  made  were  423. 

Visiting  nurses  cared  for  6,721,  making  27,662  visits. 

In  the  Radiotherapy  Department,  4,879  treatments  were  given  to  602 
patients. 

In  the  Roentgen  Ray  Department,  31,943  films  were  taken  of  11,887 
patients. 

In  the  Dental  Department,  12,287  visits  were  made  and  17,139  dental 
films  were  taken  of  2,269  patients. 

New  pantry  equipment  including  a dish-washing  machine  has  replaced 
the  similar  old  and  worn  out  equipment  in  the  Nurses’  residence.  This 
equipment  will  later  be  moved  to  Maxwell  Hall  at  the  Medical  Center. 

An  inventory  of  all  furniture  and  fixtures  has  been  made  by  an  Appraisal 
Company.  This  inventory  includes  Hospital,  Nurses’  Residence  and  all 
Laboratory  equipment.  It  classifies  the  condition  of  the  article,  and  when 
possible  and  profitable  the  article  will  be  moved  to  the  new  buildings. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  replace  some  of  the  main  water  supply  pipes  in 
the  Surgical  Building.  Due  to  corrosion  in  the  pipes  the  wards  were  in- 
sufficiently supplied  with  both  hot  and  cold  water. 

The  Accounting  Department  has  further  improved  the  Budget  System. 
As  time  goes  on  a still  further  and  better  check  will  be  forthcoming  of  each 
department’s  work. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Miss  Martha  Koehne  of  Yale  to  head 
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our  Department  of  Nutrition,  as  soon  as  she  completes  her  work  at  New 
Haven.  Miss  Koehne  is  now  giving  some  time  to  our  dietary  problems  be- 
sides teaching  the  classes  in  dietetics. 

Dr.  Ruth  Wheeler  of  Vassar  is  assisting  Miss  Koehne  in  an  advisory 
capacity,  in  reorganizing  the  Department  of  Nutrition.  It  is  hoped  that 
with  the  help  of  Dr.  Wheeler  and  Miss  Koehne,  this  department  will  be  able 
to  render  still  more  efficient  service  to  the  patient  and  also  a more  satisfac- 
tory general  service  at  considerable  saving  in  expense.  This  department  will 
receive  active  attention  this  coming  year  with  the  move  to  the  new  Hospital 
in  mind. 

Loyal  support  has  been  given  by  the  entire  Hospital  personnel  and  the 
Administration  office  wishes  to  thank  the  entire  Staff  and  the  many  friends 
of  the  Hospital  for  their  continued  interest.

METHOD  OF  FIGURING  COST  OF  DIFFERENT  BRANCHES  OF  SERVICE: 

The  method  in  use  at  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  figuring  the  total  cost  of  caring  for  Ward  Patients.  Private  Room  Patients.  Out-Patient  Department  Patients  or  Patients  visited  in  their  homes  Is  to  charge  each  branch  of  the 
service  with  salaries  and  wages  of  all  persons  employed  exclusively  in.  and  all  supplies  and  repairs  directly  chargeable  to  such  service,  and  to  prorate  the  other  operating  expenses  which  contribute  to  the  cost  of  the  different  branches  of 
service  in  such  proportion  as  the  Superintendent  and  his  Assistants  may  consider  most  fair  after  careful  consideration  of  the  local  conditions,  which  are.  of  course,  subject  to  change  from  time  to  time.  In  determining  the  relative  propor- 
tion of  Administration  Expenses.  Professional  Care  of  Patients.  Housekeeping.  Kitchen,  etc.,  not  including  the  amounts  directly  chargeable  to  Out-Patient  Department  and  Visiting  Nursing,  the  percentage  charged  to  Ward  Patients 
and  to  Private  Room  Patients  is  based  upon  the  number  of  days’  treatment  furnished  in  each  service,  modified  by  well-known  facts;  for  instance,  the  fact  that  a private  room  patient  requires  more  professional  care  than  necessary  if  he 
were  located  in  a ward;  also,  the  important  fact  that  his  food  and  the  preparation  of  it  costs  very  much  more  than  that  of  the  ward  patient.  The  distribution  of  the  cost  of  General  House  and  Property  Expenses  among  the  different 
branches  of  the  service  is  based  upon  the  relative  cubic  contents  of  those  parts  of  the  buildings  occupied  by  each  of  the  five  services  mentioned.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MEDICAL  SERVICE 


December  31,  1926 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  from  the 
Medical  Service. 

In  previous  reports  the  several  research  activities  carried  on  bv  the  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  have  been  enumerated.  This  work  has  continued  very  much 
as  before,  there  being  no  new  or  unusual  features  to  be  reported  at  this  time. 
Throughout  the  year  numerous  gifts  set  forth  in  your  treasurer’s  report 
have  made  possible  considerable  special  work.  Especial  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  generous  contribution  from  the  Commonwealth  Fund  for  the 
work  of  the  Constitution  Clinic. 

Much  time  and  thought  have  been  devoted  to  the  plans  for  the  new 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Lamb.  Excellent  arrange- 
ments have  been  devised  for  the  admitting  clinic  as  well  as  for  the  individual 
services.  In  connection  with  the  new  dispensary  the  necessary  reorganiza- 
tion steps  are  under  active  discussion.  When  the  time  comes  to  take  up  the 
work  of  the  new  hospital  it  is  hoped  this  may  be  done  with  as  little  confusion 
as  possible. 

Through  a generous  gift  of  Mr.  Charles  R.  Crane,  Dr.  Draper  was  able 
to  visit  several  of  the  more  important  clinics  in  England  and  on  the  Conti- 
nent engaged  in  the  study  of  Constitution.  Many  interesting  suggestions 
and  facts  were  gathered  in  this  tour  which  should  prove  of  great  service  in 
the  progress  of  our  own  Constitution  Clinic. 

Dr.  George  Mackenzie  spent  several  months  visiting  some  of  the  impor- 
tant teaching  and  research  centers  abroad.  His  report  of  the  work  being 
carried  on  in  the  various  clinics  and  institutions  was  of  great  interest. 

Dr.  Majorie  Strauss  and  Dr.  Mackie  have  been  added  to  the  staff. 

There  have  been  22  publications  from  the  Medical  Service  during  the 
year. 

Six  new  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  Janeway  Library. 

Since  the  Surgical  Library  has  been  combined  with  the  Janeway  Library 
we  can  report  167  journals  now  carried.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROENTGEN  RAY  DEPARTMENT 


December  31,  1926 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Roentgen 
Ray  Department. 

The  Roentgen  Ray  method  of  examination  seems  to  be  arousing  more 
interest  and  to  be  used  more  extensively  in  case  of  study  than  ever  be- 
fore. The  latest  advance  is  the  “Graham  Test,”  the  investigation  of  the 
gall  bladder  by  means  of  the  intravenous  injection  or  the  ingestion  of 
tetraiodophenolphthlein.  During  the  past  year  this  has  been  used  with 
steadily  increasing  frequency.  This  is  probably,  in  part  at  least,  responsible 
for  the  fact  that  the  Roentographic  work  has  increased  about  ten  per  cent 
over  that  of  the  previous  year.  During  1926,  11,887  patient- visits  were 
recorded  and  31,943  films  were  used  in  making  the  required  examinations. 
With  the  facilities  at  hand,  we  seem  to  be  approaching  the  saturation  point. 
To  enable  us  to  do  promptly  all  of  the  work  requested  we  need  another 
fluoroscopic  room,  more  dressing  rooms  for  private  patients,  another  person 
on  the  technical  staff,  and  another  clerk.  Were  not  the  move  to  the  new 
Hospital  to  be  made  in  approximately  a year,  enlargement  of  our  present 
facilities  would  have  to  be  seriously  considered.  Under  the  existing  circum- 
stances, however,  it  does  not  seem  advisable  to  make  these  radical  and  ex- 
pensive changes  at  this  time. 

Our  staff  has  been  increased  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Robert  J.  Reeves 
as  full-time  assistant.  Dr.  Reeves  came  to  us  from  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  after  service  as  House  Physician  to  the  Roentgen  Ray 
Department  in  that  institution. 

Dr.  H.  Norton  Mawhinney  finished  his  serviceas  Resident  Physician  to  the 
Roentgen  Ray  Department  on  October  1 , and  went  to  Pittsburgh  to  take  charge 
of  the  X-Ray  work  in  Mercy  Hospital.  His  successor  is  Dr.  John  0.  Kellogg. 

It  has  been  our  custom  for  the  past  five  years  to  take  graduate  nurses 
into  the  Department  as  student- technicians  for  periods  of  at  least  three 
months.  No  fee  is  charged  and  no  financial  recompense  is  offered.  It  takes 
much  longer  to  acquire  real  skill  but  in  that  length  of  time  a novice  can  be- 
come of  real  assistance  under  the  supervision  of  experienced  technicians. 
These  student-technicians  have  helped  us  solve  the  problem  of  substitutes 
during  the  summer  vacations.  Miss  Marie  Paulus,  who  has  just  finished 
this  period  of  training,  has  been  appointed  Junior  Technician  to  succeed 
Miss  Alice  McCausland  who  has  returned  to  her  home  in  California. 

A new  machine  with  valve-tube  rectification  of  the  current  has  been 
temporarily  installed  to  enable  us  to  determine  by  actual  use  the  advisability 
of  considering  this  new  type  of  generating  apparatus  for  the  new  Hospital. 

In  the  Radiotherapy  section  4,879  Roentgen  treatments  were  given  tc 
602  patients.  With  Dr.  Levy  we  are  continuing  the  study  of  the  effect  oi 
Roentgen  Rays  on  rheumatic  carditis.  The  routine  work  has  not  changed 
as  we  are  hampered  by  lack  of  room  for  expansion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  SURGICAL  SERVICE 


December  31,  1926 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Surgical 
Service. 

Few  changes  have  been  made  in  our  Surgical  Service  during  the  past 
years  for  as  the  time  approaches  for  the  move  to  the  new  Hospital  we  feel 
it  is  unwise  to  alter  our  present  schedule  of  work  but  rather  that  we  should 
study  the  problems  that  will  face  us  with  the  change  from  old  to  new  sur- 
roundings. One  addition  to  our  Attending  Staff  has  been  made  with  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Janssen.  His  experience  on  the  Surgical  Service  of  the 
late  Dr.  DePage  in  Brussels  and  his  excellent  work  in  building  up  our  Proc- 
tology clinic  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  have  added  very  definitely  to 
the  equipment  of  our  Surgical  Staff. 

During  the  summer  months  Drs.  Auchincloss  and  Bauman  visited  the 
clinic  of  Dr.  Blair  Bell  of  Liverpool  for  the  purpose  of  studying  at  first  hand 
the  methods  and  the  results  of  treatment  of  malignant  tumors  with  colloidal 
lead.  As  a result  of  their  observations  and  with  the  help  of  Dr.  Henry 
Louria,  who  had  spent  several  weeks  in  Liverpool,  a carefully  selected  group 
of  patients  is  being  studied  and  treated  with  this  method.  It  will  require 
another  year  of  observation  before  we  can  report  on  the  possibilities  of  this 
form  of  therapy. 

As  a result  of  Dr.  Meleney’s  bacteriological  investigations,  the  type  of 
severe  streptococcus  wound  infections  which  occurred  during  one  month 
last  year  has  been  eliminated.  In  regard  to  the  subject  of  wound  healing  we 
look  forward  to  work  in  the  new  Center  where  the  wards  and  operating  rooms 
will  be  many  stories  above  the  street  level;  for  the  danger  of  street  dust  and 
flies  will  no  longer  offer  the  menace  which  we  have  had  to  guard  against  in 
our  present  quarters. 

Dr.  Bull  spent  some  time  during  the  past  autumn  with  Dr.  Shibley  in 
studying  the  new  Out-Patient  Clinics  in  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  Rochester, 
Minnesota,  Rochester,  New  York,  and  New  Haven,  Connecticut.  As  a 
result  of  their  report  and  a separate  study  conducted  by  the  writer,  it  is 
believed  that  the  third  year  medical  students  can  work  in  the  surgical  wards 
to  better  advantage  than  the  fourth  year  students  and  that  the  graduating 
class  can  gain  more  experience  in  the  work  of  the  Out-Patient  Clinic.  If  this 
change  can  be  made  we  feel  sure  the  work  of  the  clinic  will  be  greatly  bene- 
fited because  of  the  real  service  the  fourth  year  students  can  give  during 
their  course  in  Surgery. 

The  late  results  of  Surgery,  as  recorded  in  our  Follow-up  Clinic,  are  being 
used  more  and  more  each  year  in  instructing  our  staff  and  students.  Dr. 
Stout,  during  the  past  summer  completed  a comprehensive  study  of  the  ten- 
year  results  of  surgical  therapy  in  cases  of  malignant  tumors.  In  addition  to 
this  study  we  have  reported  our  improved  results  in  operations  for  recurrent 
appendicitis,  in  operations  for  splenic  enlargement,  in  operations  on  the 
rectum  and  in  diffuse  peritonitis.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY 


December  31,  1926 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — Herewith  is  submitted  the  report  of  the  Laboratory  of  Pa- 
thology for  the  year  1926. 

There  has  been  no  radical  change  in  the  conduct  of  the  activities  of  the 
laboratory  or  of  the  teaching  of  the  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  Columbia  University. 

The  weekly  conferences  in  Pathology  have  been  held  for  the  staff  of 
the  hospital  from  October  to  June. 

The  renewed  interest  in  Pathology  evidenced  last  year  has  been  con- 
tinued and  more  applicants  have  requested  permission  to  do  volunteer 
work  than  could  be  accommodated.  Dr.  Samuel  W.  Lambert,  Jr.,  began 
working  as  a volunteer  assistant  in  October.  Dr.  Beryl  H.  Paige  has  con- 
tinued as  Assistant  Resident  Pathologist.  Dr.  Carnes  Weeks  was  succeeded 
as  interne  in  Pathology  by  Dr.  Angus  M.  McLeod,  who  will  serve  for  the 
year  beginning  July  1,  1926. 

At  the  request  of  the  internes  of  the  medical  service,  arrangements  were 
made  whereby  the  junior  interne  in  medicine  could  work  in  the  laboratory. 
This  is  additional  to  the  period  during  which  the  internes  in  medicine  serve 
while  assigned  to  the  laboratory  division. 

Approximately  one  thousand  photomicrographs  for  illustrating  the 
autopsy  records  were  made  during  the  year.  The  lantern  slide  collection 
has  increased  rapidly,  there  being  now  about  three  thousand  slides.  These 
are  made  primarily  for  the  weekly  staff  conference  in  Pathology,  but  are 
also  used  in  the  teaching  of  students  and  are  loaned  from  time  to  time  to 
members  of  other  departments. 

During  the  year  there  were  336  deaths  in  the  hospital  and  144  autopsies 
were  performed,  a percentage  of  42.8.  The  percentage  of  autopsies  on 
medical  cases  was  38.8;  on  surgical  cases  47.9. 

In  table  1 is  shown  the  number  of  deaths  and  the  necropsies  for  the 
past  five  years.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I am  pleased  to  present  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the 
Dental  Service  for  the  year  of  1926. 

The  plan  of  having  a dental  interne  is  now  past  the  experimental  stage, 
and  all  those  interested  in  the  relation  of  the  Dental  Service  to  the  routine 
work  of  the  hospital  are  convinced  that  his  activities  have  increased  the 
continuity  and  efficiency  of  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged.  In  addition 
to  his  regular  daily  rounds  through  the  wards  the  presence  of  the  interne 
makes  it  possible  to  meet  emergencies  of  a dental  nature  that  are  constantly 
arising. 

In  Oral  Surgery  there  is  a loss  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  as 
compared  with  1925. 

In  Operative  Dentistry  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
as  compared  with  1925  is  shown. 

In  Oral  Prophylaxis  the  figures  for  1925  and  1926  are  not  far  apart,  but 
show  a slight  decrease  for  1926. 

In  Dental  X-Ray  there  is  a noticeable  falling  off  in  the  number  of  patients 
rayed,  but  an  increase  of  263  exposures  made.  This,  of  course,  means  an 
increase  in  the  volume  of  work  done  as  compared  with  1925. 

In  the  evening  Pyorrhea  Clinic  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
treated  is  shown. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  increase  our  facilities  in  the  evening 
Pyorrhea  Clinic  and  instead  of  maintaining  the  clinic  one  evening  a week, 
with  three  operators,  we  are  now  holding  two  clinics  a week  with  two 
operators  in  each  clinic.  This  enables  us  to  see  a few  more  patients  and 
carry  individual  cases  to  completion  more  rapidly. 

For  three  years  past  we  have  been  fortunate  in  keeping  our  staff  intact, 
with  but  a few  minor  changes,  but  in  1926  we  lost  three  of  our  faithful 
workers  through  resignation  and  such  other  changes  as  have  been  made 
were  for  the  good  of  the  service  and  all  places  have  been  satisfactorily  filled. 

While  there  are  always  some  things  to  be  wished  for,  I feel  that  the 
Dental  Service  is  functioning  normally. 

The  statistics  which  follow  indicate  the  volume  of  work  accomplished 
during  the  year  1926.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE 
AND  VISITING  NURSING  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Social 
Service  and  Visiting  Nursing  Department. 

During  the  past  year  the  process  of  organization  in  this  department  has 
been  going  slowly  forward;  the  staff  has  been  working  together  more 
smoothly.  There  has  been,  I believe,  quite  steady  improvement  in  compre- 
hending the  social  relations  of  patients,  a quicker  discovery  of  their  needs, 
and  recognition  also  that  many  patients  can  be  left  to  manage  their  own 
affairs.  More  and  more,  we  are  finding  that  “poverty,”  lack  of  physical 
goods,  is  not  the  major  problem  we  encounter,  although  few  of  our  patients’ 
incomes  are  adequate  to  maintain  a “comfort  standard.”  Feeding  and 
sheltering  the  poor  requires  far  less  of  our  attention  than  problems  due  to 
confusion  of  thought  and  misdirection  of  energy.  These  problems,  while 
often  complicated  by  lack  of  some  material  resource,  can  sometimes  be 
remedied  through  clarifying  the  situation  and  stimulating  the  patient  and 
those  associated  with  him  to  use  their  own  inner  resources  to  meet  the  diffi- 
culty. The  better  the  social  worker  understands  her  task,  the  more  she  will 
search  into  the  nature  of  the  patient’s  difficulties  and  educate  him  to  recog- 
nize and  meet  these  difficulties. 

The  analysis  of  social  cases  for  the  past  two  years  for  our  terminology 
study  has  been  a means  and  stimulus  to  improve  our  work.  Some  two  hun- 
dred index  terms  are  tentatively  classified  under  “Personality”  and  “En- 
vironments,” and  are  being  used  as  a cross  reference  to  the  medical  index. 
Such  a terminology  is  a means  of  identifying  known  social  complications  in 
medical  cases  and  of  assembling  them  in  selected  groups  for  further  study. 
It  is  clear  that  the  process  of  making  and  testing  the  social  index  has  meant 
much  analytical  thinking  by  the  workers,  as  the  effectiveness  of  any  term 
depends  largely  upon  its  being  in  common  accurate  use. 

Defining  social  problems  and  social  pathology  has  been  emphasized  so 
far.  Later,  we  may  be  able  to  bring  out  those  compensating  factors  which  in 
many  instances  enable  the  individual  to  function  successfully  in  spite  of  his 
handicap.  The  man  with  a digestive  disturbance  whose  wife  is  a good  cook, 
is  incomparably  better  off  than  the  same  man  living  alone  in  a furnished 
room  and  preparing  his  own  meals. 

The  closer  affiliation  with  the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work  has  been 
carried  out,  and  eight  students  took  courses  in  the  hospital  during  1926,  the 
instructor  from  the  school  meeting  with  our  staff  from  time  to  time. 

There  has  been  improvement  during  the  year  in  “team  play”  as  the 
social  workers  have  come  to  find  their  place  in  the  hospital  groups.  Joint 
clinics  of  Medical  and  Surgical  units  sending  patients  to  spend  periods  in 
medical  wards,  to  go  later  to  surgical  wards,  and  vice  versa,  necesitate  close 
inter-relations  of  the  workers  in  these  different  units.  Moreover,  since  sev- 
eral members  of  the  same  family  may  attend  the  same  hospital,  each  member 
having  a different  physician  or  “ team,”  and  of  necessity  a separate  record  of 
study  and  treatment,  it  is  poor  economy  to  have  different  social  workers 
searching  into  the  family  circumstances. 
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Closely  allied  with  intra-mural  relationships  is  extension  of  hospital  ser- 
vices through  collaborating  outside  agencies.  Medical  practice  must  know 
and  be  able  to  influence  the  whole  physical  and  spiritual  environment  of 
patients.  New  York  City  has  some  1,500  welfare  agencies  (including  hospi- 
tals). The  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  in  the  past  undertaken  to  relieve  the 
destitution  of  its  own  patients,  also  to  provide  home  nursing  and  some  home 
visiting  by  its  physicians.  This  service  was  necessarily  meager,  measured 
against  the  total  need,  and  an  agreement  with  the  Henry  Street  Visiting 
Nurses  was  made  in  1926  to  take  over  the  nursing,  excepting  the  tuberculosis 
clinic  group  of  this  district.  Our  service  is  called  on  to  secure  collaboration 
with  different  agencies,  to  secure  for  them  adequate  interpretation  of  the 
medical  problems,  and  to  participate  in  discovery  and  treatment  of  related 
social  problems. 

As  time  goes  on,  closer  relations  with  these  outside  agencies  will  be  built 
up,  thus  extending  the  hospital’s  influence  and  bettering  the  entire  service. 
During  1926  more  than  400  organizations  cooperated  with  our  department. 

We  are  asked  to  undertake  more  Out-Patient  Department  work,  and 
salaries  have  been  provided  for  two  more  workers,  one  for  the  Surgical  and 
one  for  the  Medical  units.  This  gives  us  five  case  workers  and  one  clinic 
executive  for  the  Surgical  Service,  six  case  workers  for  General  Medicine  and 
Children’s  Division,  two  nurses  for  clinic  management  and  visiting  for  the 
Tuberculosis  Division.  This  staff,  we  believe,  when  combined  with  groups 
from  the  affiliated  hospitals,  will  be  adequate  to  carry  the  social  work  to 
start  with  at  the  Medical  Center  in  1928. 

We  ask  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  the  matter  of  ex- 
tending our  relations  with  outside  social  and  nursing  agencies,  since  policies 
in  this  regard  will  affect  our  development.  Members  of  the  Board  through 
their  affiliation  with  philanthropic  agencies  are  constantly  helping  to  estab- 
lish good  lines  of  inter-communication;  such  as  those  between  the  Hospital 
and  the  Children’s  Aid  Society,  the  Institute  for  Crippled  and  Disabled 
Men,  Dental  and  Speech  Defect  Clinics.  The  Hospital,  through  its  member- 
ship in  the  Speedwell  Society,  the  American  Association  of  Hospital  Social 
Workers,  the  Welfare  Council  of  New  York  City,  is  further  enlarging  its  re- 
sources for  aiding  “sick  and  disabled  persons.” 

It  has  been  suggested  that  an  auxiliary  committee  representative  of  out- 
side forces  might  be  formed  to  work  out  a program  for  extension.  Any  such 
committee  should  harmonize  at  all  points  with  our  existing  committees.  The 
Social  Service  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  has  a governing  and 
financial  responsibility.  The  Social  Service  Committee  of  the  Medical 
Board  has  a directive  responsibility  for  this,  as  for  any  other  hospital  service 
adjunct  to  medical  practice.  A Committee  on  “Community  Relations” 
might  make  a valuable  addition  and  still  keep  clear  the  function  of  com- 
mittee responsibility  for  the  Social  Service  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY 


December  31,  1926 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  report  of  the  Department  of  Occupational  Therapy  for 
the  year  ending  December  31, 1926,  is  herewith  submitted. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty-eight  patients  have  been  given  Occupational 
Therapy  during  the  year,  and  five  hundred  and  thirty  articles  have  been 
completed.  We  have  been  able  to  treat  short  term  and  long  term  patients 
and  we  have  endeavored  to  give  certain  cases  very  careful  study  in  order  to 
fit  the  crafts  given  to  the  needs  of  the  patients.  We  feel  an  increasing  urge 
to  stress  the  therapeutic  aspect  of  the  work,  and  in  our  endeavor  to  make  the 
work  of  our  department  of  increasing  value  to  the  patients,  we  have  been 
greatly  aided  by  the  interest  and  help  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons  and 
of  the  nursing  staff. 

The  number  of  crafts  used  has  been  increased  this  year  and  our  equip- 
ment for  weaving  enlarged  by  the  purchase  of  a small  but  complete  bedside 
loom  which  we  hope  will  form  the  basis  of  a much  larger  weaving  equipment. 

Miss  Natalie  Williams,  who  came  to  the  Department  at  the  close  of  last 
year,  has  continued  with  us  this  year  and  has  been  of  invaluable  assistance  in 
helping  to  build  up  the  work  of  the  Department.  Miss  Nancy  Lathrop, 
who  started  the  year  as  our  part-time  assistant,  resigned  in  April  and  in 
July  Miss  Ellen  Knutzen  came  to  fill  the  part-time  position.  She  too  has 
helped  to  build  up  our  work.

The  year  of  1926  will  always  be  remembered  in  the  annals  of  the  School  of 
Nursing  as  one  of  our  most  important  years.  A definite  advance  in  the 
teaching  program  of  the  School  of  Nursing  has  been  brought  about  by  the 
appointment  of  a second  Assistant  Director  and  two  additional  instructors, 
the  details  of  which  will  be  given  in  this  report.  The  erection  of  Maxwell 
Hall,  the  residence  of  the  School  at  the  Medical  Center,  was  started  during 
this  year. 

In  order  to  increase  the  number  of  hours  of  theoretical  instruction,  and 
to  improve  the  teaching  of  practical  nursing  on  the  wards,  the  School  of 
Nursing  Committee  recommended  the  appointment  of  two  additional 
instructors  last  February.  Margaret  Eliot,  ’21  and  Anne  Ashe,  ’24  accepted 
the  appointments.  At  the  same  time  a ward  helper  was  added  to  the  per- 
sonnel of  each  ward  floor.  Under  this  arrangement  we  have  been  able  to 
give  the  students  more  individual  instruction,  and  also  take  care  of  the 
nursing  in  the  Hospital.  Then  in  October  the  period  of  theoretical  instruc- 
tion was  arranged  for  one  section  at  a time.  During  this  period  the  students 
were  on  the  wards  for  six  hours  instead  of  the  usual  eight,  thus  enabling 
them  to  do  more  studying.  This  plan  will  necessitate  the  repeating  of  all 
intermediate  classes  twice  a year,  as  well  as  preliminary  and  junior  classes 
as  heretofore.  The  Board  of  Managers  also  authorized  the  appointment  of 
a second  assistant  in  the  office  of  the  School  of  Nursing.  Ruby  F.  Carlson, 
’19  accepted  this  position. 

Alice  Winifred  Kaltenbach,  ’20,  B.A.,  resigned  as  Educational  Director 
to  accept  the  position  of  Director  of  Nurses  at  the  American  Hospital  at 
Neuilly,  France.  Eleanor  Lee,  ’20,  A.B.,  accepted  the  position  vacated  by 
Miss  Kaltenbach. 

Dorothy  S.  Wood,  ’20,  Assistant  Director  and  Anne  Ashe,  ’24,  B.A., 
Instructor,  have  been  granted  extended  leave  of  absence  on  account  of  ill 

health. 

Doris  M.  Rykert,  ’23,  B.S.,  was  granted  six  months  leave  of  absence  in 
order  to  study  Surgical  Nursing  and  Operating  Room  Technique  at  Mayo 
Brothers  Hospital,  Rochester,  Minnesota.  Miss  Rykert  is  at  present  in 
charge  of  the  Operating  Room  here. 

During  the  spring  a mild  epidemic  of  sore  throats  somewhat  interrupted 
the  work  of  the  School.  One  student,  Dorothy  Stack,  ’26,  developed 
pneumonia  at  this  time.  She  died  within  a few  days.  Miss  Stack  was  a 
promising  student  and  in  her  death  the  school  experienced  a distinct  loss. 
Since  this  time  the  health  of  the  students  has  been  better  than  for  five  years, 
and  consequently,  we  were  able  to  finish  our  class  wrork  on  time. 

During  the  year  1926  the  School  of  Nursing  sent  out  1004  announce- 
ments in  response  to  inquiries  concerning  the  School.  Seventy-seven 
students  were  received  into  the  School  and  fifty  graduated. 
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Report  of  the  Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing 


The  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  Class  of  1926  were  held  on  May  6, 
1926,  in  the  Madison  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  address  to  the 
graduating  class  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Sloane  Coffin,  D.D.,  of 
the  Madison  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Faculty  and  Students  of  the  School  of  Nursing  welcomed  Miss 
Anna  C.  Maxwell  on  her  return  from  abroad  in  November. 

Death  removed  from  our  midst  on  April  22,  1926,  Agnes  L.  Warner, 
class  of  1901. 

This  year  as  formerly,  Mrs.  J.  Kennedy  Tod  is  gratefully  remembered 
for  the  use  of  the  week-end  camp  at  Innis  Arden,  Sound  Beach,  Connecticut. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  friends  of  the  School  who  have 
provided  delightful  entertainment  for  our  students  with  opera  tickets. 

During  the  year  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  School  of  Nursing  Committee,  the  Attending  Staff,  the  House  Staff 
and  the  Nursing  Staff,  have  been  deeply  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  following  report  of  the 
Out-Patient  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  192G.  Although 
each  year  it  seems  that  our  maximum  physical  capacity  has  been  reached, 
we  nevertheless  carry  a slightly  increased  load.  This  is  made  possible 
through  the  conscientious  endeavors  of  the  medical,  nursing  and  clerical 
staff.  May  we  express  to  them  our  sincere  appreciation. 

Our  total  attendance,  exclusive  of  medical  and  surgical  follow-up  was 
113,112  visits  as  against  110,407  for  the  previous  year;  the  follow-up  visits 
were  6,2G0  as  against  5,621.  Detail  figures  are  attached. 

During  the  year  we  have  added  diathermy  to  the  physical  therapy 
department.  We  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Norman  Titus  for  his  advice  and  con- 
sultant services  in  connection  with  the  work  of  this  department. 

We  have  also  added  a thyroid  and  gastro-intestinal  consultation  clinic. 

During  recent  years,  the  growth  of  the  Out-Patient  Service  has  been  one 
of  the  outstanding  developments  in  the  hospital  field.  It  is  fair  to  say  that 
the  Out-Patient  Department  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  kept  abreast 
of  this  growth.  Indeed,  some  of  the  newer  policies  and  methods  have  been 
here  originated  and  studied. 

Our  modern  development  began  in  1915  with  the  advent  of  Dr.  Hugh 
Auchincloss  as  Surgeon  in  Chief  and  Dr.  A.  R.  Lamb  as  Physician  in  Chief, 
bringing  with  them  a new  professional  spirit. 

During  their  first  year  of  service  we  note  the  following: 

(a)  Attendance  was  limited  to  the  number  of  doctors  on  duty.  Results: 
“Adequate  history  and  examination  with  consequent  corollary  of  intelligent 
treatment.” 

(b)  Diagnostic  File:  This  was  started  and  transformed  our  records  to  a 
usable  form  and  increased  the  efficiency  of  history  taking. 

(c)  Laboratory:  A salaried  clinical  pathology  technician  was  provided 
to  care  for  Out-Patient  work. 

(d)  In  and  Out-Service:  A more  intimate  relation  between  the  Hospital 
Wards  and  Out-Patient  Department  was  initiated  by:  (1)  assigning  a num- 
ber of  members  of  the  hospital  staff  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  for 
consultation;  (2)  including  several  Out-Patient  Department  physicians  on 
the  Attending  Staff;  (3)  inviting  Out-Patient  Department  physicians  to 
attend  hospital  rounds. 

(e)  Follow-Up:  Systematic  and  automatic  return  of  discharged  patients 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  subsequent  treatment  and  observation 
was  started. 

(f)  Unifying  of  History:  The  patient’s  complete  out-patient  history  was 
sent  to  the  ward  with  the  patient  on  admission.  An  abstract  of  the  hospital 
record  was  placed  in  this  history  before  its  return  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment on  the  patient’s  discharge. 
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(g)  The  following  through  of  all  patients  signed  into  the  hospital  for 
admission  to  their  destination  was  systematically  begun. 

(h)  Visiting  nursing  and  social  service  were  used  for  investigation,  relief 
and  follow-up  work. 

In  1917,  war  conditions  depleted  the  personnel  of  the  Out-Patient 
service.  Women  volunteer  lay  workers  were  used  to  relieve  doctors  of  their 
clerical  routine  and  expedite  medical  handling.  This  service  proved  so 
valuable  that  we  later  employed  paid  clerical  aides  in  addition  to  volunteers. 

Unit  History  System:  This  was  extended  to  the  Out-Patient  Department 
in  1918  when  the  binding  into  a unit  history  of  out-patient  and  in-patient 
records  at  the  time  of  the  patient’s  discharge  was  begun. 

Nursing:  The  length  of  service  and  the  number  of  experienced  nurses  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department  was  increased.  This  provided  more  adequate 
instruction  for  the  nurses  and  better  service  for  the  out-patient.  A trained 
anaesthetist  was  assigned  to  the  operating  room. 

In  1920,  there  were  two  steps  forward  of  note: 

(a)  Surgical  Diagnostic  Clinic:  This  provided  that  all  surgical  patients 
except  emergencies  should  be  seen  in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  This 
lessened  the  patient’s  stay  in  the  hospital  bed  and  reduced  the  number  of 
unoperative  admissions.  It  graded  the  work  from  the  student  to  the  con- 
sultant, conserving  the  time  of  senior  men.  It  assisted  teaching,  as  each 
individual  assisting  in  the  work  up  of  the  patient  had  the  opportunity  of 
following  the  case  to  the  hospital  and  return. 

(b)  Hospital  Admissions:  Except  for  patients  to  the  private  corridor,  all 
admissions  were  arranged  to  take  place  through  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, of  which  the  Accident  Ward  was  a part. 

In  1921,  it  was  felt  that  with  increased  clerical  help  and  an  appointment 
system,  the  admitting  of  patients  would  be  facilitated  and  the  quality  of 
service  improved.  The  Out-Patient  service  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital 
was  selected  for  demonstration  purposes  by  the  Committee  on  Dispensary 
Development  of  the  United  Hospital  Fund.  Through  this  committee,  funds 
were  made  available  for  the  study  of  the  problems  relative  to  the  admitting 
of  patients,  and  a sub-committee  was  appointed  by  the  Medical  Board  of 
the  Hospital,  which  met  with  representatives  of  the  aforesaid  Dispensary 
Development  Committee. 

During  1922,  the  following  constructive  suggestions  were  developed  by 
the  combined  committees:  (a)  A plan  for  an  admitting  clinic,  (b)  A plan  of 
reorganization  of  the  Social  Service  Department  along  lines  of  service, 
teaching  and  research,  (c)  An  appointment  system,  (d)  An  Out-Patient 
Department  executive  to  assume  control  of  the  administration. 

All  the  above  were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers  and  placed  in 
operation,  except  for  the  plan  of  Admitting  Clinic. 
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During  1923,  the  medical  department  of  the  hospital  took  the  final  step 
in  the  working  out  of  the  In  and  Out-Patient  Service.  The  medical  staff  was 
divided  into  four  teams.  Each  team  was  placed  in  charge  of  a medical  ward, 
and  a common  follow-up  day  for  discharged  cases  was  fixed  in  the  Out-Pa- 
tient Department.  Each  team  is  under  a leader  or  team  captain,  and  serves 
on  routine  duty  in  medical  clinics  of  the  Out-Patient  Department.  This 
unifies  continuity  of  service.  With  a social  service  worker  attached  to  each 
team  we  have  a rounding  out  of  the  idea. 

As  one  views  the  organization  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  in  its 
present  stage  of  development,  he  feels  that  we  owe  much  to  the  men  who 
were  far-sighted  enough  to  inaugurate  and  carry  out  this  program.  It  is 
especially  gratifying  to  note  that  we  have  met  in  principle  all  of  the  practical 
standards  set  for  Out-Patient  service  by  the  Out-Patient  Section  of  the 
American  Hospital  Association. 

We  have  yet  many  problems  to  be  solved.  We  have  developed  a good 
follow-up  system  for  ward  patients,  but  have  done  little  for  a real  Out- 
Patient  follow-up.  The  future  of  this  service  has  yet  to  be  worked  out.  Due 
to  our  crowded  quarters  we  have  been  unable  to  perfect  the  team  system  of 
In  and  Out-Service,  but  have  developed  a mechanism  which  will  serve  us 
in  expanded  quarters.  While  Social  Service  has  been  developed  to  a very 
satisfactory  degree  in  the  Hospital,  its  full  extension  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department  remains  for  improved  conditions  of  adequate  space  and  equip- 
ment. The  admissions  to  the  Hospital  through  the  Out-Patient  Department 
presents  many  difficulties  which  cannot  be  overcome  in  our  present  quarters. 
The  main  features  must  receive  further  study  in  our  new  home  where  proper 
relationship  of  the  units  involved  can  be  developed  under  actual  working 
conditions.  The  Hospital  admitting,  Out-Patient  admitting,  the  record 
room,  Social  Service  and  administrative  functions  must  all  be  combined  so 
that  we  will  have  together  a twenty-four  hour  emergency  Out-Patient  ser- 
vice as  well  as  adequate  care  for  all  hospital  admissions.  Lack  of  facilities 
has  prevented  adequate  work  in  preventive  medicine.  The  problem  of  caring 
for  persons  applying  to  the  Hospital  for  our  care  and  who  are  unable  to  pay 
high  specialty  and  other  fees  is  yet  to  be  met. 

We  are  promised  adequate  space  and  equipment  in  the  new  medical 
center.  During  the  past  year,  plans  have  been  worked  out  for  the  new 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  winch  will  include  the  present  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  Presby- 
terian Out-Patient  Department  and  perhaps  others.  We  are  fortunate  in 
being  able  to  plan  this  new  building  to  suit  the  fundamental  needs  rather 
than  visa  versa.  It  will  be  built  with  the  patient  and  his  needs  as  a primary 
consideration.

Gentlemen — The  past  year’s  changes  in  the  surgical  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment are  minor  ones  made  necessary  by  the  steadily  increasing  number  of 
patients,  and  made  possible  by  further  additions  to  the  staff  which  now  for 
the  first  time  in  several  years  is  adequate  for  our  present  needs.  Some  of 
these  changes  were  suggested  by  the  results  of  a study  made  by  Miss  Taylor 
of  the  Dispensary  Development  Committee  to  examine  the  clinic’s  efficiency 
from  the  patient’s  point  of  view.  This  investigation  was  of  considerable 
value  to  us  in  that  it  prompted  us  to  take  measures  to  correct  the  faults  it 
disclosed  and  was  timely  in  that  it  suggested  elements  in  the  planning  of  the 
new  institution. 

The  medical  Out-Patient  Department  has  had  a successful  year.  The 
system  of  administration  by  a committee  composed  of  the  team  heads  has 
functioned  very  smoothly  and  seems  to  be,  together  with  the  team  system, 
a great  advance  in  out-patient  management.  During  the  past  year  several 
new  and  able  members  have  been  attached  to  the  staff,  increasing  the 
personnel  and  rendering  the  lack  of  space  even  more  noticeable.  This 
addition  has  enabled  a greater  number  of  patients  to  be  taken  care  of;  and 
the  character  of  the  work  done,  shows  steady  improvement. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  entire  medical,  surgical  and  out-patient  personnel 
for  their  maintaining  the  high  standards  of  cheerful  and  efficient  service.

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AN  ACT 

To  Found  a Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York 
Passed  February  28,  1868 — Chapter  is 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Morris  K. 
Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named,  shall  constitute 
a body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  conduct  a Hospital  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  “The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York.” 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested  in  and 
managed  by  a Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28,  1868,  increased  to 
thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in  the  following  section. 

Section  3.  James  Brown,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  William  A.  Booth,  Aaron  B.  Bel- 
knap, William  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  Winthrop  S.  Gilman, 
Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah,  Morris  K. 
Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnson,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  William  Paton,  Thomas 

C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thomas  U.  Smith,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D.,  John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M. 
Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  William  M.  Vermilye,  Washington  R.  Vermilye, 
A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two  in  number,  shall  constitute  a 
part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty-two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M. 
Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church;  the  Rev.  William  Adams, 

D. D.,  as  Minister  of  the  Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church;  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Pro- 
testant Dutch  Church,  and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors 
in  office  for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said  Board 
shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years  thereafter,  so  that  eight  Man- 
agers shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  annually,  by  ballot,  to  hold  their 
seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may 
occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such  agents,  assistants, 
and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  said  Corporation. 
Among  these  shall  be  included  a Superintendent  and  a Chaplain  or  both  a Superin- 
tendent and  a Chaplain;  but  these  positions  shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 
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Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any  special  meet- 
ing; but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven  shall  be  a quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  is  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise,  or 
otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  said  Hospital 
all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  possessed,  in  so  far  as  the 
same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which 
said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be  subject  to 
the  provisions,  restrictions  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3rd  Title  of  the  18th  Chap- 
ter of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I 

TITLE 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  “The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York.” 

ARTICLE  II 

OBJECT 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and  management  of  an 
Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick 
or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color.  The  public  religious  ser- 
vices in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presby- 
terian or  Reformed  Church. 

ARTICLE  III 

THE  SOCIETY 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be  approved 
by  a majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a stated  meeting, 
and  who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a previous  stated  meeting  by  a Standing 
Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV 

ENDOWED  BEDS 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle  the  donor 
to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of  patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  here- 
after, prescribed  by  said  Board. 

Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the  amount  paid 
therefor  shall  be  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities  until  the  privilege  may 
lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise. 

ARTICLE  V 

PROPERTY 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of 
the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  donor  or 
testator. 

ARTICLE  VI 

GOVERNMENT 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a Board  of  thirty-six 
Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight  each;  and 
the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three  and  four  years  thereafter,  so  that  Eight  Man- 
agers shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annually,  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for 
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four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Managers,  the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Min- 
ister of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the 
Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being  shall  be  added  as  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  a 
Vice-President,  a Treasurer,  a Corresponding  Secretary  and  a Recording  Secretary, 
who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  from  their  own  number, 
and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The  said  Officers  and  Managers,  together, 
shall  form  a Board,  to  be  denominated  the  “Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,”  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  hold- 
ing any  special  meeting;  but  seven  shall  be  a quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  authorized  to 
execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of  the  Society.  To 
it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institution;  authority  to  make  By- 
Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacancies  in 
their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of  the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants  and 
attendants,  and  generally  to  transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each 
month  excepting  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September,  and  may  hold  adjourned 
meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent, or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  written 
requisition  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  but  when  special  meetings  are 
called,  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall 
be  notified  to  the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting;  and  no  other 
subject  shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

ANNUAL  MEETING 

A meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such  day  after 
the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  year  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this 
meeting;  to  present  to  the  members  a report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  years; 
to  exhibit  a statement  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society;  and  also  to  give  infor- 
mation of  any  matters  relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest 
or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of 
managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire.  These  eight  members,  together 
with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes,  and  the  four  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year  and  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on 
the  appointed  day,  a special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose;  and  shall  be  adopted  only  on  a 
concurrence  of  a majority  of  the  members  present,  but  the  affirmative  vote  must  not 
be  less  than  eleven. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

I — Rules  and  Regulations 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  incon- 
sistent with  these  By-Laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  a majority  of  those  present. 

II — President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall  appoint  all 
special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  He  shall  also  be  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees. 

Ill — Vice-President 

In  the  event  of  a vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his  absence  or  in- 
ability to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-President.  Should 
he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a President  pro-tem  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

IV — Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  papers  and  documents 
relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  other  than  such  as  are  mentioned  in 
By-Law  V,  of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  ac- 
count in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He  shall  cause 
to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts,  expenditures  and 
financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all  suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys  without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

V — Safe  Keeping  of  Securities 

All  bonds,  stocks  and  other  invested  securities  and  evidences  of  value,  shall  be 
deposited  for  safe  keeping  with  a trust  company  approved  by  the  Board  to  be  held 
in  the  name  of  the  Hospital  and  subject  to  the  joint  written  order  of  the  Treasurer 
and  a member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  of  two 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  all  cash  collections  being  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  Treasurer  as  elsewhere  provided. 

VI — Secretary 

The  Secretary  shall  be  the  Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretary  and  shall 
keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such 
records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain  to  the  office  of  Treasurer.  He  shall  also  be  ex- 
officio  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  said  Com- 
mittee. He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  least 
two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify  members  of  their  appointment  on  Com- 
mittees, and  generally  perform  such  duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 

He  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  of  the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend  to  its  publication. 
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VII — Committees 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in  their  Board, 
the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  members,  an  Out-Patient 
Department  Committee  of  five  members,  a School  of  Nursing  Committee  of  three  or 
more  members,  a House  Committee  of  three  or  more  members,  a Finance  Committee 
of  five  members,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one,  a Committee  on  Nominations  of 
five  members,  of  which  the  Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two 
members.  The  members  appointed  on  these  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year 
from  the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint  two  of  its  members  for 
each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  Inspecting  Committee.  If  any  Man- 
ager thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to  attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some  other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

VIII — Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  eight  Managers  chosen  as  provided 
in  By-Law  VII,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving  as  the  Inspecting 
Committee,  and  the  members  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  School  of  Nursing  and 
House  Committees. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month 
and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by  the  Chairman  or 
two  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  orders  and  establish  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  better  carrying  into  effect  the  object 
of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with  those 
established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection  and  discharge  of  patients 
shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

4.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assistants,  or 
any  other  officer  or  employee  shall  neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  Super- 
intendent, the  Superintendent  may  suspend  the  offender,  and  he  shall  at  once  report 
his  action  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property  within 
the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is  observed  in  the 
administration  of  all  its  affairs,  having  due  regard  to  the  welfare  of  its  beneficiaries. 
It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Superintendent;  and  authorize  such 
repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw 
drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  therefor;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay-rolls  and 
supplies,  shall  not  exceed  $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor;  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee;  and  shall 
be  a sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

IX — Out-Patient  Department  Committee 

The  Out-Patient  Department  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers.  It  shall 
have  the  general  care  and  oversight  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  shall  meet 
on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month. 
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X — School  of  Nursing  Committee 

The  School  of  Nursing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  or  more  Managers,  who 
shall  have  the  general  care  and  oversight  of  the  School  of  Nursing. 

XI —  House  Committee 

The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  or  more  Managers,  and  shall  direct 
and  control  the  purchasing  of  all  food,  fuel,  equipment  and  repair  supplies,  and  have 
general  supervision  of  the  equipment,  maintenance  and  repair  of  real  estate  and 
buildings. 

XII —  Finance  Committee 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom  shall 
be  the  Treasurer.  Three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

2.  They  shall  have  authority  in  their  discretion  to  sell  bonds,  stocks  and  other 
invested  securities  and  evidence  of  value  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  invest  and  re- 
invest the  proceeds  (together  with  any  other  funds  of  the  Society  available  for  invest- 
ment) in  such  securities  as  they  deem  wise. 

XIII — Nominating  Committee 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom  the 
Secretary  shall  be  one.  Three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers  they  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  the  name  of  a Life  Member  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  to  them  shall 
be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for  such  position  or  for  Life  Member- 
ship; but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall  be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with  unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  referred  to 
this  Committee.  The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  considered  by  the  Com- 
mittee shall  be  by  them  reported  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

XIV — Inspecting  Committee 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings,  visit  the 
wards,  service  rooms,  and  laboratories  and  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and 
order  of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds. 

2.  They  shall  enter  their  report  in  a book,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 

XV — Auditing  Committee 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  shortly  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  examine 
and  check  the  bonds,  stocks,  mortgages  or  other  securities  or  evidences  of  value 
owned  by  the  Hospital  and  shall  also  have  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  Super- 
intendent for  the  last  fiscal  year  examined  and  checked  by  certified  public  account- 
ants. The  Committee  shall  thereafter  report  to  the  Board  the  result  of  such  account- 
ing with  its  recommendations. 
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XVI — Medical  Board  and  the  Medical,  Surgical  and  Laboratory  Service 

1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually — 

(a)  A Director  of  the  Surgical  Service,  a Director  of  the  Medical  Service,  and  a 
Director  of  the  Pathological  Service;  these  shall  together  constitute  the  Medical  Board. 

(b)  As  many  Visiting  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  Associate  Visiting  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital  may  require,  a Visiting  Physician  to 
the  Roentgen  Ray  Department,  a Visiting  Bacteriologist,  a Visiting  Chemist,  an 
Out-Patient  Department  Staff,  and  such  other  department  chiefs  and  assistants  as 
the  various  services  of  the  Hospital  may  require. 

(c)  As  many  Assistant  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  special  Consulting  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital  may  require. 

(d)  A House  Staff,  consisting  of  as  many  members  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital 
may  require,  and  at  such  times  and  for  such  terms  of  service  as  shall  seem  best  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

(e)  A Registrar  of  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

2.  These  appointments  shall  be  made  at  some  time  prior  to  July  1st  in  each 
year.  The  appointees  unless  a different  term  be  fixed  by  the  Board  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  and  thereafter  until  further  action  of  the  Board. 

XVII — Executive  Staff 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a Superintendent  and  such  Assistants  as 
the  Board  may  deem  necessary  for  the  service  of  the  Hospital,  whose  services  shall 
continue  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  such 
Assistants  as  may  be  necessary  for  such  service,  and  such  appointees  shall  hold  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

XVIII — Endowed  Beds 

1.  A gift  of  $10,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  and  assigns  to 
nominate,  from  time  to  time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge;  subject  to  the  following  qualifications: 

(а)  A donor  may  transfer  the  power  to  nominate  only  to  an  individual  who  shall 
be  acceptable  to  the  Hospital; 

(б)  A donor  being  an  association  or  a corporation  organized  for  profit  shall  be 
limited  to  not  to  exceed  ninety  days  of  occupancy  in  any  one  year; 

(c)  Any  such  proposed  gift  by  a church,  lodge  or  other  eleemosynary  organization 
shall  not  be  governed  by  this  By-Law  but  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits  when 
offered. 

2.  Subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  set  forth  in  (1)  above,  a gift  of  $15,000  shall 
entitle  the  donor,  his  successors  and  assigns,  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a patient 
to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  a one- bed  ward  room  of  the  proposed  new  hospital  free 
of  charge. 
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3.  A gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during  life,  to  nominate  from  time  to 
time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common  wards  of  the  Hospital  free 
of  charge.  If  the  donor  be  a corporation  or  association  the  privilege  to  nominate  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years  unless  the  privilege  be  extended  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
but  shall  in  no  event  continue  for  a greater  period  than  twenty-five  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation  being  the  donor  of  a $5,000  bed  may  increase  their 
donation  to  $10,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become  henceforth  entitled  to  the  privi- 
lege that  attaches  to  an  original  donation  of  that  amount. 

5.  All  endowed  bed  privileges  are  subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  govern- 
ing the  admission,  treatment  and  discharge  of  patients. 

6.  Contributions  to  the  endowment  fund  of  free  beds,  as  above  provided  for, 
may  be  made  by  instalments,  when  the  donor  shall,  in  writing,  so  notify  the  Treasurer 
at  the  time  of  each  payment.  So  long  as  the  instalments  so  paid  in  shall  not  equal  the 
sums  required  under  the  preceding  sections,  the  amount  received  shall  constitute  a 
portion  of  the  general  endowment  fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  current  expenses  of  the  Hospital,  and  no  privileges  shall  accrue  to  the 
donor. 

7.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  in  their  discretion  to  make,  under 
special  and  exceptional  circumstances,  such  other  arrangements  (temporary  or  perma- 
nent) as  to  endowed  beds  as  they  may  deem  best  calculated  to  promote  the  objects 
for  which  the  Hospital  was  established  and  is  now  being  maintained. 

8.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  beds  free  of 
charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  prescribe,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  also  affix  the 
seal  of  the  Corporation. 


XIX — Appropriations  of  Money 

Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Section  5 of  By-Law  VIII,  and  Section  2 of 
By-Law  XII,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer 
by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meeting,  and  be  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary,  or  Secretary  pro  tern,  and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient 
voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

XX — Complaints,  Suspensions  or  Discharges 

If  any  officer,  physician  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his  office, 
or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital,  or  refuse 
or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  may  submit  against  him  a complaint  in  writing,  at  a meeting 
duly  called,  and  thereupon  a notice  of  the  said  complaint  shall  be  given  to  the  person 
complained  of,  and  a time  shall  be  appointed  (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of 
said  notice)  for  the  person  complained  of  to  make  his  defense  before  the  Board  of 
Managers;  and  the  Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard 
the  defense  of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence  and 
approbation  of  a majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  discharge  the  officer, 
physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 
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XXI — Order  of  Business 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  necessary, 
and  approved. 

4.  Treasurer’s  Reports. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committee  shall  be  called  for,  and  action  taken  thereon. 

6.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  New  business. 

XXII — Alterations  or  Additions 

Any  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose.  It  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an 
affirmative  vote  of  a majority  of  those  present.  A copy  of  any  proposed  amendment 
shall  be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Board  at  least  three  days  prior  to  the  next 
meeting. 

Revised,  February  10,  1925. 
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1.  All  ward  patients  are  required  to  pay  $3.00  per  day  for  board  or  such  smaller 
sums  as  may  be  determined  by  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  of  which  the  Managers 
shall  be  the  sole  judges.  Patients  from  New  York  City  (Manhattan  and  Bronx),  who 
are  unable  to  pay  are  admitted  free.  Patients  from  out  of  town  will  not  usually  be 
admitted  free  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  patients  recommended  for  admission 
by  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  or  by  any  of  the  Directors  of  the  Service. 

2.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accident  or  serious  illness  will  be  admitted  at 
any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  Other  patients  should  apply  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment for  treatment  or  admission  to  the  Hospital. 

3.  Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recommendation  of 
any  Manager,  after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  a member  of  the  House  Staff 
or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Surgeon  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  readily  communicable  disease  shall  be  admitted, 
nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the  Hospital;  nor  shall  any 
patient  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be  incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symp- 
toms which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  are  capable  of 
being  relieved.  There  shall  be  no  uterine  nor  vaginal  examination  made  except  in  the 
presence  of  a nurse. 

5.  No  patient  suffering  from  erysipelas  shall  be  admitted  to  either  the  Medical  or 
Surgical  Division  of  the  Hospital. 

6.  There  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  beds. 

7.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  some  reputable  physician,  stating  the  nature  and  probable 
duration  of  the  disease. 
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1.  Visitors  are  allowed  in  the  Wards  for  Adults,  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday 
and  Saturday,  from  1 to  2 p.  m.;  Tuesday  and  Friday  from  6 to  8 p.  m.;  and  Sunday 
from  1 to  3 p.  m.  Visitors  may  not  come  at  any  other  time,  unless  under  exceptional 
circumstances. 

2.  No  more  than  two  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  see  any  Patient  on  one  Day. 

3.  Only  fruit,  jelly  and  ice  cream  may  be  brought  for  patients.  Such  packages 
must  be  left  with  the  door  clerk,  and,  if  approved  by  the  Physician,  will  be  sent  to 
the  Patients. 

4.  In  the  Children’s  Ward,  parents  only  are  allowed.  No  other  relatives,  children 
or  friends  are  permitted  in  this  Ward.  Parents  are  allowed  on  Tuesday  evening 
from  6 to  7 p.  m.,  Sunday  from  2 to  3 p.  m.,  and  may  remain  one  half  hour  only. 
No  packages  of  any  kind  may  be  carried  to  the  Children’s  Ward. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hospital; 
must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends;  must  not  stop  or  loiter  in  the 
halls,  offices,  or  on  the  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building  promptly  at  the  end  of 
visiting  hours. 

Any  violations  of  these  rules  may  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from  the 
premises.

HERBERT  S.  CARTER,  M.D. 


Consulting  Physician 
Died  October  25,  1927 


IN  the  death  of  Dr.  Herbert  S.  Carter,  October  25,  1927,  the  Hospital  sus- 
tained the  loss  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  devoted  members  of  its 
Staff.  He  graduated  from  the  House  Staff  in  1898.  From  1899  to  1903  he 
was  Assistant  in  General  Medicine  in  the  Out-Patient  Department.

of 

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL 

IN  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK 
For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1927 


ON  the  10th  day  of  October,  1872,  a gala  occasion  marked  the  opening  of 
the  Presbyterian  Plospital  in  its  new  building  at  Park  Avenue  and  70th 
Street.  In  referring  thereto  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the 
year  1873  states:  “As  the  assemblage  dispersed,  many,  attended  by  the 
Managers,  inspected  with  admiration  the  interior  construction  of  the  hos- 
pital building,  replete  with  commodious  arrangements  for  medical  and 
surgical  treatment,  and  into  which  have  been  introduced  the  latest  improve- 
ments in  hygienic  and  curative  appliances.”  That  the  managers  were  not  un- 
mindful of  the  future  is  clear  from  the  following  statement  of  the  same  report: 
“It  appears  that  sufficient  funds  have  been  subscribed  to  pay  for  the  buildings 
already  erected.  But  no  provision  having  been  made  to  meet  the  annual 
expenses  of  the  institution,  amounting  to  probably  $30,000  or  $40,000  per 
annum,  it  was  felt  to  be  unsafe  to  incur  so  large  an  outlay  without  some 
certain  income.  To  effect  this,  the  Board  of  Managers,  with  entire  unan- 
imity, determined  that  a part,  at  least,  of  these  expenses  should  be  secured 
by  an  endowment  fund.  In  accordance  with  this  design  the  President,  Mr. 
James  Lennox,  offered  to  give  $125,000  as  soon  as  a like  amount  should  have 
been  contributed  by  others.  The  Managers  have  now  the  satisfaction  to 
report  that  only  $19,000  are  now  required  to  secure  this  generous  offer,  and 
complete  the  contemplated  endowment  of  $250,000.” 

For  fifty-five  years  the  Hospital  thus  inaugurated  and  sponsored  has  been 
a landmark  of  the  City  of  New  York.  It  is  now  about  to  be  abandoned.  We 
will  occupy  our  new  quarters  at  the  Medical  Center  during  March,  1928. 

Following  the  example  of  the  original  Board  of  Managers,  it  is  fitting  that 
the  present  Board  should  take  this  opportunity  to  account  for  its  steward- 
ship in  bringing  to  a practical  conclusion  the  construction  and  financing 
of  the  new  hospital  buildings  upon  the  site  donated  by  Mrs.  Stephen  V. 
Harkness  and  Mr.  Edward  S.  Harkness.  At  the  same  time  it  is  proper  to 
take  stock  of  what  certain  income  may  be  available  to  meet  the  largely 
increased  operating  expenditure  to  follow  our  move  to  the  Medical  Center. 

We  will  deal  only  with  the  direct  responsibilities  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital.  Our  partners  in  the  great  adventure  will  soon  speak  for  themselves. 
Columbia  University  has  almost  completed  the  fine  new  School  of  Medicine 
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building.  The  New  York  State  Psychiatric  Institution  and  Hospital  will 
open  its  doors  in  the  fall  of  1928.  The  Neurological  Institute  and  The  Babies 
Hospital  are  under  way. 

As  a result  of  the  building  program  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  will  have  on 
Washington  Heights  a modern  19-story  building,  equipped  according  to 
up-to-date  standards,  with  an  initial  ward  capacity  of  554  beds.  It  is  sub- 
divided as  follows: 

Basement — Kitchens,  store-rooms  and  commercial  cafeteria. 

First  Floor — Administrative  offices,  dining  rooms,  emergency  service. 

Second  Floor — -Permanent  housing  for  House  Staff. 

Third  Floor — Permanent  housing  for  personnel,  and  X-Ray. 

Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Floors — Temporary  housing  for  personnel. 

Seventh  and  Eighth  Floors — General  Medical  Wards. 

Ninth  Floor — Urological  Wards. 

Tenth,  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  Floors — General  Surgical  Wards. 

Thirteenth,  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth  Floors — The  Sloane  Hospital  for 
Women  (Obstetrical  and  Gynecological  Wards,  and  operating  and  delivery  rooms 
pertaining  to  the  former). 

Sixteenth  Floor — Eight  operating  rooms,  plaster  and  X-Ray  operating  rooms, 
amphitheater,  and  attendant  utility  rooms. 

Seventeenth  Floor — Operating  room  galleries  and  utility  rooms. 

Eighteenth  Floor — Recreation  Roof,  including  two  open  air  solaria,  enclosed 
rest  room,  gymnasium  and  assembly  hall. 

Nineteenth  Floor — Board  of  Managers  room  and  Joint  Administrative  Board 
offices. 

The  three  floors  devoted  to  temporary  housing  of  personnel  are  so 
arranged  as  to  permit  of  change  to  ward  floors  at  such  time  as  demand  for 
additional  in-patient  service  shall  develop,  and  as  outside  quarters  can  be 
provided  for  personnel.  Such  an  alteration  would  add  approximately 
190  ward  beds. 

With  the  exception  that  a third  of  one  of  the  Sloane  floors  is  occupied  by 
special  operating  and  delivery  facilities,  each  ward  floor  is  divided  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 

3 twelve  bed  wards  with  solaria,  36  beds 

2 five  bed  wards  10  beds 

2 four  bed  wards  8 beds 

10  one  bed  wards  10  beds 

64 

Necessary  utility  rooms  pertaining  to  a 64  bed  ward  service. 

Connected  with  the  hospital  on  the  west  is  the  Harkness  Pavilion.  It  is 
nine  stories  high  and  affords  149  rooms  for  private  patients.  Each  floor  is 
provided  with  a solarium.  It  has  its  own  kitchen,  pantries,  guest  dining- 
room, doctors’  private  offices,  X-Ray  Department,  infirmary  of  35  beds  for 
personnel,  and  10  guest-rooms.  The  Sloane  Hospital  for  Women  floor  is 
provided  with  nurseries.  The  Harkness  Pavilion  has  been  so  constructed  as 
to  permit  a future  addition  of  six  stories  which  would  increase  its  capacity  by 
about  150  rooms. 
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Adjoining  the  main  hospital  building  is  the  Vanderbilt  Clinic  of  basement 
and  eight  stories,  the  top  three  of  which  will  accommodate  the  School  of 
Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  of  Columbia  University.  Vanderbilt  Clinic  is  con- 
nected with  the  hospital  by  an  Admitting  Clinic  of  three  stories,  in  the  third 
of  which  are  two  emergency  operating  rooms.  The  five  lower  stories  devoted 
to  out-patient  service  are  divided  as  follows: 

Basement — Hospital  Dental  Clinic,  main  Physiotherapy  unit,  Record-room, 
storage,  utilities. 

First  Floor — Record  room,  reception  and  distribution  of  patients,  Eye,  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat  Clinic,  Social  Service  and  Visiting  Nursing. 

Second  Floor — General  Medical  Clinic,  Social  Service,  Study  room  for  patients' 
records. 

Third  Floor — General  Orthopedic  and  Urologic  Surgery  Clinics,  Social  Service. 

Fourth  Floor — Pediatric,  Obstetric  and  Gynecological  Clinics,  Social  Service. 

Fifth  Floor — Psychiatric,  Neurological  and  Dermatology  Clinics,  Social  Service, 
Physiotherapy  unit. 

The  Vanderbilt  Clinic  will  serve  as  the  Out-Patient  Department  of  all 
hospitals  associated  at  the  Medical  Center  with  the  exception  of  the  New 
York  State  Psychiatric  Institute  and  Hospital. 

Across  Fort  Washington  Avenue  from  the  Harkness  Pavilion  and  connected 
by  tunnel  with  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  the  Anna  C.  Maxwell  Hall,  the 
Presbyterian  School  of  Nursing  Residence,  rising  eleven  stories  from  the 
Fort  Washington  Avenue  level  with  two  sub-stories  on  the  Riverside  Drive 
abutment.  The  lower  of  these  latter  is  occupied  by  a swimming  pool  and 
recreation  room  and  the  upper  by  the  dining-rooms  and  kitchen.  Both 
floors  overlook  the  Hudson  River.  The  main  entrance  is  from  Fort  Washing- 
ton Avenue  and  opens  into  the  assembly  room  (Sturges  Auditorium),  library 
and  offices.  The  remaining  ten  floors  are  occupied  with  housing.  The  roof 
supports  a shelter  designed  for  outdoor  sleeping.  The  capacity  of  the  Hall  is 
School  Staff  eleven,  pupils  300,  preliminary  class  60,  and  maids  21 . 

All  the  aforementioned  construction,  equipment  and  furnishing  program 
is  being  carried  out  by  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  with  funds  made  available 
as  hereinafter  stated.  In  addition  it  has  properly  provided  by  far  the  major 
part  of  the  cost  of  the  common  power  house,  laundry  and  grounds. 

Under  agreement  dated  October  30,  1925,  between  Columbia  University 
and  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  the  latter  assumed  responsibility,  financial 
and  otherwise,  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  new  Sloane  Hos- 
pital for  Women  and  the  new  Vanderbilt  Clinic.  In  consideration  thereof  it 
received  from  the  University  $750,000  in  cash,  representing  the  assumed 
value  of  the  property  on  Tenth  Avenue  now  occupied  by  Sloane  & Vander- 
bilt, and  an  agreement  (effective  upon  removal  to  the  Center)  for  an  annual 
payment  of  $70,000  toward  their  maintenance  as  well  as  the  sole  use  of  the 
income  from  invested  funds  of  the  two  institutions,  aggregating  in  principal 
amount  approximately  $930,000. 

The  total  cost  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  erecting,  equipping  and 
furnishing  its  new  hospital,  the  Harkness  Pavilion  (with  the  exception  of 
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improvements  and  furnishing  which  Mr.  Edward  S.  Harkness  has  generously 
undertaken),  The  Sloane  Hospital  for  Women,  Vanderbilt  Clinic  (excepting 
the  three  dental  floors)  and  Anna  C.  Maxwell  Hall,  with  necessary  contribu- 
tions to  the  cost  of  power  house,  laundry,  grounds,  garage,  etc.  (including 
expenses  incidental  to  financing,  construction  and  moving)  will  be  approxi- 
mately $12,000,000.  This  sum  and  an  additional  $1,000,000  of  endowment 
has  been  or  will  be  substantially  provided  as  follows:

It  will  be  seen  then  that  the  initial  task  of  producing  the  new  buildings  and 
of  preparing  to  establish  ourselves  therein  is  measurably  completed;  that  the 
cost  thereof  has  been  substantially  provided;  and  that  included  in  the  funds 
to  be  made  available  there  is  an  addition  to  the  endowment  of  $1,000,000. 
While  the  figures  given,  due  to  unforeseen  contingencies  which  may  develop 
in  the  three  months  to  elapse  before  we  find  ourselves  actually  established  in 
the  new  hospital,  are  not  intended  to  be  strictly  accurate,  they  are  believed  to 
be  substantially  so  in  relation  to  the  large  amounts  involved. 

The  Board  of  Managers  definitely  committed  the  hospital  to  the  provision 
of  funds  for  the  Medical  Center  undertaking  at  a meeting  held  February  13, 
1924.  The  campaign  for  funds  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  that  year.  The 
first  contributions  were  obtained  the  following  fall.  Ground  was  broken 
January  31,  1925.  We  have  made  a statement  of  the  accomplishment  up  to 
December  31, 1927. 

A task  of  even  greater  importance  confronts  us.  Bricks,  mortar  and  tools 
are  but  the  foundation.  The  superstructure  must  be  fashioned  of  men  and 
of  such  men  as  are  most  competent  to  grasp  and  utilize  the  untold  oppor- 
tunities that  lie  ahead.  And  these  men  must  work  in  harmony  with  a 
smoothly  running  physical  machine.  Hence  the  second  and  now  immediate 
problem,  to  the  solution  of  which  we  are  addressing  ourselves — the  operation 
of  the  new  plant  in  a manner  to  turn  out  the  maximum  satisfactory  product. 

Much  time  has  been  devoted  to  a study  of  operating  costs,  with  the  result 
that  we  face  a yearly  expenditure  of  not  less  than  $2,000,000  for  the  actual 
operating  expenses,  at  reasonable  capacity,  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
Harkness  Pavilion,  The  Sloane  Hospital  for  Women,  Vanderbilt  Clinic  and 
the  Presbyterian  School  of  Nursing.  Applicable  to  this  purpose  we  may 
count  upon  about  $630,000  annual  income  upon  the  following  invested  funds: 
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Presbyterian  Hospital  Endowment $10,000,000 

Sloane  Hospital  Endowment 820,000 

Vanderbilt  Clinic  Endowment 115,000 

Columbia  University  annual  payment  capitalized  at  5%  1,400,000 

Squier  Clinic  annual  fund  capitalized  at  5% 250,000

The  United  Hospital  Fund,  annual  gifts,  and  incidentals  should  increase 
fixed  income  to  a total  of  $700,000,  leaving  a balance  of  $1,300,000  to  be  pro- 
vided by  operating  income. 

We  appreciate  the  hazards  of  the  future.  There  is  no  margin  of  safety  be- 
tween known  operating  expenses  and  anticipated  income.  Nevertheless,  we 
look  to  the  future  with  the  same  confidence  that  inspired  the  first  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  when  they  undertook  their  adventure 
into  the  realm  of  public  service  with  an  endowment  of  $250,000  to  meet 
anticipated  annual  expenses  of  $30,000  to  $40,000.  The  people  of  New  York 
realized  then  the  importance  and  the  soundness  of  the  undertaking  and  saw 
to  it  that  the  Hospital  was  not  only  supported  but  was  enabled  to  extend  its 
activities  in  manifold  directions.  Our  present  task  is  not  completed  nor  can 
it  be  completed  until  not  only  actual  operating  expenses  are  assured,  but 
additional  funds  made  available  to  enable  utilization  to  the  utmost  of  the 
many  new  opportunities  which  await  us  at  the  Medical  Center. 

We  record  our  deep  gratitude  to  those  generous  citizens  who  have  made  it 
possible  to  provide  adequate  hospitalization  for  the  care  of  the  ill  and 
afflicted  and  a modern  laboratory  for  the  study  of  problems  of  public  health. 
We  bespeak  their  continued  support  and  that  of  all  other  public  spirited 
citizens  who  have  at  heart  the  welfare  of  New  York.

(1)  A gift  of  $10,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  and  assigns  to 
nominate,  from  time  to  time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge;  subject  to  the  following  qualifications: 

(a)  A donor  may  transfer  the  power  to  nominate  only  to  an  individual  who 
shall  be  acceptable  to  the  Hospital; 

( b ) A donor  being  an  association  or  a corporation  organized  for  profit  shall 
be  limited  to  not  to  exceed  ninety  days  of  occupancy  in  any  one  year; 

(c)  Any  such  proposed  gift  by  a church,  lodge  or  other  eleemosynary  organi- 
zation shall  not  be  governed  by  this  by-law  but  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits 
when  offered.

T o the  Board  of  Managers  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  Y ork: 

Gentlemen — The  Fifty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1927,  is  herewith  presented. 

Twenty-seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  persons  have  been 
benefited  by  the  Hospital  during  the  year.  The  departments  contributing 
this  service  and  the  number  treated  in  each  will  be  found  in  detail  in  the 
reports.  It  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

Patients  treated  in  the  Hospital  in  wards  or  private  rooms,  4,458  persons. 
Daily  average  232  patients,  which  is  91%  of  the  total  Hospital  capacity. 
Of  the  ward  patients  44%  were  treated  free  of  charge. 

There  were  2,052  ward  patients  to  whom  allowances  or  reductions  in 
regularHospital  charges  were  made,  the  total  amount  of  which  was $94 ,664. 38. 

There  were  treated  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  18,029  persons.  Daily 
average  visits  made  were  454. 

Visiting  nurses  cared  for  4,778,  making  40,725  visits. 

In  the  Radiotherapy  Department,  4,400  treatments  were  given  to  874 
patients. 

In  the  Roentgen  Ray  Department,  31,456  films  were  taken  of  12,740 
patients. 

In  the  Dental  Department,  12,147  visits  were  made  and  17,227  dental  films 
were  taken  of  2,830  patients. 

Because  of  the  near  approach  of  the  move  to  the  new  Hospital,  no  im- 
portant changes  or  alterations  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  only 
such  repairs  have  been  ordered  and  renovating  done  as  became  necessary 
to  maintenance  of  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

The  Administrative  Officers  of  the  Hospital  wish  to  express  their  keen 
appreciation  of  the  loyal  support  given  by  the  entire  Hospital  personnel  and 
to  thank  the  entire  Staff  and  the  many  friends  of  the  Hospital  for  their 
continued  interest.

Is  based  upon  the  number  of  days  treatment  furnished  In  each  service,  modified  by  well-known  facts;  for  instance,  the  fact  that  a private  room  patient  requires  more  professional  care  than  necessary  if  lie  were  located  in  a ward;  also,  the 
important  fact  that  his  food  and  the  preparation  of  it  costs  very  much  more  than  that  of  the  ward  patient.  The  distribution  of  the  cost  of  General  House  and  Property  Expenses  among  the  different  branches  of  the  service  is  based 
upon  the  relative  cubic  contents  of  those  parts  of  the  buildings  occupied  by  each  of  the  five  services  mentioned.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MEDICAL  SERVICE 


December  31,  1927 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  from  the 
Medical  Service. 

The  past  year  has  been  largely  devoted  to  the  development  of  the  several 
problems  in  hand.  No  important  change  or  new  work  is  to  be  reported.  As 
the  time  draws  near  to  move  to  the  new  Hospital,  the  entire  Staff  are 
engaged  in  planning  to  make  the  transfer  with  as  little  confusion  and  inter- 
ruption in  the  professional  activities  as  possible. 

Changes  in  the  Staff  have  been  few.  One  important  change  is  reported 
with  regret.  Dr.  George  M.  Mackenzie  has  left  for  Cooperstown,  New  York, 
to  become  Director  of  Medical  Service  at  the  Mary  Imogene  Bassett  Hos- 
pital. Dr.  Mackenzie  in  his  new  position  has  the  opportunity  to  make  a new 
and  valuable  contribution  to  the  practice  of  medicine  in  rural  communities, 
and  he  has  the  best  wishes  of  the  Staff  for  success. 

Through  the  generous  aid  of  the  General  Education  Board  of  the  Rocke- 
feller Foundation,  Dr.  Robert  F.  Loeb  is  spending  the  winter  abroad  study- 
ing the  more  important  medical  clinics  of  Germany,  Austria,  France  and 
England.  Dr.  Dickinson  W.  Richards,  Jr.,  is  working  with  Dr.  H.  H.  Dale 
in  London  this  year. 

Special  work  has  been  possible  through  the  generous  contributions  of 
Mrs.  Herbert  L.  May,  The  Commonwealth  Fund,  Mrs.  L.  I.  Ricketts,  Dr. 
R.  B.  McGraw,  Mrs.  E.  W.  Sparrow,  Mr.  J.  S.  Stevens,  Mrs.  H.  L.  Green- 
way and  Mr.  Charles  Howland. 

There  have  been  20  publications  from  the  Medical  Service  during  the  year. 

Eight  new  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  Janeway  Library  and  169 
journals  have  been  carried  during  the  year.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Roentgen 
Ray  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Board  of  Managers  I was  enabled  to  see 
some  of  the  X-ray  work  done  in  various  European  clinics.  Without  the 
hearty  cooperation  of  Dr.  Palmer,  the  trip  would  have  been  impossible. 
After  about  eight  weeks  in  Vienna,  where  post-graduate  medical  teaching  is 
a major  industry,  I visited  several  German  cities,  Stockholm,  Paris,  London, 
Manchester  and  Edinburgh.  The  roentgenologists  whom  I had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  meet  were  cordial  and  kind.  Contact  with  them  was  stimulating 
and  interesting.  I take  this  occasion  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation  of 
this  opportunity. 

The  diagnostic  work  of  the  Department  again  increased  during  1927.  The 
records  show  12,740  patient-visits.  In  making  the  necessary  examinations, 
31,456  films  were  used.  We  were  compelled  to  crowd  in  another  dressing 
room  for  private  patients.  Otherwise  no  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
Department  during  the  past  year. 

Dr.  John  Kellogg  finished  his  service  as  Resident  Physician  to  the  Roent- 
gen Ray  Department  on  September  30th,  and  has  gone  to  San  Diego,  Cali- 
fornia, to  do  X-ray  work  in  a hospital.  His  successor  is  Dr.  George  M.  Blank 
of  Lorain,  Ohio. 

The  work  of  the  Radiotherapy  Department  has  not  changed.  The  records 
show  4,400  treatments  given  to  674  patients. 

Much  time  has  been  spent  in  the  past  year  in  the  selection  of  equipment 
for  the  Roentgen  Ray  Department  of  the  new  Hospital.  A new  type  of 
apparatus  in  which  the  current  is  rectified  by  valve  tubes  has  been  chosen. 
This  has  been  tested  in  our  present  Department  for  the  past  eighteen 
months,  and  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  evolution  of  roentgen  ray  machines  has  been  very  rapid,  so  rapid, 
indeed,  that  no  matter  how  carefully  one  chooses,  his  apparatus,  while  still 
useful,  is  out  of  date  in  five  years.  New  developments  are  now  in  progress 
which  will  probably  influence  profoundly  the  technique  of  both  roentgen 
diagnosis  and  treatment,  but  which  at  this  time  cannot  be  anticipated.  One 
of  them  is  the  “cathode  ray  tube”  of  Dr.  W.  D.  Coolige.  He  has  recently 
succeeded  in  hurling  electrons  out  of  this  tube,  propelled  by  an  electrical 
pressure  of  900,000  volts.  It  is  quite  possible  that  this  may  be  developed  into 
a new  type  X-ray  tube  which  will  produce  radiation  of  very  short  wave 
lengths,  of  the  order  of  gamma  rays  of  radium,  in  enormous  quantity.  As 
the  opinion  seems  to  be  gaining  ground  that  the  shorter  the  wave  length,  the 
greater  the  selective  action  upon  malignant  cells,  the  radiotherapist  will 
then  have  at  his  command  a very  powerful  and  useful  instrument.

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Surgical 
Service. 

For  those  of  us  who  have  grown  up  professionally  in  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  the  move  to  the  new  Medical  Center  brings  with  it  regrets  as  well 
as  eager  expectancy.  The  rapidly  narrowing  facilities  and  deteriorating 
equipment  emphasize  the  need  for  the  new  quarters.  It  is  natural  that  our 
time  and  attention  should  center  on  the  planning  and  preparation  for  the 
move. 

It  is  thought  wise  to  begin  the  Surgical  Service  in  the  new  Hospital  with 
the  two  divisions  now  functioning  and  to  defer  expansion  until  the  new  con- 
ditions are  met  and  the  demand  for  it  is  demonstrated.  There  will,  however, 
be  an  added  Fracture  Service  which  will  occupy  the  center  wing  of  the  ninth 
floor.  The  east  wing  of  the  same  floor  will  be  temporarily  occupied  by  the 
Children’s  Surgical  Ward,  the  west  wing  by  the  Otolaryngological  Service. 
With  the  unique  surgical  floor  in  the  Vanderbilt  Clinic  building  which  in- 
cludes the  Emergency  Unit,  it  is  planned  to  do  all  the  emergency  operating 
at  nights,  on  Sundays  and  holidays  in  the  pair  of  operating  rooms  in  the 
west  side  of  the  Emergency  Unit.  We  consider  the  Surgical  Out-Patient 
Department  and  Emergency  Unit  as  offering  a very  unusual  opportunity  to 
build  up  a logical  surgical  service. 

In  preparation  for  the  move  we  have  reorganized  the  operating  room  staff 
and  are  now  better  equipped  and  staffed  than  at  any  time  for  many  years. 

With  the  same  end  in  view,  work  in  developing  combined  medical  and 
surgical  clinics  has  progressed.  The  latest  addition  to  this  type  of  clinic  is 
the  combined  study  and  follow  up  on  patients  with  diseases  of  the  spleen. 
The  results  of  the  two  years’  work  in  the  Thyroid  Clinic  have  shown  that  the 
combined  study  of  physician  and  surgeon  has  improved  the  treatment  of 
these  cases  very  materially.  In  the  same  way  the  study  of  patients  with 
gastric  and  duodenal  ulcer  has  clarified  our  views  in  the  treatment  of  this 
common  and  serious  disease. 

We  look  forward  to  valuable  and  constructive  study  in  the  new  Arthritis 
Clinic  that  is  being  organized  to  begin  work  when  the  new  Hospital  opens. 
This  combined  clinic,  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of  a friend  of  the 
Hospital,  will  meet  a long  felt  want  in  the  care  of  a large  number  of  the  here- 
tofore helpless  patients.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY 


December  31,  1927 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  Y ork: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  of  submitting  herewith  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Laboratory  of  Pathology  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

The  routine  work  of  the  laboratory  has  been  carried  on  as  heretofore.  The 
conferences  and  demonstrations  in  Pathology  have  been  held  for  the  Staff 
of  the  Hospital  each  week  from  June  to  October.  The  teaching  exercises  for 
the  students  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Columbia  Univer- 
sity, were  conducted  as  formerly. 

The  program  inaugurated  three  years  ago  to  replace  all  obsolete  equip- 
ment, was  completed  during  the  year  and  new  apparatus  purchased  in 
addition. 

Dr.  Beryl  H.  Paige  has  continued  in  the  capacity  of  Assistant  Resident 
Pathologist.  Dr.  Angus  M.  McLeod  remained  as  interne  in  Pathology  until 
September,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Louis  M.  Rousselot.  Dr.  Samuel 
W.  Lambert,  Jr.,  as  a volunteer  assistant,  has  been  of  great  aid  with  the  rou- 
tine work  and  teaching.  All  available  desk  space  was  occupied  during  the 
summer  months  by  volunteer  assistants  and  several  applicants  had  to  be  re- 
fused because  of  the  lack  of  facilities  to  accommodate  them. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  attest  here  the  very  cordial  co-operation  given  by  the 
various  clinical  departments.  At  no  time  in  the  past  seven  years  have  the 
association  and  relationship  with  these  departments  been  so  intimate  as 
during  this  past  year. 

There  were  293  deaths  in  the  Hospital  in  1927  and  115  necropsies  were 
performed,  a percentage  of  39.2.  The  per  cent  of  necropsies  obtained  from 
the  medical  division  was  37.4;  from  the  surgical  division  41.5. 

The  deaths  and  necropsies  for  the  past  five  years  are  shown  in  Table  I. 
A resume  of  the  principal  lesions  demonstrated  at  necropsy  is  appended:

Gentlemen — It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  herewith  the  annual  report  of 
the  Dental  Service  for  the  year  1927. 

While  no  unusual  achievement  can  be  recorded  by  the  Dental  Service  for 
the  year,  it  is  satisfying  to  report  that  our  work  has  progressed  without  inter- 
ruption and  through  the  activities  of  the  dental  interne,  has  been  brought 
into  closer  union  with  the  other  services  in  the  Hospital. 

In  Oral  Surgery  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  is  noted. 

In  Operative  Dentistry  the  figures  run  a little  ahead  of  1926  and  in  Oral 
Prophylaxis  the  same  is  true. 

Having  added  an  extra  dentist  to  the  staff  of  the  Pyorrhea  Clinic,  it  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  more  treatments  were 
administered  in  1927  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

In  the  Dental  X-Ray  Department  the  number  of  patients  served  and  the 
total  number  of  films  made  show  an  increase  as  compared  with  1926. 

The  uniform  standard  of  excellence  in  this  important  part  of  our  work  is 
worthy  of  mention. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  changes  will  be  made  in  our  general  arrange- 
ment when  the  Hospital  is  moved  to  the  Medical  Center,  we  have  refrained 
from  acquiring  any  new  equipment. 

The  appended  statistics  indicate  the  volume  of  work  accomplished  during 
the  year  1927.

T o the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Social 
Service  and  Visiting  Nursing  Department. 

We  have  endeavored,  during  the  past  year,  to  keep  before  us  two  main 
objectives,  viz.,  the  discovery  of  the  social  factors  in  the  circumstances  of 
patients  under  Hospital  care,  and  the  influencing  of  these  factors  for  the 
furtherance  of  such  care.  Following  the  excellent  plan  devised  by  the  Hos- 
pital four  years  ago,  whereby  the  social  worker  assists  each  patient  to  arrange 
his  admission  to  the  wards,  and  keeps  in  touch  with  him  through  hospital 
and  follow-up  period,  it  has  been  easy  to  know  a great  deal  about  the  circum- 
stances of  most  of  the  ward  patients.  But  to  distinguish  all  that  is  significant 
for  medical  care  in  the  social  circumstances,  and  to  influence  these  circum- 
stances effectively,  is  difficult.  Through  close  and  intimate  relationship 
with  the  medical  work,  however,  many  simple  and  obvious  obstacles  to 
medical  care  are  found  and  readily  overcome.  Probably  the  righting  of  the 
obvious  hindrances,  often  humdrum  in  character,  will  always  make  up  the 
bulk  of  social  work  needed  in  hospitals,  and  will  always  constitute  its  chief 
value.  I believe  it  is  of  first  importance  that  our  increasing  emphasis  on  dis- 
covering the  obscure  and  difficult  social  elements  in  medical  practice  shall 
not  divert  us  from  attention  to  those  which  are  obvious. 

As  a means  for  keeping  this  thought  in  mind,  we  have  noted  on  a “Case 
Accounting  Card”  the  social  services  attempted  or  rendered  each  patient 
referred  for  social  care.  The  records  for  1927  show  a large  proportion  of 
services  for  what  may  be  called  enabling  of  medical  care,  and  more  especi- 
ally of  medical  treatment.  The  largest  number  of  services  fall  into  two 
classes,  one  entitled  broadly,  “Education,”  the  other  “Medical  Extension." 
Medical  Extension  covers  such  activities  as  are  involved  in  arranging  con- 
valescent care,  or  care  in  sanitariums  and  institutions  for  the  incurable; 
procuring  appliances  (glasses,  artificial  legs,  etc.,);  arranging  nursing  care  in 
the  home;  securing  medical  care  for  members  of  the  patients’  families,  etc. 
“Education”  covers  principally,  interpretation  to  patients  and  their  families 
of  the  meaning  of  the  patient’s  handicaps  and  proposed  ways  of  meeting 
these,  and  instructions  regarding  the  role  the  patient  and  family  are  called 
on  to  play  in  the  patient’s  medical  care  and  regarding  general  hygienic 
living.  The  social  problems  classified  according  to  our  Medical  Social  Termi- 
nology up  to  November  1, 1927,  fall  roughly  into  the  following  main  groups: 

Maladjustments  in  respect  to  the  patient's  own  behavior 22% 

Maladjustments  in  family  relationship .25% 

Maladjustments  in  home  life  (e.g.  mismanagement  of  child  training  and 

housekeeping,  financial  strain,  etc.) • 24% 

Maladjustments  in  occupational  and  industrial  life  (e.g.  occupational 

hazards,  irregularity,  earnings,  etc.) 

Miscellaneous 
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As  yet,  we  have  no  figures  to  show  how  many  of  these  problems  were 
treated.  The  relationship  of  the  services  above  mentioned  to  these  social 
problems  is  also  not  explicit.  We  shall  attempt  at  some  time  during  the 
coming  year  to  render  you  a report  concerning  these  matters.  We  assume 
that  our  first  task  is  to  discover  the  problems  and  their  pertinence  to  medi- 
cine, and  second,  to  remedy  them,  and  our  third  to  evaluate  and  report  on 
the  achievement. 

The  bare  record  of  services  attempted  and  achieved  does  not  measure,  or 
even  indicate  the  process  of  their  accomplishment.  The  need  for  performing 
some  of  the  services  which  appear  “simple  and  obvious”  was  discovered 
after  difficult  processes  of  study.  More  important  still,  we  are  compelled  to 
recognize  from  failure  that  many  needs  were  not  discovered,  or  that  those 
discovered  were  not  the  significant  ones  for  medical  care.  Nevertheless,  the 
continuing  interest  and  helpfulness  of  our  own  medical  staff  who  are  most 
nearly  concerned  with  these  trials  and  errors  of  our  department,  and  the 
interest  of  many  visitors  from  important  hospitals  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad,  reaffirm  my  belief  that  our  efforts  are  slowly  yielding  something  of 
value  to  hospital  practice.  I,  therefore,  ask  the  continuance  of  your  liberal 
policy  and  able  counsel  in  the  development  of  this  department. 

Work  in  the  Medical  and  Surgical  divisions  has  continued,  as  reported  to 
you  in  previous  years.  The  new  worker  added  in  January  1927  to  the  Dia- 
betic Clinic  and  Metabolism  Wards,  has  enabled  not  only  the  giving  of  more 
service  to  patients,  but  also  to  the  clearer  understanding  of  needs  to  be  met 
in  the  Metabolism  Unit  at  the  Medical  Center.  Treatment  of  Diabetes 
usually  means  the  reorganization  of  the  patient’s  mode  of  life.  Regulations 
to  which  he  is  unaccustomed  make  him  conscious  of  being  different.  He  has 
different  food,  often  unpalatable  to  him,  and  knows  it  costs  more  than  the 
food  of  other  members  of  the  family.  Taking  insulin  is  uncomfortable  and 
expensive,  and  necessitates  learning  a technique  requiring  care  and  skill. 
Often  the  patient  or  the  one  who  must  give  the  insulin  is  unaccustomed  to 
skilled  movements  of  this  sort.  In  short,  the  treatment  makes  unusual 
demands  on  patience,  watchfulness  and  perseverance.  The  social  worker 
came  to  know  most  of  the  315  individuals  under  care  in  the  Metabolism 
Clinic  during  1927,  and  gave  some  special  service  to  171. 

A new  worker  was  added  to  the  Minor  Surgical  Clinics  at  the  request  of  the 
Clinic  Chief.  The  worker  interviewed  959  of  the  3,515  individuals  under  the 
clinic’s  care  during  1927;  144  of  these  were  referred  by  the  surgeons  for 
special  services,  such  as  adjustment  of  work  or  working  hours,  ordering 
appliances  and  making  loans  for  the  purchase  of  these,  securing  financial  aid 
for  disabled  patients  and  their  families,  and  planning  with  patients  how  to 
carry  out  prescribed  treatments  at  home. 

The  request  for  a worker  was  based  on  the  findings  of  a study  of  the  clinic 
made  1925-1926,  and  published  in  1927,  “Human  Factors  in  Clinic  Manage- 
ment.” The  need  is  indicated  in  the  following:  “Although  the  conditions 
treated  were  generally  considered  ‘minor,’  it  was  shown  that  they  caused 
considerable  disturbance  in  the  lives  of  the  patients,  and  also  that  treatment 
entailed  a large  number  of  explanations  and  instructions  to  patients,  which 
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required  attention  to  the  psychological  and  social  elements  of  management 
in  order  to  render  the  treatment  effective.  The  difficulties  experienced  by 
the  patients  indicate  that  not  enough  attention  was  paid  to  making  instruc- 
tions clear,  since  fifty-six  percent  of  the  patients  failed  to  understand  direc- 
tions for  home  treatment,  either  as  to  the  process  itself  or  the  length  of  time 
it  should  be  continued.” 

The  death  of  Dr.  Herbert  S.  Carter  in  October,  1927,  means  a special  loss 
to  this  department.  Hill  Top  Camp,  on  his  estate  at  Hawthorne,  has  been 
enjoyed  by  the  children  of  our  Tuberculosis  Clinic  for  seventeen  years.  Dr. 
Carter’s  personal  interest  in  the  Camp,  and  his  supervision  of  it,  have  been 
an  inspiration  to  our  work  with  the  children.  The  weeks  spent  there  have 
accomplished  a true  re-creating  in  their  lives.  Many  have  enjoyed  their  first 
open  country  experience  at  Hawthorne,  and  have  returned  year  after  year. 
One  hundred  children  were  sent  last  summer,  some  of  them  younger  brothers 
and  sisters  of  old  “campers.” 

It  is  a satisfaction  to  report  to  you  that  The  Presbyterian  Hospital 
Tuberculosis  District  will  be  taken  over  by  Lenox  Hill  Hospital  when  we 
leave  the  neighborhood.  Preparation  for  the  transfer  of  patients  and  their 
families  is  well  under  way. 

Research:  A report  of  our  study  of  terminology  was  prepared  last  year, 
and  published  in  Hospital  Social  Service  for  March,  1927.  Requests  for 
reprints  from  physicians,  teachers,  clergymen,  as  well  as  social  workers,  indi- 
cate a widespread  interest  in  the  subject.  In  addition  to  a number  of  reprints 
distributed  free  of  charge,  we  have  sold  229  copies,  50  to  St.  Thomas’  Hos- 
pital in  London,  England. 

The  terminology  is  in  daily  use  in  this  department,  and  new  experience  is 
leading  to  revision  and  expansion.  We  are  also  engaged  in  constructing  a 
glossary  which  will  give  exact  definition  of  each  term. 

In  addition  to  this  major  study,  the  department  is  engaged  in  a study  of 
our  co-operation  with  outside  welfare  agencies  for  extending  social  care  of 
patients  beyond  the  hospital  walls.  We  are  collecting  material  from  our 
experience  in  convalescent  care,  employment  of  the  handicapped,  and  the 
general  procedure  of  cooperation  between  social  and  health  agencies. 
364  outside  agencies  contributed  to  our  work.  These  studies  are  stimulating 
the  staff  to  more  critical  thinking  about  the  social  problems  of  patients,  and 
to  more  efficient  ways  of  helping  them. 

Teaching:  Our  affiliation  with  the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work  con- 
tinues to  be  satisfactory,  and  we  continue  to  develop  in  this  connection 
methods  of  teaching  the  practical  part  of  medical  social  work.  Thirteen 
New  York  School  students  received  training  here  in  1927,  making  a total  of 
forty  students  since  the  department  began  this  work  in  1923.  Social  work- 
ers whom  we  have  helped  to  prepare  are  employed  now  in  hospitals  and 
health  centers  in  New  York  and  in  other  American  cities,  and  in  foreign 
countries.  The  demand  for  well  prepared  medical  social  workers  constantly 
exceeds  the  supply;  we  feel,  therefore,  the  need  for  our  contributing  this 
service. 
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Besides  the  New  York  School  students,  we  have  taken  for  short  periods  a 
few  special  students.  There  begin  to  be  requests  for  educational  opportuni- 
ties from  the  nursing,  dietetic  and  other  allied  fields,  which,  if  we  meet 
them,  will  require  an  extension  of  our  teaching  program.  Our  experience 
with  small  groups  has  given  us,  I believe,  a sound  basis  for  such  a develop- 
ment, and  we  look  forward  to  being  able  to  collaborate  increasingly  in  the 
educational  activities  of  the  Hospital.

Gentlemen — The  report  of  the  Department  of  Nutrition  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1927,  is  submitted  herewith: 


1.  General  Food  Administration:  During  the  year  an  average  of  19,119  days'  meals 
per  month  were  served  by  this  division  of  the  Department.  The  average  cost  per 
person  per  day  for  raw  food  was  $0.58. 

Eight  student  dietitians  served  two  months  each  in  this  division. 

2.  Diet  and  Metabolism  Kitchens: 

a Maximum  capacity  of  24  therapeutic  and  weighed  diets  daily  from  the  Diet 
Kitchen  and  6 from  the  Metabolism  Kitchen.  Average  number  of  days’  meals 
per  month  654,  costing  approximately  $0.96  per  person  per  day  for  raw  food. 
b Special  Food  Preparations  for  use  on  Wards:  Approximately  2400 — 2500  serv- 
ings of  such  food  per  month  were  prepared  at  an  average  cost  of  $75  to  $100  for 
raw  food. 

c Milk  Room:  Preparation  of  Milk  Formulas  for  infants. 

d Training  Student  Nurses:  59  students  completed  five  weeks  each  in  training  in 
the  Diet  Kitchen  and  13  completed  four  weeks  each  in  the  Metabolism  Kitchen. 
e Teaching  Student  Nurses:  Four  laboratory  sections  in  general  dietetics  for 
probationers, — each  section  consisting  of  18  two  hour  periods. 
f Training  Student  Dietitians:  8 students  served  two  months  each  in  this  division 
of  the  department,  during  the  year. 

g.  Teaching  diabetic  and  other  metabolism  patients  or  their  relatives  before 
leaving  the  Hospital.  Giving  dietary  instruction,  in  the  Obesity  and  Metabolism 
Clinics  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

3.  On  April  1st,  the  department  took  over  the  service  of  food  to  patients  on  the 
Medical  Wards.  The  head  nurses  had  previously  been  responsible  for  this  work. 
A month  later,  at  the  request  of  the  Nursing  Department,  the  surgical  wards  were 
taken  over.  Later  on  the  service  was  extended  to  the  Private  Patient  Corridor  and 
more  recently  to  the  Children’s  Ward.  There  is  now  a head  dietitian  in  charge  of 
this  division  of  the  work,  with  four  full  time  dietitians  assisting  her.  Their  work 
has  proved  most  worth  while  to  physicians,  Nursing  Department,  patients  and  to 
the  Department  of  Nutrition.  The  duties  of  the  ward  dietitian  are: 

a Ordering  of  daily  food  and  of  food  supplies  for  patients,  and  control  of  waste  of 
food  on  wards. 

b Directly  supervising  the  distribution  of  food  to  patients.  This  necessitates 
considerable  teaching  and  supervision  of  the  student  nurses  who  set  up  travs. 
c Consultation  with  doctors,  head  nurses,  and  patients  in  regard  to  feeding 
problems. 

d Teaching  patients  the  type  of  diet  they  should  follow  after  leaving  the  Hospital. 
e Training  student  Dietitians:  8 students  served  two  months  each  in  this  division 
of  the  work  during  the  year. 

/ Teaching  patients  in  Out-Patient  Department.  This  work  was  begun  September 
23rd.  A dietitian  spends  two  or  three  hours  in  the  medical  service  of  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  each  afternoon.

wards,  from  bulk  food  sent  up  from  the  Main  Kitchen  and  Diet  Kitchen.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  report  of  the  Department  of  Occupational  Therapy  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1927,  is  herewith  submitted. 

We  have  treated  approximately  475  patients.  While  the  majority  of  these 
were  short  term  cases,  the  patients  completing  from  one  to  four  articles  each, 
we  have  had  also  a number  of  long  term  cases;  these  patients  completing  a 
number  of  articles  usually  of  different  crafts.  One  little  girl  twelve  years  of 
age,  a rheumatic  fever  case,  who  came  to  us  in  the  fall  of  1926,  completed 
eighteen  articles  before  she  was  discharged  in  February,  1927.  Another  little 
girl  who  entered  the  same  ward  at  about  the  same  time,  completed  ten  articles 
before  she  was  discharged  in  March,  1927.  A young  man, an  osteomylitis  case, 
completed  eleven  reed  serving  trays  and  a large  reed  sewing  basket.  Another 
man,  a fracture  case,  on  the  same  ward,  completed  a hand  bag  of  wool  em- 
broidered upon  scrim,  two  sewing  baskets,  a large  flower  basket,  three  waste 
paper  baskets  and  a tray. 

This  year  we  have  endeavored  to  popularize  crafts  other  than  basketry. 
Last  year  we  purchased  a small  bedside  hand  loom  and  this  year  we  have  had 
several  patients  weave  different  kinds  of  materials  of  silk  and  wool  and  silk 
and  rayon  on  this  loom.  The  small  strips  of  material  have  been  made  into 
hand  bags  and  pocket  books.  The  motions  involved  in  hand  loom  weaving 
are  excellent  for  rehabilitating  stiffened  or  weak  muscles  governing  the  action 
of  the  hand,  arm  and  shoulder.  We  have  used  our  one  loom  for  both  medical 
and  surgical  cases  and  we  feel  the  need  of  several  more  of  this  kind  of  loom. 
The  patients  greatly  enjoy  weaving  different  patterns  and  working  with 
colored  wools  and  silks  and  when  once  an  instructor  has  taken  a loom  on  to  a 
ward,  she  finds  no  difficulty  in  enlisting  the  interest  of  several  patients.  We 
have  no  foot  loom  and  we  feel  that  we  really  ought  to  have  at  least  one  of 
this  kind  of  loom  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  muscles  of  the  foot  and  leg. 
This  year  we  have  felt  certain  that  several  cases  of  anemia,  osteomylitis  and 
fractures  would  have  been  benefited  through  the  use  of  such  a loom. 

Another  craft  that  has  proved  popular  is  laced  leather.  For  cardiacs  and 
other  cases  in  which  it  is  advisable  to  limit  the  amount  of  activity,  we  have 
found  this  a useful  and  interesting  craft  for  small  purses,  card  cases,  bill 
folds,  cigarette  cases  and  pocket  books  cut  from  leather  in  two  or  three 
pieces  and  laced  together  with  leather  thongs,  offer  the  choice  of  a variety  of 
articles  easy  to  make  and  quickly  completed.  We  find  that  the  men  especi- 
ally enjoy  the  leather  work. 

We  feel  the  need  of  a shop  where  the  wheel  chair  and  ambulatory  cases 
may  spend  an  hour  or  two  each  morning  or  afternoon.  Many  times  the 
patients  themselves  express  the  desire  for  a shop  where  they  can  go  to  employ 
the  hours  of  the  convalescent  days  in  learning  a craft  and  where  they  can  be 
near  to  the  reed  when  making  baskets,  or  where  they  can  paint  their  own 
trays  and  baskets,  or  where  they  can  whittle  toys  from  wood  and  where  they 
can  carry  all  their  craft  work  to  a more  finished  conclusion  than  they  can  on 
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the  wards  or  in  their  rooms.  They  always  express  the  hope  that  there  will  be 
a shop  for  them  in  the  new  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

Our  attention  has  not  been  confined  to  the  adult  wards.  We  have  done 
some  work  on  the  Children’s  Ward,  and  some  with  the  private  patients. 

In  April,  articles  made  by  our  patients  were  exhibited  with  articles  made 
by  patients  of  other  hospitals  at  the  Art  Center,  05  East  56th  Street,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Occupational  Therapy  Guild  of  the  New  York  Society  of 
Craftsmen.  In  December  we  held  a small  sale  here  in  the  Hospital,  of  surplus 
articles  made  during  the  year,  and  here  it  was  that  we  realized  how  many 
friends  we  had  in  all  departments  of  the  Hospital,  for  they,  together  with 
visitors  of  the  patients,  purchased  almost  all  the  articles  on  our  table  and 
gave  us  orders  for  more.  The  proceeds  from  this  sale  together  with  the  pro- 
ceeds from  orders  filled  during  the  year,  and  from  materialspaidfor  by  patients 
who  retained  the  articles  they  made  during  the  year,  enabled  us  to  deposit 
with  the  Hospital  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars,  after  we  had  paid 
for  our  small  incidental  supplies.  This  sum,  applied  to  our  budget  expenses 
for  large  supplies  will,  we  hope,  help  to  reduce  the  budget  expense.  Our  aim 
is  to  become  self-supporting  so  far  as  expenses  for  supplies  are  concerned. 

In  April  Miss  Williams  resigned,  and  we  deeply  regretted  losing  her  from 
the  department.  Miss  Knutzen  took  over  Miss  Williams’  work.  In  August 
we  welcomed  Miss  Augusta  Strohm  as  half-time  assistant.  With  full  quota 
we  hope  to  do  better  and  more  work  next  year. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
of  the  friendly  interest  and  cooperation  of  all  the  other  departments  of  the 
Hospital.

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  present  the  thirty-fifth  annual  report  of 
the  School  of  Nursing  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

The  year  of  1927  has  been  a busy  one,  but  more  the  carrying  on  of  policies 
started  in  1926  than  the  inaugurating  of  new  ones. 

The  appointment  of  additional  instructors  and  nurses’  aides  for  the  wards 
has  more  than  fulfilled  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  recommended.  The 
students  are  getting  more  individual  instruction  both  in  their  class  work  and 
their  practical  nursing  on  the  wards.  We  have  also  been  able  to  carry  the 
plan  adopted  last  year  in  the  theoretical  instruction  one  step  farther.  We  are 
still  giving  that  instruction  in  sections  but  we  were  able  to  arrange  for  the 
students  to  be  on  ward  duty  four  hours  during  the  class  period. 

Regular  bedside  clinics  have  been  finally  arranged  on  the  wards.  The  four 
months’  combination  course  with  Henry  Street  and  Teachers  College  at 
Columbia  University,  in  Public  Health,  has  been  discontinued,  and  we  are 
substituting  for  it  two  months  of  field  experience  in  Public  Health  Nursing 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Henry  Street  Visiting  Nursing  Service. 

Ruby  F.  Carlson,  T9,  received  the  appointment  of  Assistant  Director 
vacated  by  the  death  of  Dorothy  S.  Wood,  ’20.  Louise  Christman,  ’23, 
accepted  the  position  vacated  by  Miss  Carlson. 

During  the  year  1927  the  School  of  Nursing  sent  out  1,004  announcements 
in  response  to  inquiries  concerning  the  School.  Eighty-six  students  were 
received  into  the  School  and  forty-one  graduated. 

Miss  Maxwell,  who  was  with  us  until  summer,  was  taken  ill  in  August 
while  visiting  her  sister.  We  arranged  for  her  to  come  to  the  Corridor  and 
occupy  the  Nurses’  Endowed  Room.  Unfortunately,  her  condition  is  not 
improving  as  rapidly  as  we  would  wish. 

During  the  year  we  lost  two  students:  Bernice  M.  Speth,  ’28,  died  in  the 
Hospital  during  the  summer  after  a prolonged  illness.  Alma  E.  A.  Patter- 
son, ’29,  died  at  her  home  in  St.  George,  New  Brunswick,  Canada,  while  on 
her  vacation. 

Five  graduates  of  the  School  have  also  been  removed  from  our  midst  by 
death:  Mrs.  Gorton  W.  Allen  (Florence  Mary  Grant),  ’01;  Mrs.  Rye  M. 
Kinsey  (Rye  Morley),  ’97;  Louise  C.  Shelley,  ’13 ; Henrietta  Van  Cleft,  ’95; 
Dorothy  S.  Wood,  ’20. 

The  School  of  Nursing  Endowment  Fund  received  $5,000  under  the  Will 
of  Ellen  Bates,  of  760  Park  Avenue.  Miss  Bates  died  during  the  past  year. 
Another  outstanding  gift  to  the  School  this  year  is  a very  handsome  grand- 
father clock  for  the  lounge  of  Anna  C.  Maxwell  Hall. 

The  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  Class  of  1927  were  held  on  May  12, 
1927,  in  the  Madison  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  address  to  the 
graduating  class  was  delivered  by  Professor  Chauncey  B.  Tinker,  Ph.D., 
Litt.D.,  of  Yale  University. 

This  year,  as  formerly,  Mrs.  J.  Kennedy  Tod  is  gracefully  remembered  for 
the  use  of  the  week-end  camp  at  Innis  Arden,  Sound  Beach,  Connecticut.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  following  report  of  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1927 : 

The  volume  of  work  done  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year  in  our  his- 
tory. Our  present  quarters  have  not  been  expanded  during  the  last  five 
years,  yet  our  total  volume  of  visits  has  increased  21%.  Departmentally 
there  have  been  wide  variations,  but  our  major  clinics  all  show  gratifying 
increases. 

The  total  attendance  shows  that  18,154  individuals  made  a total  of  121,391 
visits.  To  this  number  were  added  6,670  follow-up  visits  of  former  ward 
patients  in  the  medical  and  surgical  departments,  resulting  in  a grand  total 
for  the  year  of  128,061  visits. 

With  this  large  increase  in  the  attendance  our  percent,  of  total  free  work 
done  has  remained  constant  at  slightly  over  20%. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  paid  personnel  so  that  the  burden  of  this 
added  attendance  has  been  cared  for  by  the  same  operating  group.  With  the 
development  of  the  fundamentals  of  the  new  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  there  has 
been  placed  an  added  responsibility  upon  us,  which  has  precluded  during  this 
period  most  of  the  usual  problem  studies. 

Through  a special  fund,  arrangements  have  been  completed  whereby  in- 
structions to  the  student  nurses  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  will  be  done 
by  a regularly  appointed  instructor  with  public  health  training.  She  will 
serve  on  the  regular  training  school  staff,  and  attempt  to  develop  the  teaching 
possibilities  of  the  Out-Patient  service  for  the  student  nurse  as  a demonstra- 
tion in  connection  with  certain  other  nursing  agencies. 

During  the  year  we  added  to  our  metabolism  department  activities,  a food 
consultation  service.  This  activity  has  proven  popular  and  valuable  to  the 
patients  and  the  doctors  during  its  four  months  operation.  The  patient  re- 
ceives from  a skilled  dietitian  detailed  information  and  instructions  as  to  the 
actual  dietary  regime  and  its  preparation. 

Our  tickler  file  for  control  of  free  cases  or  cases  calling  for  any  type  of  free 
remission,  as  mentioned  in  previous  report,  has  been  carried  forward.  We 
note  with  interest,  during  1927,  one  thousand  and  twenty-three  families 
asked  for  free  help.  Of  this  number  with  a three  months  maximum  free 
period  without  review,  and  the  majority  a shorter  period,  only  406  families 
were  granted  a renewal.  With  a total  of  1,533  requests  for  free  treatment 
during  the  year,  this  made  only  26%  needing  renewal.  We  have  found  that 
this  frequent  checking  for  requests  for  free  treatment  has  resulted  in  greater 
fairness  to  the  patient  and  a decreased  amount  of  actual  free  care  because  in 
a large  number  of  cases  the  reason  for  the  original  request  is  of  a temporary 
nature,  and  as  soon  as  the  social  readjustment  was  made  the  patient  is  willing 
to  co-operate  in  paying  the  necessary  fees. 

We  face  many  problems  during  the  coming  year  with  the  expansion  of  our 
new  Out-Patient  service.  We  look  forward  to  these  with  the  same  confidence 
and  assurance  of  splendid  co-operation  that  have  been  ours  from  the  medical, 
surgical,  nursing  and  clerical  staff  in  the  present  Out-Patient  service.

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Report  of  the  Out-Patient  Department 


December  31,  1927 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  Surgical  Out-Patient  Department  is  fortunate  in  having 
been  able  to  train  during  the  past  year  a sufficient  number  of  doctors  to 
constitute  a staff  adequate  for  the  new  institution. 

The  general  organization,  however,  has  remained  unchanged,  as  it  seemed 
well  adapted  to  the  local  problem.  Next  year,  however,  a new  situation  will 
have  been  met  and  a study  like  that  made  two  years  ago  evaluating  our  efforts 
will  be  welcomed.  The  “Group  Clinic”  for  the  study  of  a disease  from  the 
several  points  of  view  of  two  or  more  specialists  has  proven  most  satisfactory 
in  the  fields  of  thyroid  and  gastro-intestinal  diseases  that  its  extension  to 
pulmonary  disease  is  suggested,  and  to  chronic  arthritis,  urged. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  in  the  Medical  Clinics  has  proceeded  quite 
smoothly.  There  have  been  no  changes  in  policy.  The  number  of  doctors  in 
attendance  and  the  number  of  patients  treated  have  been  larger  than  in  any 
previous  year.  It  is  hoped  that  when  we  open  the  new  building,  the  over- 
crowding to  which  we  have  been  subject  here  will  cease  and  we  shall  be  able 
to  carry  on  in  greater  comfort  and  care  for  all  who  come  to  us.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  ALUMN/E  ASSOCIATION 
OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING  OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN 
HOSPITAL  IN  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK 

December  31,  1927 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  thirteenth  annual  report 
of  the  Alumnae  Association  of  the  School  of  Nursing  of  The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

Probably  nothing  in  the  history  of  nursing  in  this  country  could  be  of 
greater  significance  than  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Grading  Schools  of 
Nursing,  of  which  Dr.  William  Darrach  is  chairman.  Realizing  the  impor- 
tance of  understanding  the  facts  which  this  committee  is  presenting  from 
time  to  time  during  the  course  of  its  five  year  undertaking,  the  Alumna; 
Association  asked  Dr.  May  Burgess,  the  director  of  the  study,  to  speak  at 
the  February  quarterly  meeting.  An  annual  pledge  has  also  been  made  by 
the  Alumnae  Association  towards  the  $200,000  budget  needed  for  the  five 
year  study,  towards  which  nurses  all  over  the  country  have  been  asked  to 
contribute. 

The  future  of  the  School  of  Nursing  at  the  Medical  Center  has  become  of 
such  vital  importance  that  the  Alumnae  Association  believed  more  should  be 
known  about  the  relationship  of  schools  of  nursing  to  universities.  They, 
therefore,  sent  Miss  Eleanor  Lee  as  their  representative  to  visit  five  of  the 
leading  university  schools.  Miss  Lee  brought  back  a most  interesting  report 
for  the  May  quarterly  meeting.  This  was  followed  at  the  Fall  quarterly 
meeting  by  a discussion  of  recent  developments  in  nursing  education  led  by 
Miss  Carolyn  Gray,  chairman  of  the  University  Relations  Committee  of  the 
National  League  of  Nursing  Education,  which  brought  home  to  us  in  no  un- 
certain terms  the  responsibility  of  an  alumna;  association  in  the  educational 
growth  of  its  school. 

From  the  days  of  Florence  Nightingale  to  the  time  of  Anna  Maxwell, 
nurses  1 ave  had  to  search  out  the  paths  in  the  development  of  nursing 
education.  In  accepting  membership  on  the  School  Committee  we  have 
acknowledged  our  grave  responsibility  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the 
School,  and  it  is  our  earnest  desire  to  bring  to  you  the  best  thought  and  in- 
terest of  the  nursing  world. 

During  the  past  year  the  dues  to  the  Alumna;  Association  have  been  in- 
creased to  $5.00  a year  for  members  residing  in  District  13  of  the  New  York 
Registered  Nurses’  Association.  This  increase  is  partly  to  meet  the  increase 
in  state  dues.  There  are  at  present  701  members  in  our  Association. 

In  the  death  of  Miss  Dorothy  Wood,  class  of  1920,  of  Miss  Henrietta 
Van  Cleft,  1895,  of  Mrs.  Rye  Morley  Kinsey,  1897,  and  of  Miss  Louise 
Shelley,  1913,  the  School  and  the  Alumnae  Association  have  suffered  a great 
loss  this  past  year. 

Although  Miss  Maxwell  has  returned  to  us  as  a patient  and  cannot  take 
a very  active  part  in  our  Alumnae  affairs  at  present,  we  find,  in  the  occasional 
visits  we  are  allowed  to  make  her,  that  her  never-flagging  enthusiasm  and  in- 
terest in  the  School  which  she  created  are  our  greatest  sources  of  inspiration.

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AN  ACT 

T o Found,  a Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York 
Passed  February  28,  1868 — Chapter  15 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Morris  K. 
Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named,  shall  constitute 
a body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  conduct  a Hospital  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  “The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York.” 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested  in  and 
managed  by  a Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28,  1868,  increased  to 
thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in  the  following  section. 

Section  3.  James  Brown,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  William  A.  Booth,  Aaron  B.  Bel- 
knap, William  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  Winthrop  S.  Gilman, 
Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah,  Morris  K. 
Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnson,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  William  Paton,  Thomas 

C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thomas  U.  Smith,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D.,  John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M. 
Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  William  M.  Vermilye,  Washington  R.  Vermilye, 
A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two  in  number,  shall  constitute  a 
part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty-two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M. 
Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church;  the  Rev.  William  Adams, 

D. D.,  as  Minister  of  the  Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church;  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Prot- 
estant Dutch  Church,  and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors 
in  office  for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said  Board 
shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years  thereafter,  so  that  eight  Man- 
agers shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  annually,  by  ballot,  to  hold  their 
seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may 
occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such  agents,  assistants, 
and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  said  Corporation. 
Among  these  shall  be  included  a Superintendent  and  a Chaplain  or  both  a Superin- 
tendent and  a Chaplain;  but  these  positions  shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 
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Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any  special  meet- 
ing; but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven  shall  be  a quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  is  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise,  or 
otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  said  Hospital 
all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  possessed,  in  so  far  as  the 
same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which 
said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be  subject  to 
the  provisions,  restrictions  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3rd  Title  of  the  18th  Chap- 
ter of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I 

TITLE 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  “The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York.’’ 

ARTICLE  II 

OBJECT 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and  management  of  an 
Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick 
or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color.  The  public  religious  ser- 
vices in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presby- 
terian or  Reformed  Church. 

ARTICLE  III 

THE  SOCIETY 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be  approved 
by  a majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a stated  meeting, 
and  who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a previous  stated  meeting  by  a Standing 
Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV 

ENDOWED  BEDS 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle  the  donor 
to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of  patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  here- 
after, prescribed  by  said  Board. 

Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the  amount  paid 
therefor  shall  be  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities  until  the  privilege  may 
lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise. 

ARTICLE  V 

PROPERTY 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of 
the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  donor  or 
testator. 

ARTICLE  VI 

GOVERNMENT 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a Board  of  thirty-six 
Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight  each;  and 
the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three  and  four  years  thereafter,  so  that  Eight  Man- 
agers shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annually,  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for 
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four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Managers,  the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Min- 
ister of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the 
Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being  shall  be  added  as  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  a 
Vice-President,  a Treasurer,  a Corresponding  Secretary  and  a Recording  Secretary, 
who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  from  their  own  number, 
and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The  said  Officers  and  Managers,  together, 
shall  form  a Board,  to  be  denominated  the  “Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,”  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  hold- 
ing any  special  meeting;  but  seven  shall  be  a quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  authorized  to 
execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of  the  Society.  To 
it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institution;  authority  to  make  By- 
Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacancies  in 
their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of  the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants  and 
attendants,  and  generally  to  transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each 
month  excepting  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September,  and  may  hold  adjourned 
meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent, or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  written 
requisition  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  but  when  special  meetings  are 
called,  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall 
be  notified  to  the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting;  and  no  other 
subject  shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

ANNUAL  MEETING 

A meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such  day  after 
the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  year  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this 
meeting;  to  present  to  the  members  a report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  years; 
to  exhibit  a statement  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society;  and  also  to  give  infor- 
mation of  any  matters  relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest 
or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of 
managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire.  These  eight  members,  together 
with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes,  and  the  four  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year  and  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on 
the  appointed  day,  a special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose;  and  shall  be  adopted  only  on  a 
concurrence  of  a majority  of  the  members  present,  but  the  affirmative  vote  must  not 
be  less  than  eleven. 
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OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

I — Rules  and  Regulations 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  incon- 
sistent with  these  By-Laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  a majority  of  those  present. 

II — President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall  appoint  all 
special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  He  shall  also  be  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  committees. 

1 1 1 — Vice-President 

In  the  event  of  a vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his  absence  or  in- 
ability to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-President.  Should 
he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a President  pro-tem  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

IV — Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  papers  and  documents 
relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  other  than  such  as  are  mentioned  in 
By-Law  V,  of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  ac- 
count in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He  shall  cause 
to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts,  expenditures  and 
financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all  suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys  without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

V — Safe  Keeping  of  Securities 

All  bonds,  stocks  and  other  invested  securities  and  evidences  of  value,  shall  be 
deposited  for  safe  keeping  with  a trust  company  approved  by  the  Board  to  be  held 
in  the  name  of  the  Hospital  and  subject  to  the  joint  written  order  of  the  Treasurer 
and  a member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  of  two 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  all  cash  collections  being  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  Treasurer  as  elsewhere  provided. 

VI — Secretary 

The  Secretary  shall  be  the  Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretary  and  shall 
keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such 
records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain  to  the  office  of  Treasurer.  He  shall  also  be  ex- 
officio  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  said  Com- 
mittee. He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  least 
two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify  members  of  their  appointment  on  Com- 
mittees, and  generally  perform  such  duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 

He  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  of  the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend  to  its  publication. 
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VII — Committees 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in  their  Board, 
the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  members,  an  Out-Patient 
Department  Committee  of  five  members,  a School  of  Nursing  Committee  of  three  or 
more  members,  a House  Committee  of  three  or  more  members,  a Finance  Committee 
of  five  members,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one,  a Committee  on  Nominations  of 
five  members,  of  which  the  Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two 
members.  The  members  appointed  on  these  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year 
from  the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint  two  of  its  members  for 
each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  Inspecting  Committee.  If  any  Man- 
ager thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to  attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some  other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

VIII — Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  eight  Managers  chosen  as  provided 
in  By-Law  VII,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving  as  the  Inspecting 
Committee,  and  the  members  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  School  of  Nursing  and 
House  Committees. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month 
and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by  the  Chairman  or 
two  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  orders  and  establish  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  better  carrying  into  effect  the  object 
of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with  those 
established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection  and  discharge  of  patients 
shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

4.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assistants,  or 
any  other  officer  or  employee  shall  neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  Super- 
intendent, the  Superintendent  may  suspend  the  offender,  and  he  shall  at  once  report 
his  action  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property  within 
the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is  observed  in  the 
administration  of  all  its  affairs,  having  due  regard  to  the  welfare  of  its  beneficiaries. 
It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Superintendent;  and  authorize  such 
repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw 
drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  therefor;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay-rolls  and 
supplies,  shall  not  exceed  $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor;  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee;  and  shall 
be  a sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

IX — Out-Patient  Department  Committee 

The  Out-Patient  Department  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers.  It  shall 
have  the  general  care  and  oversight  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  shall  meet 
on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month. 
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X — School  of  Nursing  Committee 

The  School  of  Nursing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  or  more  Managers,  who 
shall  have  the  general  care  and  oversight  of  the  School  of  Nursing. 

XI —  House  Committee 

The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  or  more  Managers,  and  shall  direct 
and  control  the  purchasing  of  all  food,  fuel,  equipment  and  repair  supplies,  and  have 
general  supervision  of  the  equipment,  maintenance  and  repair  of  real  estate  and 
buildings. 

XII —  Finance  Committee 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom  shall 
be  the  Treasurer.  Three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

2.  They  shall  have  authority  in  their  discretion  to  sell  bonds,  stocks  and  other 
invested  securities  and  evidence  of  value  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  invest  and  re- 
invest the  proceeds  (together  with  any  other  funds  of  the  Society  available  for  invest- 
ment) in  such  securities  as  they  deem  wise. 

XIII —  Nominating  Committee 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom  the 
Secretary  shall  be  one.  Three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers  they  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  the  name  of  a Life  Member  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  to  them  shall 
be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for  such  position  or  for  Life  Member- 
ship; but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall  be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with  unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  referred  to 
this  Committee.  The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  considered  by  the  Com- 
mittee shall  be  by  them  reported  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

XIV —  Inspecting  Committee 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings,  visit  the 
wards,  service  rooms,  and  laboratories  and  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and 
order  of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds. 

2.  They  shall  enter  their  report  in  a book,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 

XV — Auditing  Committee 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  shortly  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  examine 
and  check  the  bonds,  stocks,  mortgages  or  other  securities  or  evidences  of  value 
owned  by  the  Hospital  and  shall  also  have  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  Super- 
intendent for  the  last  fiscal  year  examined  and  checked  by  certified  public  account- 
ants. The  Committee  shall  thereafter  report  to  the  Board  the  result  of  such  account- 
ing with  its  recommendations. 
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XVI — Medical  Board  and  the  Medical,  Surgical  and  Laboratory  Service 

1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually — 

(a)  A Director  of  the  Surgical  Service,  a Director  of  the  Medical  Service,  and  a 
Director  of  the  Pathological  Service;  these  shall  together  constitute  the  Medical  Board. 

( b ) As  many  Visiting  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  Associate  Visiting  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital  may  require,  a Visiting  Physician  to 
the  Roentgen  Ray  Department,  a Visiting  Bacteriologist,  a Visiting  Chemist,  an 
Out-Patient  Department  Staff,  and  such  other  department  chiefs  and  assistants  as 
the  various  services  of  the  Hospital  may  require. 

(c)  As  many  Assistant  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  special  Consulting  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital  may  require. 

( d ) A House  Staff,  consisting  of  as  many  members  as  the  service  of  the  Hospital 
may  require,  and  at  such  times  and  for  such  terms  of  service  as  shall  seem  best  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

(e)  A Registrar  of  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

2.  These  appointments  shall  be  made  at  some  time  prior  to  July  1st  in  each 
year.  The  appointees  unless  a different  term  be  fixed  by  the  Board  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  and  thereafter  until  further  action  of  the  Board. 

XVII — Executive  Staff 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a Superintendent  and  such  Assistants  as 
the  Board  may  deem  necessary  for  the  service  of  the  Hospital,  whose  services  shall 
continue  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  such 
Assistants  as  may  be  necessary  for  such  service,  and  such  appointees  shall  hold  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

XVIII — Endowed  Beds 

1.  A gift  of  $10,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  and  assigns  to 
nominate,  from  time  to  time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common 
wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge;  subject  to  the  following  qualifications: 

(a)  A donor  may  transfer  the  power  to  nominate  only  to  an  individual  who  shall 
be  acceptable  to  the  Hospital; 

( b ) A donor  being  an  association  or  a corporation  organized  for  profit  shall  be 
limited  to  not  to  exceed  ninety  days  of  occupancy  in  any  one  year; 

(c)  Any  such  proposed  gift  by  a church,  lodge  or  other  eleemosynary  organization 
shall  not  be  governed  by  this  By-Law  but  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits  when 
offered. 

2.  Subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  set  forth  in  (1)  above,  a gift  of  $15,000  shall 
entitle  the  donor,  his  successors  and  assigns,  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a patient 
to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  a one-bed  ward  room  of  the  proposed  new  hospital  free 
of  charge. 
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3.  A gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during  life,  to  nominate  from  time  to 
time,  a patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the  common  wards  of  the  Hospital  free 
of  charge.  If  the  donor  be  a corporation  or  association  the  privilege  to  nominate  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years  unless  the  privilege  be  extended  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
but  shall  in  no  event  continue  for  a greater  period  than  twenty-five  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation  being  the  donor  of  a $5,000  bed  may  increase  their 
donation  to  $10,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become  henceforth  entitled  to  the  privi- 
lege that  attaches  to  an  original  donation  of  that  amount. 

5.  All  endowed  bed  privileges  are  subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  govern- 
ing the  admission,  treatment  and  discharge  of  patients. 

6.  Contributions  to  the  endowment  fund  of  free  beds,  as  above  provided  for, 
may  be  made  by  instalments,  when  the  donor  shall,  in  writing,  so  notify  the  Treasurer 
at  the  time  of  each  payment.  So  long  as  the  instalments  so  paid  in  shall  not  equal  the 
sums  required  under  the  preceding  sections,  the  amount  received  shall  constitute  a 
portion  of  the  general  endowment  fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  current  expenses  of  the  Hospital,  and  no  privileges  shall  accrue  to  the 
donor. 

7.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  in  their  discretion  to  make,  under 
special  and  exceptional  circumstances,  such  other  arrangements  (temporary  or  perma- 
nent) as  to  endowed  beds  as  they  may  deem  best  calculated  to  promote  the  objects 
for  which  the  Hospital  was  established  and  is  now  being  maintained. 

8.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  beds  free  of 
charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  prescribe,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  also  affix  the 
seal  of  the  Corporation. 


XIX — Appropriations  of  Money 

Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Section  5 of  By-Law  VIII,  and  Section  2 of 
By-Law  XII,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer 
by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meeting,  and  be  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary,  or  Secretary  pro  tern,  and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient 
voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

XX — Complaints,  Suspensions  or  Discharges 
If  any  officer,  physician  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his  office, 
or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital,  or  refuse 
or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  may  submit  against  him  a complaint  in  writing,  at  a meeting 
duly  called,  and  thereupon  a notice  of  the  said  complaint  shall  be  given  to  the  person 
complained  of,  and  a time  shall  be  appointed  (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of 
said  notice)  for  the  person  complained  of  to  make  his  defense  before  the  Board  of 
Managers;  and  the  Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard 
the  defense  of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence  and 
approbation  of  a majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  discharge  the  officer, 
physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 
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XXI — Order  of  Business 
The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  necessary, 
and  approved. 

4.  Treasurer’s  Reports. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committee  shall  be  called  for,  and  action  taken  thereon. 

6.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  New  business. 


XXII — Alterations  or  Additions 

Any  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose.  It  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an 
affirmative  vote  of  a majority  of  those  present.  A copy  of  any  proposed  amendment 
shall  be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Board  at  least  three  days  prior  to  the  next 
meeting. 

Revised,  February  10,  1925. 
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1.  All  ward  patients  are  required  to  pay  $3.00  per  day  for  board  or  such  smaller 
sums  as  may  be  determined  by  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  of  which  the  Managers 
shall  be  the  sole  judges.  Patients  from  New  York  City  (Manhattan  and  Bronx),  who 
are  unable  to  pay  are  admitted  free.  Patients  from  out  of  town  will  not  usually  be 
admitted  free  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  patients  recommended  for  admission 
by  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  or  by  any  of  the  Directors  of  the  Service. 

2.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accident  or  serious  illness  will  be  admitted  at 
any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  Other  patients  should  apply  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment for  treatment  or  admission  to  the  Hospital. 

3.  Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recommendation  of 
any  Manager,  after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  a member  of  the  House  Staff 
or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Surgeon  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  readily  communicable  disease  shall  be  admitted, 
nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the  Hospital;  nor  shall  any 
patient  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be  incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symp- 
toms which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  are  capable  of 
being  relieved.  There  shall  be  no  uterine  nor  vaginal  examination  made  except  in  the 
presence  of  a nurse. 

5.  No  patient  suffering  from  erysipelas  shall  be  admitted  to  either  the  Medical  or 
Surgical  Division  of  the  Hospital. 

6.  There  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  beds. 

7.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  some  reputable  physician,  stating  the  nature  and  probable 
duration  of  the  disease. 
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1.  Visitors  are  allowed  in  the  Wards  for  Adults,  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday 
and  Saturday,  from  1 to  2 r.  M.;  Tuesday  and  Friday  from  6 to  8 P.  M.;  and  Sunday 
from  1 to  3 P.  M.  Visitors  may  not  come  at  any  other  time,  unless  under  exceptional 
circumstances. 

2.  No  more  than  two  Visitors  will  he  admitted  to  see  any  Patient  on  one  Day. 

3.  Only  fruit,  jelly  and  ice  cream  may  be  brought  for  patients.  Such  packages 
must  be  left  with  the  door  clerk,  and,  if  approved  by  the  Physician,  will  be  sent  to 
the  Patients. 

4.  In  the  Children’s  Ward,  parents  only  are  allowed.  No  other  relatives,  children 
or  friends  are  permitted  in  this  Ward.  Parents  are  allowed  on  Tuesday  evening 
from  6 to  7 p.  m.,  Sunday  from  2 to  3 p.  m.,  and  may  remain  one  half  hour  only. 
No  packages  of  any  kind  may  be  carried  to  the  Children’s  Ward. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hospital; 
must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends;  must  not  stop  or  loiter  in  the 
halls,  offices,  or  on  the  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building  promptly  at  the  end  of 
visiting  hours. 

Any  violations  of  these  rules  may  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from  the 
premises.
